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PREFACE 


Since  1902  the  descendants  of  Zephaniah  and  Silence  Hathaway  have  held  an  annual 
reunion  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hathaway  Homestead  in  Ohio.  Each  year  a  family 
historian  has  been  appointed  to  record  births,  deaths  and  marriages.  Two  years  ago 
this  group  of  relatives  asked  us  to  organize  these  records  for  publication.  It  is  for 
the  family,  rather  than  for  the  professional  genealogist,  that  this  book  is  written. 

Our  general  plan  has  been  to  present  a  framework  of  vital  statistics  in  which  to 
preserve  the  interesting  personalities  and  events  of  the  past.  Dates  have  been  checked 
as  carefully  as  possible.  For  the  ancestors  we  have  depended  largely  on  printed 
sources.  For  the  descendants  we  have  used  public  records.  The  arrangement  of  the 
book  is  that  of  an  hourglass.  The  ancestors  converge  on  Zephaniah  and  Silence.  From 
them,  the  descendants  diverge  through  the  families  of  their  six  children.  We  have 
numbered  each  of  these  families  separately  for  our  convenience  as  co-authors.  This 
method  seems  equally  convenient  for  the  non-professional  reader. 

The  section  on  Allied  Families  grew  out  of  our  confusion  over  the  many  double 
cousinships  we  found.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  Varney  Family,  no  great  amount  of 
research  has  been  done,  and  we  have  only  attempted  to  furnish  an  outline  for  the 
convenience  of  descendants  of  those  branches  who  may  wish  to  explore  more  fully 
that  side  of  their  ancestry.  The  Varney  Family  falls  into  a  somewhat  different  cate¬ 
gory  for  two  reasons.  First,  interest  in  all  its  ramifications  was  made  necessary  by 
a  search  for  scattered  descendants,  some  of  whom,  we  regret,  are  still  missing. 
Second,  there  is  practically  no  published  material  on  the  Varneys.  The  section  is 
therefore  valuable  to  a  larger  audience  than  the  Hathaway  relatives. 

No  book  of  this  sort  can  ever  be  complete.  The  open  binding  is  for  your  convenience 
to  add  pictures,  letters,  stories  and  future  statistics.  Our  aim  has  been  to  make  the 
past  somewhat  more  real  to  future  generations.  Our  hope  is  that  you  will  enlarge 
upon  and  continue  this  family  history.

Longfellow  made  our  ancestors,  John  and  Priscilla  Alden,  famous  in  American 

HISTORICAL  LEGEND.  HOWEVER,  HE  FAILED  TO  SHOW  THEIR  FULL  SIGNIFICANCE  BY 
HIS  CASUAL  CONFUSION  OF  THE  PlLGRIMS  AND  THE  PuR  I  TANS,  BY  HIS  PICTURE  OF  A 

too  civilized  Plymouth  in  1o22,  and  by  endowing  his  characters  with  vic¬ 
tor  IAN  VI  RTUES  . 


At  the  time  our  story  opens,  England  had  gone  thru  a  century  of  the  reli¬ 
gious  WHIMS  OF  THE  TuDORS.  On  THE  CONTINENT  THE  REFORMATION  WAS  IN  FULL 
swing.  Questions  of  belief  and  systems  of  worship  were  of  predominant 
interest.  While  many  emigrated  simply  to  better  their  lot,  to  seek  free¬ 
dom  of  worship  was  the  main  driving  force  which  brought  the  early  settlers 
to  Amer  I  c  a  , 

The  Puritans  wished  to  purify  the  Church  of  England,  to  remove  all  the 

FORMS  AND  USAGES  WHICH  IN  ANY  WAY  SEEMED  TO  APE  THE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHURCH. 

They  tendeo  to  be  stern  and  harsh  in  their  zeal,  and  strict  and  severe  in 

THEIR  DRESS  AND  CONDUCT.  THEY  CAME  TO  THIS  COUNTRY  IN  A  WELL  ORGANIZED  AND 
FINANCED  GROUP,  TO  A  NOT  ALTOGETHER  U N 1 N H A B I T A T E D  LAND,  WHERE  WHITE  MEN  HAD 
ALREADY  LEARNED  SOMETHING  OF  GETTING  ALONG  WITH  THE  INDIANS,  AND  HAD  GARCENS 
GROWING  WITH  EXTRA  GRAIN  FOR  SALE. 

The  Pilgrims,  who  came  first,  were  a  part  of  the  Separatist  movement,  not 

ONLY  BELIEVING  THAT  THE  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  STATE  A  NO  THE  CHURCH  SHOULD  BE 
DIVIDED,  BUT  ALSO,  THAT  EACH  CONGREGATION  SHOULD  RULE  ITSELF.  THEY  HUNTED 
SALVATION  EARNESTLY  AND  EAGERLY.  LlFE  WAS  SERIOUS,  FOR  THEY  WERE  IN  NEW 

England  alone  in  the  wilderness,  where  only  the  strong  and  steadfast  could 
survive.  Their  dress  was  simple,  for  they  were  people  of  small  means.  But 

THEY  0  I D  NOT  FROWN  ON  PLEASURES  AND  REJOICINGS.  THANKSGIVING  DAY  IS  AN 
HERITAGE  FROM  THE  P I LGR IMS,  NOT  THE  PURITANS. 

The  Puritans  found  it  hard  to  reform  the  Anglican  Church  and  eventually 

ADOPTED  THE  PlLGRIMS*  CONGREGATIONAL  FORM.  In  THE  MEANTIME,  THE  PlLGRIMS 
HAD  NO  REAL  PASTORAL  LEADER  AFTER  THE  DEATH  OF  JOHN  ROBINSON  AND  GRADUALLY 
LOST  THEIR  IDENTITY  IN  THE  PURITANS*  CHURCH. 


The  Quakers  also  enter  our  story.  They  stood  on  the  extreme  left  of  the 
Separatists,  rejecting  all  formal  ritual,  and  went  beyond  the  Pilgrims  in 

THEIR  AVERSION  TO  "IDOL  TEMPLES" .  ThEY  CAME  TO  NEW  ENGLAND  SINGLY,  AND 
NOT  IN  AN  ORGANIZED  GROUP  AS  DIO  THE  PlLGRIMS  AND  THE  PuR  I  TANS,  BUT  LIKE 
THEM,  THEY  CAME  TO  FIND  FREEDOM  TO  WORSHIP  AS  THEY  CHOSE.  THEY  WERE  DRIVEN 
INTO  GROUPS  BY  THE  INTOLERANCE  THEY  FOUND  AMONG  THE  PlLGRIMS  AND  PURITANS. 


WE  HAVE  ANCESTORS  IN  ALL  THESE  RELIGIOUS  MOVEMENTS,  AS  WELL  AS  SOME  WHO 
CAME  FOR  FINANCIAL  GAIN,  ANO  PERHAPS,  A  FEW  WHO  FLEO  THE  LAW'S  STRONG  ARM. 

But  the  Pilgrims  are  set  apart,  not  by  their  religion,  which  was  no  more 

OF  A  STIMULUS  THAN  ANY  OTHER  BELIEF,  NOT  BY  THEIR  SUFFERING,  IN  WHICH  ALL 
THE  PIONEERS  ACROSS  OUR  CONTINENT  HAVE  HAD  SOME  SHARE,  BUT  BY  THEIR  CON¬ 
CERN  FOR  THE  RIGHTS  OF  MAN.  THE  MAYFLOWER  COMPACT,  DRAWN  UP  AND  SIGNED  IN 

Plymouth  harbor,  is  the  beginning  of  American  democracy.  It  initiated  the 

RIGHT  OF  EACH  CITIZEN  TO  ELECT  HIS  OFFICERS  AND  TO  ENACT  THE  LAWS  TO  GOVERN 
HIS  SOCIETY,  ANO  IMPLIED  THE  REJECTION  OF  ALL  AUTHORITY  THAT  DOES  NOT  RISE 
FROM  THE  CONSENT  OF  THE  GOVERNED. 
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We  may  be  proud  to  be  the  descendants  of  two  of  the  "signers",  John  Alden 
and  William  Mullins,  and  of  the  Pilgrim  preacher  at  Leyden,  John  Robinson, 
whose  teaching  was  the  backbone  cf  their  philosophy.  His  story  is  in  the 
section  on  the  Hathaway  Family.

Plantation  introduces  our  ancestor,  "John 

Alden  was  hired  for  a  cooper  at  South  Hampton,  wher  the  ship  victualled, 
and  being  a  hopfull  yong  man,  was  much  desired,  but  left  to  his  own  liking 
to  go  or  to  stay  when  he  came  here".  Mr.  Willi  son  in  Saints  and  Strangers, 
says  "His  children  remember  him  as  tall,  blond,  and  very  powerful,  one  of 

THE  STRONGEST  MEN  IN  PLYMOUTH,  A  QUALITY  VERY  USEFUL  IN  A  HIRED  MAN,  AS  THE 
COMPANY  NO  DOUBT  RECOGNIZED  IN  SIGNING  HIM  UP".  It  JS  INTERESTING  TO  NOTE 
THAT  THE  REASON  HE  WAS  EMPLOYED,  TAKING  THE  PLACE  OF  A  'SAINT1  ON  THE  MAY¬ 
FLOWER,  was  an  Act  of  Parliament  which  required  ships  carrying  beer  to  have 

A  COOPER  ON  BOARD  TO  REPLACE  "LOST  BARREL  STOCK1'. 

As  we  know,  John  Alden  did  choose  to  stay,  and  was  the  youngest  signer  of 
the  Compact.  He  was  not  the  first  to  land  on  Plymouth  Rock.  Governor 
Bradford  makes  it  plain  he  was  on  shipboard  and  not  with  the  exploring 
party.  Mr.  Willison  describes  his  role,  "He  was  now  carefully  tending  the 
Pilgrims'  precious  barrels  of  beer,  plain  water,  and  'strong  water',  which 

TOOK  UP  MUCH  SPACE  IN  THE  HOLD.  ThE  PlLGRIMS  HAD  NO  SUCH  SUPPLY  AS  THE 

Puritans  who  sailed  ten  years  later,  -  still,  Alden  had  plenty  to  do 

KEEPING  THE  BARRELS  TIGHT  AND  SAMPLING  THEM  OC C A  I  S I O N ALL Y  TO  SEE  THAT  THE

hill  side".  Work  began  in  earnest  December  25,  1620  on  New  England ' s  f  i  rst 
Main  Street.  All  able-bodied  men,  undoubtedly  including  John  Alden,  went 

ASHORE  THAT  MORNING,  "SOME  TO  FELL  TIMBER,  SOME  TO  SAW,  SOME  TO  RIVE,  AND 
SOME  TO  CARRY,  SO  NO  MAN  RESTED  ALL  THAT  DAY11. 

What  is  now  Leyden  Street  climbed  sharply  from  the  beach  to  a  steep  hill, 
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SOON  CALLED  FOR  T  H|LL,  FOR  HERE  CAPTAIN  STANO  !  SH  MOUNTED  HIS  CANNONS.  HlS 
HOUSE  ,  WHICH  WAS  JOHN  AlDEN's  HOME  FOR  THE  FIRST  v  E  A  R  OR  SO,  WAS  BUILT  AT 
THE  END  OF  THE  ROAD  TO  BE  NEAR  THE  DEFENSES  HE  MANNED.  ThE  COMMON  HOUSE, 
WHICH  SERVED  AS  THE  HOSPITAL  THAT  FIRST  WINTER,  WAS  NEAR  THE  HARBOR.  ThE 
OTHER  HOUSES  WERE  CLUSTERED  TOGETHER  ON  LEYOEN  STREET  ANO  THE  ONE  CROSS¬ 
ROAD,  "which  TWISTED  ITS  WAY  DOWN  TO  THE  BROOK  ON  ONE  SIDE  AND  MEANDERED 
OFF  ACROSS  THE  CLEARING  ON  THE  OTHER".  At  THE  CORNER  WAS  THE  HOME  OF 

William  Brewster  and  his  large  household,  which  includeo  Bradford  and 
Priscilla  Mullins,  after  the  death  of  her  parents.  Bordering  the  stream 

WAS  A  RICH,  GRASSY  PLOT  WHERE  THE  PlLGRIMS  HAD  THEIR  FIRST  GARDENS.  EACH 
FAMILY  WAS  TO  BUILD  ITS  OWN  HOME,  "THINKING  BY  THAT  COURSE  THAT  MEN  WOULD 
MAKE  MORE  HASTE",  BUT  THE  MuLLINS  FAMILY  HAD  NO  OPPORTUNITY  TO  START  ON 
THEIRS  BEFORE  THE  "GENERAL  SlCKNESS"  STRUCK  THEM. 

William  Mullins,  or  Molines  as  it  was  sometimes  spelled,  had  been  a  shop 
keeper  in  Dorking,  Surrey.  It  seems  more  likely  that  he  was  an  Englishman 
of  Norman  ancestry,  rather  than  a  Frenchman  converted  to  the  Pilgrim  faith 
in  Holland,  as  has  been  suggested.  He  left  a  son  in  England,  William 
Mullins,  Jr.,  who  later  came  to  America  and  inherited  his  lands  here. 

There  was  also  a  marrieo  daughter,  Sarah  Blunden,  who  remained  in  Englano. 
Master  Mullins  may  well  have  been  a  Separatist  on  boarding  the  Mayflower, 
for  he  was  one  of  the  first  in  England  to  sign  up  for  the  voyage  and  to  pay 

IN  HIS  MONEY.  He  BROUGHT  WITH  HIM  HIS  WIFE,  ALICE,  (wHO  WAS  PROBABLY  A 
SECOND  OR  THIRD  WIFE,  AND  MAY  NOT  HAVE  BEEN  THE  MOTHER  OF  PRISCILLA),  HIS 
SIX  YEAR  OLD  SON,  JOSEPH,  HIS  DAUGHTER,  PRISCILLA,  AND  A  SERVANT,  ROBERT 

Carter.  William  Mullins  died  February  21 ,  1621.  His  wife,  son  and  servant 

ALL  PERISHED  THAT  FIRST  WINTER.  THEY  WERE  BURIED  WITH  MANY  OTHERS  ON  COLES 
Hill,  OVERLOOKING  THE  HARBOR,  IN  UNMARKED  GRAVES,  WHICH  THE  PlLGRIMS  CON¬ 
CEALED  from  the  Indians  by  plowing  the  land  for  grain,  so  that  their  rap¬ 
idly  DECREASING  NUMBERS  WOULD  NOT  BE  NOTICED.  A  SARCOPHOGUS  NOW  CONTAINS 
THE  REMAINS  OF  ALL  WHO  PERISHED  THAT  YEAR. 

For  two  years  life  continued  to  be  rugged  for  the  "Saints".  The  next 

WINTER  TROUBLE  WITH  THE  INDIANS  DROVE  THEM  TO  BUILD  AN  ELEVEN  FOOT  STOCK¬ 
ADE,  ALMOST  A  MILE  IN  CIRCUMFERENCE,  AROUND  THE  VILLAGE.  ThE  FOLLOWING 
SUMMER  A  SUBSTANTIAL  BLOCKHOUSE  WAS  ERECTED  ON  FORT  HlLL.  FOR  ALL  THEIR 
"GOODLY  HARVEST"  OF  1621,  PROVISIONS  WERE  VERY  SCANTY  UNTIL  AFTER  THEIR 
FIRST  REALLY  SUCCESSFUL  CROP  IN  1623*  In  SPITE  OF  LONGFELLOW'S  DESCRIP¬ 
TION  OF  THE  BRIDAL  PROCESSION,  THE  PlLGRIMS  DID  NOT  HAVE  ANY  CATTLE  UNTIL 
THE  SUMMER  OF  1627-  NEWCOMERS  TO  PLYMOUTH  IN  JULY  OF  '23  WROTE  THEY  WERE 
APPALLED  BY  THE  "VERY  LOW  CONDITION  OF  THE  SETTLERS",  FINDING  THEM  GAUNT 
ANO  HAGGARD,  AND  IN  RAGS,  SOME  "LITTLE  BETTER  THAN  HALFE  NAKED". 

IN  THIS  SETTING  JOHN  AND  PRISCILLA  WERE  MARRIED.  LONGFELLOW  BUILT  HIS 
STORY  ON  TALES  TOLD  HIM  BY  HIS  GRANDFATHER,  AND  UNDOUBTEDLY,  TRADITION 
GAVE  HIM  A  BASIS  FOR  HIS  "SPEAK  FOR  YOURSELF,  John".  It  IS  MOST  NATURAL 
THAT  ROMANCE  SHOULD  HAVE  BEEN  WOVEN  AROUND  THIS  EARLY  MARRIAGE  IN  PLYMOUTH 
OF  TWO  YOUNG  PEOPLE  WHO,  WE  LEARN  FROM  ALL  AVAILABLE  SOURCES,  WERE  UNUSUAL¬ 
LY  ATTRACTIVE.  BUT  IT  IS  HARD  TO  8ELIEVE  THAT  A  ROBUST  GIRL  WHO  HAD  CROS¬ 
SED  THE  OCEAN  IN  THE  CRAMPED  QUARTERS  OF  THE  MAYFLOWER,  NURSED  THE  SICK  IN 
THE  PRIMITIVE  SHELTERS  OF  THOSE  EARLY  DAYS  ON  SHORE,  AND  TAKEN  HER  PLACE 
IN  THE  FIELDS  TO  FREE  THE  MEN  FOR  HEAVIER  TASKS,  COULD  HAVE  BEEN  AS  PRIM 

and  coy  as  Longfellow  painted  Priscilla. 

Nor  does  the  picture  of  the  self-effacing  John  entirely  fit  with  other 
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ACCOUNTS  OF  HIM.  He  SEEMS  TO  HAVE  HAD  SOME  EDUCATION,  BUT  WHETHER  HE  WAS 
AS  WELL  EQUIPPED  TO  ACT  AS  SECRETARV  AS  LONGFELLOW  DESCRIBED  HIM,  IS  UN¬ 
CERTAIN.  However,  in  1622  his  strength  and  his  skill  with  tools  would 

HAVE  BEEN  SUFFICIENTLY  IMPORTANT  TO  THE  COLONY,  SO  THAT  HE  WOULD  HAVE  BEEN 
ALLOWED  LITTLE  TIME  TO  SIT  AND  WRITE.  It  IS  SAID  OF  HIM  THAT  HE  WAS  "DIS¬ 
TINGUISHED  FOR  PRACTICAL  WISDOM,  INTEGRITY  AND  DECISION,  AND  EARLY  ACQUIRED 

AND  RETAINED  A  COMMANDING  INFLUENCE  OVER  H|S  ASSOCIATES.  In  EVERY  POSITION 

HE  OCCUPIED,  HE  FULFILLED  HIS  DUTIES  PROMPTLY  AND  TO  THE  SATISFACTION  OF 

HIS  employers".  He  was  also  reputed  to  be  a  fine  speaker! 

The  Audens'  first  home  was  at  the  foot  of  Fort  Hill,  near  the  Stanoish 

HOUSE,  THE  SITE  MARKEO  BY  THE  AlOEN  KINDRED’ OF  AMERICA.  HERE  THEY  LIVED 
FOR  TEN  YEARS,  AND  HERE  WERE  BORN  THEIR  FIRST  FOUR  CHILDREN. 

In  1627  the  Pilgrims  had  not  made  much  headway  in  paying  off  their  debt  to 

the  Merchant  Adventurers  who  had  subsidized  their  voyage  and  their  later 

supplies.  A  group  of  eight  men  of  whom  John  Alden  was  one,  was  formed  to 
deal  with  the  situation.  These  "Undertakers"  were  empowered  to  take  over 
all  the  Colony's  trading  posts  and  their  boats,  in  return  for  assuming  the 
responsibility  of  the  debt.  Pushing  out  into  the  forests  for  more  trading 
posts,  they  began  to  run  into  the  Puritans  who  were  also  hunting  furs  from 
the  Indians.  In  1634  in  Kennebec,  Maine,  one  such  encounter  raised  tempers 

AND  A  MAN  OF  EACH  PARTY  WAS  KILLED.  JOHN  AlDEN,  AS  LEADER  OF  THE  PlLGRIMS, 
WAS  DETAINED  IN  BOSTON,  AND  PUT  IN  PRISON  UNTIL  THE  DIFFICULTIES  BETWEEN 

the  two  Colonies  could  be  adjusted.  The  final  settlement  of  the  debt  in 

1641  LEFT  ALL  THE  UNDERTAKERS  A  LITTLE  POORER.  ALDEN  HAD  TO  SELL  300  ACRES 
TO  PAY  HIS  SHARE • 


Plymouth  remained  a  closely  built  little  town  for  some  years.  The  coming 
0 F  the  Puritans  in  1630  brought  a  demand  for  food,  and  the  fertile  fields 

ACROSS  THE  HARBOR  DREW  A  NUMBER  OF  THE  PlLGRIM  FATHERS  TO  LARGER  FARMS  TO 
RAISE  A  PAYING  CROP.  AMONG  THESE  WERE  THE  ALDENS,  WHO  SETTLED  IN  DuXBURY 
ABOUT  1632  ON  A  FARM  OF  169  ACRES.  ThE  SITE  OF  THIS  HOUSE  IS  MARKED  BY  A 
MARBLE  SLAB  NEAR  EAGLE  TREE  PONO. 


John  Alden  prospered.  In  1633  he  was  one  of  ten  in  Plymouth  Colony  who 

PAID  MORE  THAN  ONE  POUND  TAX.  BESIDES  FARMING  AND  TRADING  WITH  THE  INDIANS, 
HE  WAS  A  MASTER  CARPENTER.  UNDOUBTEDLY,  SOME  OF  THE  WELL  DESIGNED  AND 
SKILLFULLY  WROUGHT  FURNITURE  STILL  SURVIVING  IN  THE  MUSEUM  AT  PLYMOUTH  WAS 
MADE  BY  HIM.  He  WAS  ACTIVE  IN  MANY  WAYS.  He  WAS  SURVEYOR  OF  HIGHWAYS,  A 
MEMBER  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  WAR  FOR  EIGHT  YEARS,  GOVERNOR'S  ASSISTANT  FROM 
^632  TO  41  ,  AND  AGAIN  FROM  16^0  TO  86.  He  WAS  TREASURER  FOR  THE  YEARS

ON  HIS  CARPENTER'S  TRADE11,  BUT  IN  1659  HE  WAS  SAID  TO  BE  "LOW  IN  HIS 
ESTATE",  AND  HE  WAS  VOTED  A  GRANT  OF  10  POUNDS  FOR  HIS  PUBLIC  SERVICE.

The  money  granted  him  was  AN  HONORARIUM  for  his  past  service,  rather  than 
A  CHARITABLE  CONTRIBUTION  FOR  HIS  SUPPORT. 

There  is  a  letter  written  by  a  Quaker,  who  was  being  persectued  by  Governor 
Prence  at  this  time,  "John  Alden,  I  have  weighed  thy  ways,  and  thou  art 
like  one  fallen  from  thy  first  love;  a  tenderness  I  once  did  see  in  thee, 

AND  MODERATION  TO  ACT  LIKE  A  SOBER  MAN,  WHICH  THROUGH  EVIL  COUNSEL  AND 

SELF-LOVE  THOU  ART  DRAWN  ASIDE  FROM  - - LIKE  A  S E L F - C 0 N C E  I  T E D  FOOL  PUFFED 

UP  WITH  PRIDE  IN  HIS  HEART  BECAUSE  HE  HAS  GOTTEN  THE  NAME  OF  A  MAGISTRATE 
IN  LOVE  THIS  IS  WRITTEN,  TO  DISHEARTEN  THEE  IN  TIME  BEFORE  THE  EVIL 
DAY  OVERTAKE  THEEJ  LET  IT  BE  SO  RECEIVED  FROM  THY  FRIEND11. 

Mr.  Willison  says  of  him,  "To  the  last  he  was  a  bold  and  hardy  man,  stern, 

AUSTERE  AND  UNYIELDING,  HATING  CHANGE  OR  INOVATIONS,  WALKING  STEADILY  IN 
THE  WAYS  OF  THE  SAINTS  HE  HAD  LEARNED  AS  A  YOUTH1'. 

It  woulo  seem  that  without  Priscilla's  companionship  he  grew  bitter.  He 

WAS  THE  LAST  OF  THE  SIGNERS  OF  THE  COMPACT  TO  DIE,  ONLY  A  FEW  YEARS  BEFORE 

Massachusetts  Bay  absorbed  the  Old  Colony.  He  had  outlived  his  period. 
Probably  so  quickly  were  the  younger  generation  forgetting  the  driving 

FORCE  THAT  CARRIED  THE  PlLGRIMS  THROUGH  THEIR  HARDSHIPS,  THAT  THE  OLD  MAN 
STRUGGLED  TO  MAINTAIN  WHAT  HE  FELT  WAS  RIGHT,  AND  GREW  MORE  AND  MORE  TO 
DISLIKE  NEW  WAYS,  AS  DO  WE  ALL  IN  OLD  AGE.  It  COULD  NOT  HAVE  BEEN  EASY 
AFTER  HIS  CLASH  WITH  THE  PURITANS,  TO  SEE  THEM  BECOMING  THE  DOMINANT  GROUP

Joseph  Alden  was  named  for  his  mother's  little  brother  who  died  in  Plymouth 

THE  WINTER  OF  1620-1,  AND  HE  WAS  SAID  TO  BE  HIS  MOTHER'S  FAVORITE  CHILD. 

We  know  his  approximate  birthdate,  for  on  June  1,  1627,  a  census  was  taken 
to  facilitate  the  even  distribution  of  the  first  cattle  to  arrive  in 
Plymouth.  At  this  time  the  Aldens  had  only  two  children,  but  Joseph  seems 

TO  HAVE  BEEN  BORN  NOT  LONG  AFTER. 

He  was  one  OF  the  original  'settlers  in  Bridgewater,  known  as  Duxbury 
Plantations,  on  land  granted  to  his  father.  The  Sachem  who  deeded  the 
township  to  the  English,  went  with  the  purchasers  to  the  top  of  a  hill,  ano 

WITH  A  WAVE  OF  HIS  HAND,  SAID  "I  GIVE  YOU  ALL  THE  LAND  SOUTH  SEVEN  MILES, 
ALL  THE  LAND  WEST  SEVEN  MILES,  ALL  THE  LAND  NORTH  SEVEN  MILES,  AND  ALL  THE 


land  East  to  where  the  white  men  live

Joseph  Alden's  farm  lay  near  the  present  Historical  Society  building  in  the 
town  of  West  Bridgewater.  The  burying  ground  in  use  in  the  latter  part  of 

THE  17th  CENTURY  WAS  NEARBY,  BUT  NO  FRAGMENT  OF  STONE  NOR  DEPRESSION  IN  THE 
LAWN  GIVES  ANY  EVIDENCE  TODAY  OF  THE  UNDOUBTED  FACT  THAT  THE  FIRST  SET¬ 
TLERS,  INCLUDING  THE  ALDENS,  WERE  BURIED  THERE. 

Moses  Simmons,  or  Symonson,  was  the  son  of  Willem  Simonzoon,  a  Walloon, 

WHO  LIVED  ACROSS  THE  STREET  FROM  THE  PlLGRIM  CHURCH  IN  LEYDEN,  AND  WAS 
CONVERTED  BY  JOHN  ROBINSON'S  PREACHING.  MOSES  CAME  TO  AMERICA  ON  THE 

Fortune,  the  second  Pilgrim  ship,  which  landed  Nov.  11,  1621,  shortly  after 
the  first  Thanksgiving.  We  know  he  was  unmarried  in  1627,  and  believe  it 

WAS  ABOUT  1632  WHEN  HE  MARRIED  SARAH  CHANDLER,  PROBABLY  THE  DAUGHTER  OF 

Roger  Chandler,  who  was  in  Plymouth  by  I63O.  The  Simmons  moved  to  Duxbury 

AT  THE  TIME  OF  THEIR  MARRIAGE,  AND  RESIDED  THERE  THE  REST  OF  THEIR  LIVES, 
ALTHOUGH  MOSES  WAS  ALSO  AN  ORIGINAL  PROPRIETOR  AND  LARGE  LANO  OWNER  IN 

Dartmouth,  Bridgewater  and  Middleboro.  He  died  in  1691. 

The  DESCENDANTS  OF  JOSEPH  ALDEN  FAR  OUTNUMBER  THOSE  OF  ALL  THE  OTHER 
CHILDREN  OF  JOHN  AND  PRISCILLA  COMBINED.  THIS  SUGGESTS  THAT  GREAT  AD¬ 
DITIONAL  VITALITY  MUST  HAVE  COME  INTO  THE  FAMILY  THRU  MaRY  SlMMONS  AND  HER 

Dutch  ancestor s.

After  the  death  of  his  mother,  John  Alden  sold  out  in  West  Bridgewater  in 
1700,  and  was  one  of  the  26  purchasers  of  the  Titicut  land  from  the  Indians. 
The  cellar  hole  of  his  house  is  a  few  yards  north  of  the  old  road  from  N. 
Middleboro  to  the  center,  less  than  an  eighth  of  a  mile  east  of  the 
Purcharde  Cemetary,  which  he  willed  to  the  community.  "And  it  is  also  my

John  Alden  was  a  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  Boston  in  1728  and 
9.  He  was  a  prosperous  farmer,  leaving,  when  HE  DIED  AT  58,  AN  ESTATE 
VALUED  AT  2893  POUNDS.  It  seems  likely  that  he  gave  all  his  children  a 
better  than  average  education  for  the  times.  But  for  his  last  born,  he 

MADE  SPECIAL  PROVISION,  "AND  MY  WILL  IS  THAT  MY  SON  NOAH  BE  BROUGHT  UP  TO 
LEARNING  AT  THE  COLLEGE;  AND  MY  WILL  IS  THAT  THE  EXECUTORS  OF  THIS  MY  LAST 

will  and  Testament  shall  sell  all  my  lands  which  I  have  not  herein  parti¬ 
cularly  GIVEN  AWAY  &  0ISP0SED  OF  AT  THE  BEST  ADVANTAGE  THEY  CAN  TO  DEFRAY 
THE  COST  THEREOF."  HANNAH  AlDEN  WAS  ALSO  CONCERNED,  "My  WlLL  IS  THAT  MY 
NEGRO  MAN  QuACOO  BE  SOLD  AS  SOON  AFTER  MY  DECEASE  AS  MAY  BE  WITH  CONVENIEN— 
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CY,  AND  THAT  THE  MONEY  WHICH  HE  MAY  BE  SOLD  FOR  I  DO  GlVE  &  BEQUEATH  UNTO 

my  Son  Noah  Aloen  to  be  Improved  for  him  in  Order  to  bring  him  up  to 
Learn  i  ng"  . 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  whether  Noah  went  to  college  or  not,  but  it  is 

SAID  OF  HIM  THAT  HE  BECAME  A  CONVERT  AT  THE  TIME  OF  A  GREAT  REVIVAL  IN 
I'/'k'l  ,  AND  WAS  AFTERWARDS  A  PREACHER  OF  THE  BAPTIST  DENOMINATION,  BEING 
ORDAINED  OVER  A  SOCIETY  IN  STAFFORD  FROM  1755  TO  1?65,  AND  AT  BELLINGHAM 
FROM  1766  TO  1797*  He  WAS  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  CONVENTION  WHICH 
ADOPTED  THE  UNITED  STATES  CONSTITUTION. 

Other  sons  of  John  and  Hannah  Alden  include  .a  John  who  lived  to  be  102, 
HAVING  11  CHILDREN,  62  GRANDCHILDREN,  134  GREAT  GRANDCHILDREN,  7  GREAT, 

GREAT  GRANDCHILDREN,  OF  WHOM  172  WERE  LIVING  AT  THE  TIME  OF  HIS  DEATH. 

There  was  also  Ebenezer  Alden,  who  when  he  was  20  years  old,  went  with

ary  New  England  says  this  war  "resulted  not  merely  in  heavy  losses,  but  in 

INCREASED  MISUNDERSTANDING  AND  BITTERNESS  BETWEEN  THE  BRITISH  AND  THE  PRO¬ 
VINCIALS,  AND  IN  EXHIBITING  TO  THE  LATTER  AT  CLOSE  RANGE  THE  WEAKNESS  AND 
INCAPACITY  OF  BOTH  THE  ENGLISH  ARMY  AND  NAVY.  It  COULD  NOT  FAIL  TO  MAKE 

the  Colonists  set  their  own  value  still  higher"  and  to  make  them  more  con¬ 
fident  in  starting  a  war  with  England. 

Hannah  White  Alden  was  the  granddaughter  of  Captain  Thomas  White,  who  was 
born  about  1600  IN  England,  and  was  in  Weymouth  by  1630.  There  is  no 
record  of  his  wife,  but  she  was  probably  a  Weymouth  girl.  In  1635  he  was 

DESIGNATED  AS  CAPTAIN  IN  COMMAND  OF  A  MILITARY  COMPANY  FOR  THE  MAINTENANCE 
OF  PEACE  WITH  THE  INDIANS.  He  WAS  ELECTED  YEAR  AFTER  YEAR  AS  REPRESENTA¬ 
TIVE  to  the  General  Court  at  Boston, from  1637  to  1657*  He  also  held  many 

TOWN  OFFICES  OF  TRUST  AND  RESPONSIBILITY.  He  DIED  IN  WEYMOUTH  IN  AUGUST 

1679. 


Weymouth  had  been  settled  in  1623  by  sixty  men  who  came  to  Plymouth  the 

PREVIOUS  SUMMER  WITH  THE  INTENTION  OF  FORMING  A  NEW  COLONY.  THEY  WERE  NOT 
AS  WISE  AS  THE  PlLGRIMS  IN  THEIR  RELATIONS  WITH  THE  INDIANS.  By  ABUSE  AND 
UNFAIR  DEALING,  THEY  AROUSED  THE  HOSTILITY  OF  THE  NATIVE  TRIBES,  AND  THE 
LATER  SETTLERS  CONTINUED  TO  SUFFER  FROM  THIS  EARLY  STUPIDITY.

TO  HAVE  WORKED  OUT  HIS  TIME  PROMPTLY  AND  SAVED  SUFFICIENT  MONEY  TO  BECOME 
AN  ORIGINAL  PROPRIETOR  OF  SUDBURY  IN  l64l.  He  D|EO  THERE  IN  THE  FALL  OF 

1687. 

This  Jonathan  I  and  Mary  (Blanford)  Padelford  settled  at  Cambridge,  where 

THEIR  FIVE  CHILDREN  WERE  BORN,  AND  WHERE  HE  DIED  IN  1660.  Two  YEARS  LATER 
HIS  WIDOW  MARRIED  THOMAS  EaMES,  A  WIDOWER  WITH  CHILDREN  OF  HIS  OWN,  AND 
MOVED  TO  SHERBORN.  On  FEBRUARY  1,  I676  SHE  WAS  KILLED  BY  THE  INDIANS,  AND 

THE  NINE  CHILDREN  OF  THE  HOUSEHOLD  WERE  EITHER  KILLED  OR  TAKEN  CAPTIVES. 

Jonathan  Padelford  II  was  born  October  13*  1656.  When  his  mother  remarried 
IN  1662,  HE  WAS  TAKEN  INTO  THE  HOME  OF  REV.  HENRY  FLINT  OF  Bra  INTREE,  AND 
HENCE  ESCAPED  THE  INDIAN  RAID,  AND  WAS  THE  ONLY  ONE  OF  HIS  FAMILY  TO  SUR¬ 
VIVE.  The  Flints  were  people  of  wealth  and  culture,  as  well  as  Christian 
CHARACTER.  Mr  S  .  FLINT'S  BROTHER  WAS  LEONARD  HOAR,  THIRD  PRESIDENT  OF 

Harvard,  and  it  may  be  through  his  acquaintance  in  Cambridge  with  the 
Padelfords  that  Jonathan  was  given  this  fortunate  foster  home. 

Jonathan  Padelford  II  was  said  to  have  married  a  niece  of  the  Flints,  and 
IT  IS  implied  that  he  prospered  both  financially  and  socially  from  the 
alliance.  His  wife  was  Hannah  (Thayer)  Hayden,  widow  of  Samuel  Hayden, 
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WHOM  SHE  MARRIED  FEBRUARY  8,  1  664  .  WEIGHING  ALL  AVAILABLE  RECORDS,  WE 

BELIEVE  HER  FATHER  WAS  R  I  CHARD  ThAYER,  ORIGINALLY  FROM  ThORNBURY, 

Gloucestershire,  who  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1640  at  Braintree,  dying 
there  August  27 ,  1695,  but  we  have  found  no  connection  between  him  and  the 
Flints*  Hannah  died  in  1685*  In  1700  Jonathan  I  I  sold  out  his  consider¬ 
able  HOLDINGS  IN  BRAINTREE,  AND  MOVED  TO  TAUNTON,  WHERE  HE  DIED  IN  1710. 

Jonathan  Padelford  I  I  I  was  born  March  15,  1679/80  in  Braintree  and  went 

WITH  HIS  FATHER  TO  TAUNTON  ABOUT  1700.  At  HIS  DEATH  IN  1747,  HE  LEFT  A 
VERY  LARGE  ESTATE  FOR  THE  TIMES,  AND  APPEARS  TO  HAVE  BEEN  A  MAN  OF  STANDING, 
RESPECTABILITY  AND  INFLUENCE.  H|S  TWO  WIVES  WERE  GRANDDAUGHTERS  OF  JOHN 

Whitman,  probably  of  Holt,  Norfolk,  who  came  alone  to  Weymouth  in  1638. 

His  family  joined  him  later  after  he  had  cleared  his  farm  north  of  the 

MEETING  HOUSE  AND  EXTENDING  TO  THE  RIVER.  JOHN  WHITMAN  WAS  APPOINTED 

Ensign  in  1645,  and  later  was  Deacon  of  the  Church.  He  died  November  13, 
I692,  nearly  ninety  years  old.  Nothing  is  known  of  his  wife. 

Judith  Whitman  was  probably  the  youngest  of  John's  children.  She  married 
prior  to  1672  Philip  King  of  Weymouth,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  King,  who 
both  came  to  Saugus  in  1 6 3 1  with  Deputy  Governor  John  Humphrey,  "bound  to 
serve  foure  years  only".  John  and  Mary  King  moved  to  Weymouth  in  1639, 
ano  Mary  died  there  before  June  14,  1647*  Kings  Cove  in  the  northwest 

PART  OF  THE  TOWN  BEARS  HIS  NAME. 

Judith  Whitman's  husband,  Philip  King,  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  of  high 

CHARACTER,  COURAGE  AND  DECISION,  WELL  ADAPTED  TO  BE  A  LEADER,  AND  THAT  HE 
WON  THE  LOVE  OF  THE  INDIANS  BY  HIS  JUST  DEALINGS,  AND  WAS  NEVER  MOLESTED 
BY  THEM,  HE  WAS  A  CAPTAIN  OF  THE  MILITIA  AND  A  DEPUTY  TO  THE  PLYMOUTH 

Court.  In  1680  he  purchased  land  in  Raynham,  where  he  died  December  26, 

1710. 

From  an  old  record  we  learn  that  Abigail  King,  daughter  of  Philip  and 
Judith  (Whitman)  King,  married  Jonathan  Padelford  III  about  1700.  She 

MUST  HAVE  DIED  IN  A  VERY  FEW  YEARS.  In  THE  MEANTIME,  HER  SISTER,  HANNAH 

King  married  a  John  Alden  on  April  9*  1702.  He  must  also  have  died  very 

SHORTLY,  FOR  HANNAH  (K|Ng)  AlDEN  AND  JONATHAN  PADELFORD  III  WERE  MARRIED 

by  1706.  Their  daughter  Judith,  married  David  Alden.  We  have  not  suc¬ 
ceeded  IN  TRACING  HIS  RELATIONSHIP  TO  HER  MOTHER'S  FIRST  HUSBAND.

On  December  10,  1770,  Job  Alden,  brother  of  Silas,  and  Ephraim  Spooner 

WERE  APPOINTED  GUARDIANS  OF  RoSINDA  AND  SlLENCE  BY  THE  PLYMOUTH  COURT.  IT 
SEEMS  PROBABLE  THAT  FOR  FIVE  YEARS  AFTER  THE  DEATH  OF  THEIR  FATHER,  THEIR 
MOTHER  HAD  BEEN  ABLE  TO  CARE  FOR  THE  GIRLS.  She  UNDOUBTEDLY  INHERITED 
SOMETHING  FROM  THE  ESTATE  OF  DAVID  ALDEN,  WHO  OIEO  JUST  BEFORE  SlLAS. 

Whether  in  1770  she  died,  re-married  not  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Aldens,  or 

NEEDED  FINANCIAL  HELP  IN  CARING  FOR  HER  CHILDREN,  WE  DO  NOT  KNOW.  BUT  AT 
THIS  TIME  THEIR  FATHER'S  FAMILY  STEPPED  IN  TO  ASSUME  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR 
THEM.  NOR  DO  WE  KNOW  WHETHER  THEY  LIVED  WITH  THEIR  UNCLE  JOB,  WHO  IS 
LISTED  IN  THE  GUARDIANSHIP  PAPERS  AS  A  YEOMAN  OF  PLYMOUTH,  OR  IN  N.  MlDDLE- 
BORO  WITH  THEIR  GRANDMOTHER,  JUDITH  PaDELFORD  AlDEN,  WHO  MUST  STILL  HAVE 
BEEN  A  VIGOROUS  WOMAN. 


If  the  girls  were  brought  up  by  Job  Alden,  we  suspect  they  lived  through 
the  Revolution  in  a  Tory  household*  The  sister  of  Job's  wife  had  married 
Andrew  Oliver,  a  son  of  Peter  Oliver,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Bay  Colony,  a 
man  of  considerable  ability,  but  a  domineering  and  much  disliked  Tory,  who 
fled  to  England  at  the  outbreak  of  war  to  save  himself.  The  Aldens  appear 

NOT  TO  HAVE  HELD  THE  GENERAL  OPINION  OF  HIM,  FOR  THEY  NAMED  A  SON  BORN  IN 

1772 ,  Peter  Oliver. 


Ephraim  Spooner,  the  other  legal  guardian  of  the  sisters,  was  an  uncle  of 
Mrs.  Job  Alden,  and  about  her  age.  He  is  said  to  have  been  "distinguished

If  any  one  town  in  New  Englano  can  be  called  our  ancestral  home,  it  is 
surely  Taunton,  Massachusetts.  Four  of  the  46  "original  purchasers"  were 

OUR  FOREBEARS,  THREE  MORE  MAY  HAVE  BEEN,  AND  WE  ARE  DESCENDED  FROM  SIX  OF 
THE  FIRST  SETTLERS'1.  ThIER  NAMES  APPEAR  |N  THE  DEAN  AND  HATHAWAY  FAMILIES, 

Taunton  must  also  have  been  the  market  town  for  the  three  generations  of 
Aldens  who  lived  in  the  village  of  North  Midoleboro. 


Taunton,  called  by  the  Indians,  Cohannet,  land  of  quick-running  waters,  had 

AT  ONE  TIME  BEEN  HEAVILY  POPULATED  BY  THEM,  AND  LAND  CLEARED  ON  BOTH  SIDES 
OF  THE  I  R  TET  |  QUET  RlVER.  HOWEVER,  WHEN  THE  FIRST  ENGLISHMEN  EXPLORED  THE 
AREA  |N  1621,  THEY  FOUND  IT  UNOCCUPIED  AND  DESOLATE,  THE  EFFECTS  OF  THE 
GREAT  PLAGUE  FROM  WHICH  SO  MANY  OF  THE  INDIANS  HAD  DIED,  EVERYWHERE  DIS¬ 
CERNIBLE.  They  described  the  land  as  "champanie  and  hilly,  like  manyplaces 
in  England  .  A  group,  largely  from  the  vicinity  of  Taunton,  Somerset, 

BOUGHT  SIXTY  FOUR  SQUARE  MILES  FROM  THE  INDIANS  FOR  TWO  SHILLINGS  AN  ACRE 

IN  1630.  Many  of  these  "original  purchasers"  did  not  take  up  their  land 

IMMEDIATELY,  AND  SO  WE  HAVE  ANOTHER  LIST  OF  "FIRST  SETTLERS". 


The  little  settlement  was  the  first  inland  village  of  the  English,  and  was 

ISOLATEO  FROM  BOTH  PLYMOUTH  AND  BOSTON  BY  INTERVENING  INDIAN  TOWNS,  AND 
PERHAPS  FOR  THAT  REASON,  IT  EARLY  DEVELOPED  A  SPIRIT  OF  INDEPENDENCE  AND 
COMMUNITY  LIFE.  ThESE  SETTLERS  WERE  PURITANS  AND  CAME  TO  SET  UP  ANOTHER 
CHURCH  IN  THE  WILDERNESS.  HOWEVER,  THEY  WERE  UNDER  THE  JURISDICTION  OF  THE 

lymouth  Colony,  and  their  church  was  less  severe  than  that  of  the  Boston 
Bay  Colony,  perhaps  modified  by  the  Pilgrim's  more  tolerant  attitude. 

During  the  first  years,  farming  was  the  principal  occupation.  The  streams 
furnished  ample  power  for  grist  and  saw  mills,  as  well  as  easy  transporta¬ 
tion  TO  MARKETS.  TAUNTON  R|VER  WAS  AN  ACTIVE  SEA  LANE  FOR  SAILING  SHIPS 
INTO  THE  19t!?  CENTURY,  AND  MANY  OF  OUR  ANCESTORS  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  EXPERT 
SAILORS.  AS  THE  COLONISTS  ADJUSTED  THEMSELVES  TO  THEIR  SURROUNDINGS,  THEY 
FOUND  MATERIAL  FOR  OTHER  INDUSTRIES.  In  1 652  IRON  ORE  WAS  DISCOVERED  ON 

THE  BANKS  OF  Two  MlLES  RlVER,  AND  A  STOCK  COMPANY  WAS  FORMED  TO  MANUFACTURE 
BAR  IRON. 


The  first  TWO  Iron  Works  in  America  were  at  West  Quincy  and  Saugus,  built 
with  English  capital.  The  Saugus  Works  have  been  recently  restored,  the 

FASCINATING  STORY  OF  THIS  HAS  BEEN  TOLD  IN  H  I  DDEN  Am  ER  I  C  A  ,  (SEE  BlBLIO- 
GRAPHy)  AND  IT  IS  AN  INTERESTING  PLACE  TO  VISIT,  SINCE  SO  MANY  OF  OUR 
ANCESTORS  WERE  INVOLVED  IN  '  BLOOMER  I  ES '  .  The  THIRD  IRON  WORKS  WERE  ES¬ 
TABLISHED  IN  THAT  PART  OF  TAUNTON  WHICH  IS  NOW  RaYNHAM,  AND  WERE  THE  FIRST 

in  America  to  be  built  with  local  capital.  They  were  also  the  first  to  be 

SUCCESSFUL,  AND  THEY  OPERATED  UNTIL  THE  MIDDLE  OF  THE  19-  CENTURY.  OTHER 
BLOOMER | ES 1  SPRANG  UP  IN  THE  VICINITY,  MAKING  TAUNTON  FOR  MANY  YEARS  THE 
CENTER  OF  THE  IRON  INDUSTRY  IN  THIS  COUNTRY.  At  A  TIME  WHEN  THERE  WERE  FEW 
COINS  IN  CIRCULATION,  BAR  IRON  WAS  USED  FOR  CURRENCY.  AMONG  THE  EARLY 
RECORDS  OF  THE  RAYNHAM  FACTORY  IS  THE  FOLLOWING  NOTE,  "CAPT.  LEONARD,  PRAY 

pay  to  John  Wethered  iron  9s  &  60  &  set  it  to  my  account,  Samuel  Wildbore", 
(his  LIFE  YOU  WILL  FIND  IN  THE  HATHAWAY  Family). 

The  settlement  grew  rapidly.  As  early  as  1642  Taunton  petitioned  the  Genera 
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COORT  FOR  MORE  LAND  AND  WAS  GIVEN  ASSONET  NECK.  SEVERAL  OTHER  PARCELS  WERE 
ADDED  BEFOPE  THE  NORTH  PURCHASE  !N  1 668  AND  THE  SOUTH  PURCHASE  IN  1672  COM¬ 
PLETED  THE  TOWNSHIP.  THE  GROUPS  WHO  SETTLED  THESE  DISTRICTS  FOUNO  IT  IN¬ 
CONVENIENT  TO  LIVE  SO  FAR  FROM  THE  CHURCH,  AND  BEGAN  PETITIONING  FOR  NEW 
CHUPCH  CENTERS.  In  1711  THE  ^ORTH  PURCHASE  WAS  INCORPORATED  AS  THE  TOWN  OF 

Norton,  and  a  year  later  the  South  Purchase  became  Dighton.  Twenty  years 

LATER,  RAYNHAM  AND  BERKLEY  BECAME  SEPARATE  TOWNS.  WE  HAVE  TRIED  TO  USE 
ACCURATELY  THE  PRESENT  NAMES  OF  THE  TOWNS  IN  WHICH  THE  PROPERTY  OF  THE 
ANCESTOR  LIES  TO  FACILITATE  LOCATING  IT.

John  Deane  and  his  brother,  Walter,  were  from  near  Taunton,  England,  and 
WERE  "original  PURCHASERS1’  OF  THE  COHANET  LAND.  ThEY  ARRIVED  IN  BOSTON 
ABOUT  1636,  AND  STAYED  FOR  A  YEAR  IN  DORCHESTER.  ThEY  THEN  TOOK  UP  THEIR 
FARMS  ON  THE  WEST  BANK  OF  TAUNTON  R|VER  ABOUT  A  MILE  SOUTH  OF  THE  PRESENT 
CENTER  OF  TOWN.  ThE  ROAD  WHICH  RAN  BY  THEIR  HOMES  IS  STILL  CALLED  DEAN 

Street.  We  do  not  know  whether  John  was  married  at  this  time  or  not.  He 
IS  LISTED  IN  1639  WITH  A  FAMILY  OF  ’EIGHT  HEADS*  .  He  AND  HIS  DESCENDENTS 
WERE  LEADING  CITIZENS  OF  TaUNTON  AND  ACTIVE  IN  THE  COMMUNITY’S  AFFAIRS. 

It  is  told  that  John  Deane  came  near  losing  his  life  out  on  a  hunting  ex¬ 
pedition  alone.  Perceiving  thru  the  bushes  some  Indians  cautiously  ap¬ 
proaching,  EVIDENTLY  WITH  THE  PURPOSE  OF  CAPTURING  OR  KILLING  HIM,  THE 
THOUGHT  STRUCK  HIM  OF  MAKING  IT  APPEAR  AS  THOUGH  HE  WERE  IN  THE  COMPANY  OF 
A  NUMBER  OF  OTHERS.  So  HE  SHOUTED,  "RUSH  ON,  BOYS,  AND  WE'LL  HAVE  THEM!", 
FIRED  HIS  GUN  AND  CHARGED  FORWARD.  ThE  INDIANS  FLED.

John  Deane  II  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  white  child  born  in  Taunton. 

He  carried  on  the  family  position  by  being  a  substantial  and  solid  citizen. 
He  died  during  the  "Great  Snow",  as  it  was  called.  The  snow  was  so  deep 
that  it  prevented  traveling,  and  there  is  a  tradition  that  John  Deane  II 

LAY  DEAD  IN  HIS  HOUSE  FOR  A  LONG  TIME  BEFORE  THE  NEIGHBORS  KNEW  IT.  THE 
STORY  CONTINUES  THAT  ONE  OF  HIS  DAUGHTERS  HAD  EVER  BEEN  A  VERY  TIMID  AND 
RETIRING  PERSON,  BUT  AFTER  THIS  EXPERIENCE  BECAME  BOLD  AND  VENTURESOME,  AND 
WELL  ABLE  TO  EXPRESS  HER  OWN  MIND. 

Sarah  (Edson)  Deane  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Edson  who  was  in  Salem  by 
1639.  He  REMOVED  TO  NORTH  BRIDGEWATER  WHERE  HE  ERECTED  THE  FIRST  GRIST 
MILL  IN  THE  VILLAGE.  He  WAS  DEACON  OF  THE  CHURCH  AND  A  REPRESENTATIVE  TO 

the  Plymouth  Court.  He  died  July  9,  1692,  aged  80.  His  wife,  Susanna 
Orcutt,  was  the  daughter  of  William  Orcutt,  who  first  came  to  Scituate  and 
LATER  MOVED  TO  BRIDGEWATER.  ShE  DIED  FEB.  20,  1699/1700,  AGEO  8l.

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John  Deane  III  was  a  prosperous  farmer  in  Taunton.  His  wife,  Hannah  Bird, 

WAS  THE  GRANDDAUGHTER  OF  RlCHARD  W.LLIAMS,  WHO  IS  SPOKEN  OF  AS  THE  "FATHER 

of  Taunton”.  He  was  the  first  on  the  list  of  "original  purchasers"  who 

BECAME  A  PERMANENT  SETTLER,  AND  IS  DESCRIBED  AS  A  MAN  OF  LARGE  ORGANIZING 
POWER  AND  GREAT  BUSINESS  ABILITY.  He  OWNED  A  BIG  ESTATE,  HELD  A  LARGE 
NUMBER  OF  SHARES  IN  THE  RAYNHAM  IRON  WORKS,  WAS  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE 

Plymouth  Court  a  number  of  times  and  was  for  many  years  Deacon  of  the  Church. 
It  is  said  that  he  was  a  distant  cousin  of  Cromwell.  Whether  this  is  true 

OR  NOT,  WE  KNOW  HE  WAS  A  RIGID  P  U  R  I  TAN.  WHEN  HE  WAS  BLIND  AND  DEAF  IN  HIS 
OLD  AGE,  HE  WAS  ACCUSTOMED  TO  ATTEND  PUBLIC  WORSHIP,  SAYING  THAT  ALTHOUGH 
HE  COULD  NEITHER  SEE  NOR  HEAR,  |T  WAS  CONSOLING  TO  HIS  FEELINGS  TO  KNOW 
THAT  HE  WAS  PRESENT  WHILE  THE  PEOPLE  OF  Goo' WERE  AT  THEIR  WORSHIP.  He  DIED 

in  1692,  aged  93.  The  village  of  Dighton  was  named  for  his  wife,  Frances 
Dighton  Williams,  on  the  100^  anniversary  of  her  birth. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Williams,  born  about  1647,  married  in  1671  John 
Bird,  who  was  born  March  11,  1642.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Bird,  who  was 
in  Dorchester  by  1640,  dying  there  July  8,  1667,  aged  64,  and  of  his  wife 
Ann,  who  died  August  20,  1673*  John  Bird  was  selectman  in  Dorchester,  and 
died  there  August  2,  1732.

ANOTHER  BROTHER,  JOSEPH  DEAN  OF  RaYNHAM,  WAS  NEXT  APPOINTED.  He  APPEARS 
TO  HAVE  TAKEN  THE  CHILDREN  INTO  HIS  HOME,  FOR  SlLENCE  IS  LISTED  AS  OF 
RAYNHAM  AT  THE  TIME  OF  HER  MARRIAGE. 


Abigail  (Smith)  Dean  was  the  descendant  of  John  Richmond,  whose  daughter, 
Mary,  was  an  ancestor  of  Damar i s  Paul  Hathaway  (see  Hathaway  Family).  John 
Richmond  II  lived  in  Taunton  and  was  a  member  of  every  important  committee 

FOR  THE  PURCHASE,  DIVISION  AND  SETTLEMENT  OF  LAND  AND  OTHER  MATTERS  OF 
PUBLIC  INTEREST.  He  MARRIED  FOR  THE  SECOND  TIME  ABOUT  1663  ABIGAIL  ROGERS, 
THE  GRANDDAUGHTER  OF  THE  MAYFLOWER  PASSENGER,  THOMAS  ROGERS.  UNFORTUNATELY 
WE  CANNOT  CLAIM  HER  AS  AN  ANCESTOR,  FOR  ALL  AUTHORITIES  AGREE  THAT  MARY 

Richmond  was  the  daughter  of  John  I  I  by  his  first  wife,  whose  name  is 

UNKNOWN  . 


This  Mary  Richmond  married  Richard  Godfree,  who  was  born  about  1651  ,  the 
son  of  a  Richard  Godfree,  who  was  in  Raynham  by  1652,  and  of  Jane  Turner. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Turner,  who  is  recorded  as  ’’working  the  forge" 
at  the  Raynham  Iron  Works  when  it  began  operation.  He  appears  to  have  been 

THE  SON  OF  "OLD  JOHN  TURNER",  WHO  WAS  BROUGHT  OVER  AS  A  SKILLED  WORKER  FOR 

the  Saugus  plant,  and  who  returned  to  England  at  its  failure. 

Mary  Godfree,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Mary  (Richmond)  Godfree,  was  born 
May  29?  1682.  She  married  November  25?  1703  in  Taunton,  John  Smith.  They 

BOTH  DIED  IN  17^8,  THE  SAME  YEAR  AS  THEIR  DAUGHTER,  ABIGAIL  (Smith)  DEAN. 

John  Smith  was  the  son  of  a  John  Smith  who  married  November  15?  1672  in 
Taunton,  Jael  Parker.  We  do  not  know  who  were  their  parents,  although  it  is 

LIKELY  THEY  WERE  DESCENDENTS  OF  EITHER  JOHN  OR  RlCHARD  SMITH,  "ORIGINAL 

purchasers",  and  John  or  William  Parker,  "early  settlers"  of  Taunton. 

Taunton  had  several  disasterous  fires  and  many  early  records  were  lost,  so 
WE  do  not  have  as  many  accurate  dates  and  facts  for  these  people  as  we 
could  wish.  Savage  in  his  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  the  First  Settlers 
of  New  England  says  of  the  Godfrees,  "Equally  strange  and  lamentable  is  it 
that  a  name  which  was  so  long  predominate  in  Taunton  should  have  so  little 

GENEALOGICAL  PRECISION  IN  ITS  DETAILS".  THIS  IS  EQUALLY  APPLICABLE  TO  THE 

Smiths  and  the  Parkers.

THE  HATHAWAY  FAMILY 


The  name  Hathaway  is  said  to  have  come  from  Port  Hathaway  in  Wales.  Ety¬ 
mology  IS  SUPPORTED  BY  FAMILY  TRADITION  THAT  THE  FIRST  SETTLER  IN  AMERICA, 

NICHOLAS  HATHAWAY,  was  of  Welsh  origin.  He  is  also  said  to  have  come  from 

THE  VICINITY  OF  RUARADEEN  ON  THE  RlVER  WYE  IN  THE  NORTHERN  PART  OF  THE 

Forest  of  Dean  in  Gloucestershire.  Evidence  for  this  is  that  the  coat  of 

ARMS  OF  THE  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  HATHAWAYS  HAS  BEEN  HANDED  DOWN  IN  THE  FAMILY 
THRU  A  GRANDSON  OF  NICHOLAS,  DEACON  AbRAHAM  HATHAWAY. 

These  theories  are  not  opposing,  for  a  number  of  our  ancestors  have  a  simi¬ 
lar  FAMILY  BACKGROUND.  We  HAVE  NOT  EXPLORED  THE  CAUSE  OF  THE  WELSH  MIGRA¬ 
TION  to  England,  but  it  may  have  been  not  unlike  our  Vermont  migration  to 
the  Western  Reserve,  a  search  for  more  kindly  climate,  richer  soil  and 

EASIER  CULTIVATION. 

We  KNOW  THAT  NICHOLAS  HATHAWAY  CAME  TO  AMERICA  ABOUT  I638.  On  FEBRUARY  2 4, 
1639  HE  WAS  GRANTED  A  LOT  AT  MONATICOTT,  MOUNT  WOOLYSTONE,  WITHIN  THE  LIMIT 
OF  WHAT  IS  NOW  BRAINTREE.  ThE  LOT  WAS  CONSIDERED  SUFFICIENT  FOR  "FOUR 
HEADS'1,  AND  WAS  36  ACRES.  He  DID  NOT  SETTLE  THERE,  BUT  MOVED  TO  TAUNTON 
WITHIN  A  YEAR,  WHERE  HE  IS  LISTED  AS  A  "FIRST  SETTLER1'.  WHETHER  HE  CAME  TO 

America  with  this  area  in  mind,  or  whether  he  found  Puritan  Boston  strange 

AND  FORBIDDING  AND  HEARING  OF  PEOPLE  FROM  THE  WEST  OF  ENGLAND,  HASTENED  TO 
JOIN  THEM,  WE  DO  NOT  KNOW.  THAT  HE  BECAME  AN  EXTENSIVE  LANDOWNER  IS  EVI¬ 
DENT  FROM  THE  FREQUENCY  HIS  NAME  APPEARS  ON  TAUNTON  RECORDS  OF  SALES  AND 
ADJUSTMENTS  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  GRANTS. 

As  Nicholas  Hathaway  is  not  included  in  the  military  list  of  1643,  which 

COMPRISED  ALL  ABLE  TO  BEAR  ARMS  BETWEEN  THE  AGES  OF  l6  AND  60 ,  IT  IS 
OBVIOUS  THAT  IF  HE  WERE  LIVING  AT  THAT  TIME,  HIS  HEALTH  MUST  HAVE  BEEN 
POOR,  OH  HE  WAS  TOO  OLD  FOR  SERVICE.  THIS  DEVIOUS  CONCLUSION  DOES  NOT  GIVE 
US  ANY  ADEQUATE  DATES  FOR  HIM. 

No  POSITIVE  ACCOUNT  OF  HIS  FAMILY  OF  "FOUR  HEADS11  CAN  BE  GIVEN.  THERE  WAS 

a  Joseph  Hathaway  of  Taunton,  who  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1657,  and  a 
Jacob  Hathaway  of  Taunton,  who  was  a  soldier  in  King  Philip's  War.  Both 

OF  THESE  MAY  HAVE  BEEN  SONS  OF  NICHOLAS.  But  THE  RELATIONSHIP  OF  JOHN  IS 
PROVEN  BEYOND  A  DOUBT  BY  A  PASSAGE  IN  THE  PROPRIETARY  RECORDS,  MENTIONING 
LAND  "THAT  WAS  JOHN  HATHAWAY'S,  ORIGINALLY  HIS  FATHER'S,  NICHOLAS  HATHAWAY1'.

John  Hathaway  came  to  Taunton  with  his  father  when  he  was  ten  years  old. 

In  1658  HE  PURCHASED  WITH  TWO  ASSOCIATES,  FOR  THE  SUM  OF  152  POUNDS,  400 
ACRES  OF  "MEADOW  AND  UPLAND",  IN  THAT  PART  OF  TAUNTON  WHICH  BECAME  THE 

town  of  Berkley.  This  tract,  lying  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Taunton  River, 

WAS  KNOWN  AS  "THE  FARMS".  The  LOCATION  OF  HIS  HOME  WAS  MARKED  BY  AN  IRON 
TABLET,  ERECTED  IN  1889  BY  THE  OLD  COLONY  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

In  1676,  AND  AGAIN  |N  1690,  JOHN  HATHAWAY  WAS  ELECTED  CONSTABLE,  AN  OFFICE 
OF  GREAT  RESPONSIBILITY  AND  POWER.  DURING  HIS  SECOND  TERM  HE  WAS  ALSO  AN 

Ensign  in  King  William's  War.  In  1680  he  was  elected  a  Deputy  to  the 
Plymouth  General  Court  and  served  for  five  years.  He  was  elected  again  in 
1691  to  the  last  Court  held  in  Plymouth  before  it  became  absorbed  under  the 
Charter  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  In  1696-7,  he  was  representative 
to  the  General  Court  in  Boston.  He  served  four  years  as  Selectman,  "to 

ORDER  TOWN  affairs",  AND  IS  MENTIONED  MANY  TIMES  AS  SERVING  ON  THE  GRAND 

Jury,  and  as  administrator  of  estates. 


John  Hathaway  was  one  of  a  group  who  entered  into  negotiations  with  the 
Indians  to  purchase  more  land  for  the  townspeople.  He  seems  to  have  been 
capable  in  his  dealings  with  the  redmen,  for  at  another  time,  when  the 
Indians  complained  of  the  horses  and  swine  of  the  English,  he  was  appointed 

TO  ESTIMATE  THE  INJURIES  THEY  HAD  SUFFERED  AND  TO  AWARD  DAMAGES,  WHAT  WOULD 
SEEM  TO  HAVE  BEEN  A  VERY  TICKLISH  JOB. 

Evidence  of  his  interest  in  the  community  is  the  record  of  his  gift  of  10 

ACRES  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  MINISTER.  He  ALSO  GAVE  THE  LAND  FOR  FOX 

Cemetary.  In  1695  he  was  one  of  a  group  to  set  up  a  "bloomery",  or  forge, 
on  Stony  Brook,  which  was  called  the  Chartley  Iron  Works,  later  known  as 
the  Leonard  Iron  Works  of  Norton. 


Martha  Shepard  Hathaway  appears  to  have  been  the  sister  of  William  Shepard, 
WHOSE  WILL  IN  1664  APPOINTS  "MY  LOVING  BROTHER  JOHN  HATHAWAY  OF  TAUNTON1'  AS 
executor.  William  Shepard  had  come  to  Taunton  quite  early  with  a  large 

FAMILY  OF  YOUNG  CHILDREN.  He  COULD  WELL  HAVE  BROUGHT  ALONG  A  YOUNG  SISTER 
AS  A  HELPER  FOR  HIS  WIFE.  THEIR  FATHER  MAY  HAVE  BEEN  JOHN  SHEPARD  OF 

Fossecut,  Towcester,  Northamptonshire,  whose  will  gives  lands  to  "my  son, 
William  Shepard  of  New  England".

FOLLOWING  YEAR  UNDER  CAPTAIN  SAM  WADSWORTH,  RECEIVING  2/8/”  ON  APRIL  24, 
1676.  In  1737  HIS  SON,  Abraham,  as  heir,  received  land  in  Narraganset 
Township  #4,  for  this  military  service.  This  area  became  Greenwich,  Mass. 

AND  IS  NOW  COVERED  BY  QuABBIN  RESERVOIR. 


Abraham  Hathaway  also  fought  in  King  William's  War,  1690  to  97,  the  begin¬ 
ning  OF  THE  LONG  STRUGGLE  AMONG  THE  EUROPEAN  NATIONS  FOR  CONTROL  OF 

America.  The  Indian  raids  hit  northern  New  England  and  New  York  State,  and 

THE  MEN  OF  TAUNTON  WERE  NOT  CALLED  UPON  TO  PROTECT  THEIR  OWN  HOMES.  SOON 
AFTER  1700,  THE  HATHAWAYS  MOVED  TO  WHAT  WAS  KNOWN  AS  THE  SOUTH  PURCHASE, 

and  Abraham  was  one  of  the  petitioners  to  the  General  Court  for  setting  off 

THAT  AREA  TO  FORM  DlGHTON.  He  WAS  MADE  DEACON  OF  THE  FIRST  CHURCH  THERE, 
AND  SERVED  THE  REST  OF  HIS  LIFE. 


Rebecka  (Wilbore)  Hathaway  was  the  granddaughter  of  Samuel  Wildbore,  who 
WAS  ADMITTED  TO  THE  CHURCH  IN  BOSTON,  DECEMBER  1,  1633-  HlS  WIFE  WAS  ANN 

Bradford,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bradford  of  Doncaster,  Yorkshire,  who  appears 

TO  HAVE  BEEN  A  COUSIN  OF  THE  FAMOUS  PlLGRlM  FATHER,  WlLLIAM  BRADFORD. 

Samuel  Wildbore  owned  considerable  property  in  Boston  and  in  Taunton,  with 

HOUSES  IN  BOTH  PLACES,  AND  PROBABLY  DIVIDED  HIS  RESIDENCE  BETWEEN  THE  TWO 

towns.  In  November  1637,  he  was  banished  from  Massachusetts  for  his 

RELIGIOUS  VIEWS,  "THE  DANGEROUS  DOCTRINES"  OF  COTTEN,  WHEELRIGHT  AND  ANNE 

Hutchinson,  who  preached  that  moral  law  was  of  no  use,  faith  alone  being 

NECESSARY  FOR  SALVATION.  HE  FLED  WITH  OTHERS  TO  RHODE  ISLAND,  BOUGHT  LAND 
THERE  AND  MOVED  HIS  FAMILY  IN  I638.  HlS  WIFE  DIED  BEFORE  1643,  AND  HE 
married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lechford.  They  apparently  came  back  to  Massachusetts 
FOR  SHE  WAS  ADMITTED  TO  THE  BOSTON  CHURCH  NOVEMBER  29,  1645,  AND  HE  WAS 
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SPOKEN  OF  AS  A  MERCHANT  THERE  THE  SAME  YEAR.  He  WAS  ONE  OF  THE  FOUNDERS 
0  f  THE  FIRST  IRON  WORKS  IN  TAUNTON  IN  1 65 2.  He  DIED  SEPTEMBER  29?  165° 
i n  Boston . 

Shadrack  Wilbore,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Ann  (Bradford)  Wildbore,  was  born 
IN  1632.  He  inherited  his  father's  real  estate  in  Taunton,  in  that  part 

WHICH  IS  NOW  RAYNHAM.  FOR  MORE  THAN  THIRTY  YEARS  HE  WAS  THE  TOWN  CLERK 

of  Taunton.  His  handwriting  is  remarkable  for  its  regularity  and  beauty, 
and  the  records  which  he  kept  are  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation.  In 
1687  the  Selectmen  of  Taunton  objected  to  the  increased  taxes  levied  on 
them  by  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  the  domineering  'Royal  Governor,  declaring  that 
they  "did  not  feel  free  to  raise  money  on  the  inhabitants  without  their 
own  assent  by  an  Assembly".  Shadrack  Wilbore,  the  Town  Clerk,  was  im¬ 
prisoned  in  Boston  for  several  months  by  Sir  Edmund  for  "daring  to  submit 

SUCH  AN  IMPUDENT  DOCUMENT".  WHEN  HE  WAS  RELEASED  THE  PEOPLE  OF  TAUNTON 
GAVE  HIM  100  ACRES  TO  REPAY  HIM  FOR  THE  TROUBLES  HE  HAD  SUFFERED.  He  DIED 

February  1 697/8. 

Shadrack  Wilbore  married  Mary  Dean.  It  seems  probable  that  she  was  the 
child  of  Walter  Dean  and  his  wife,  Eleanor  Strong,  the  daughter  of  Richard 
Strong,  a  Welshman  who  had  migrated  to  Taunton,  England.  She  had  come  to 
America  with  her  brother  on  the  Mary  and  John  in  1630.  Walter  Dean,  from 
Chard,  Somerset,  with  his  brother  John  (see  Dean  Family),  was  a  "first 
settler"  and  "original  purchaser"  of  Taunton  and  one  of  its  leading 
citizens.  He  was  listed  with  a  household  of  "eight  heads".  However,  his 

WILL  MENTIONS  ONLY  FOUR  CHILDREN.  SlNCE  A  DAUGHTER  MIGHT  WELL  HAVE  HAD  A 
SHARE  OF  THE  ESTATE  AS  DOWER,  AND  SINCE  OTHER  DEANS  IN  TAUNTON  AT  THIS 
TIME  ARE  ACCOUNTED  FOR,  IT  IS  POSSIBLE  THAT  MARY  WAS  ONE  OF  HIS  UNLISTED 

CHILDREN.

Elizabeth  Talbot  Hathaway  was  the  granddaughter  of  Henry  Andrews 
AN  "ORIGINAL  PURCHASER"  AS  WELL  AS  A  "FIRST  SETTLER"  OF  TAUNTON, 


He  was 
ONE  OF 
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THE  FIRST  SEVEN  FREEMEN  THERE ,  AND  ONE  OF  THE  FIRST  TWO  DEPUTIES  TO  THE 

Plymouth  General  Court  in  l639»  He  also  served  as  Deputy  several  other 

TIMES.  HE  BUILT  THE  FIRST  MEETING  HOUSE,  FOR  WHICH  HE  RECEIVED  A  GRANT  OF 

a  "Calves  pasture"  in  1647.  He  was  an  original  investor  of  the  first 
Taunton  Iron  Works,  and  was  one  of  the  leading  and  wealthy  men  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  died  June  1,  1652,  and  his  wife,  Mary,  died  March  15,  1654, 
aged  44. 

They  left  a  "little"  daughter,  Sarah  Andrews,  who  was  married  August  1  ,  1664 
to  Jared  Talbot.  The  Talbots  were  the  only  family  living  on  the  South 
Purchase,  in  what  is  now  Dighton,  at  the  time  of  King  Philip’s  War  in  1675* 

They  fled  hastily  to  Taunton  by  boat  at  night,  and  he  became  a  Captain  in 

THE  MILITIA,  PROBABLY  LEAVING  HIS  WIFE  IN  THE  BLOCKHOUSE  IN  TAUNTON. 

Besides  the  Talbots,  only  three  other  families  are  mentioned  in  the  South 
Purchase  in  the  end  of  the  17-  century.  These  include  Ephraim  Hathaway. 
After  1700  more  settlers  came,  among  them  Abraham  Hathaway.  Captain  Talbot 

was  active  in  all  church  and  secular  affairs,  playing  an  important  part  in 

THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  DlGHTON.  H|S  HOUSE  STOOD  ON  THE  HILL  NEAR  THE  TOWN 
BURYING  GROUND  ON  THE  EAST  SIDE  OF  THE  OLD  BRISTOL  -  TAUNTON  ROAD.  He  DIED 

January  21,  1733/4.

John  B.  Hathaway  inherited  one  half  his  father's  farm  with  the  buildings 

ON  IT,  AND  ONE  HALF  THE  CATTLE,  SHEEP  AND  SWINE  WHICH  HIS  MOTHER  LEFT  AT 
HER  DEATH,  HE  PAYING  ALL  THE  MORTGAGE,  AND  DIVIDING  THE  OTHER  HALF  AMONG 
THE  OTHER  THREE  LIVING  BROTHERS. 


Mercy  (Jones)  Hathaway  was  the  great,  great  granddaughter  of  John  Robinson, 
who  was  our  most  distinguished  Pilgrim  ancestor.  He  was  born  at  Sturton 
le  Steeple,  near  Scrooby,  England  about  1576.  He  was  a  student,  fellow, 
Reader  in  Greek,  and  finally  from  1592  to  1603,  the  Dean  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  Cambridge.  He  married  in  1 604  Bridget  White  of  Sturton  le Steeple 

AND  THE  SAME  YEAR  BECAME  ASSISTANT  MINISTER  AT  St.  ANDREWS,  NORWICH.  He 
WAS  DEPRIVED  OF  THE  OFFICE  LATER  THAT  YEAR  FOR  "BRANDING  THE  CEREMONIES  . 

HE  SOON  JOINED  THE  SEPARATISTS  AND  ROSE  RAPIDLY  FROM  BEING  AN  HUMBLE  MEMBEf 
TO  SECOND  IN  COMMAND  AS  THE  TEACHER  OF  THE  SCROOBY  GROUP.  HE  WENT  WITH 
THE  CONGREGATION  TO  AMSTERDAM,  AND  ORGANIZED  THE  MOVE  TO  LEYDEN,  WHERE  THE 
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Pilgrims  lived  "in  a  comfortable  condition,  injoying  much  sweete  8c  de¬ 
lightful  SOCIET1E  8c  SP1RITULL  COMFORTE  TOGEATHER  IN  YE  WAYS  OF  GOD,  UNDER 
YE  ABLE  MIN1STRIE  AND  PRUDENTE  GOVERNMENTE  OF  Mr  .  JOHN  ROBINSON  8c  Mr  . 

William  Brewster"  . 

In  Saints  and  Strangers,  Mr.  Willison  says,  "Here  Robinson  came  into  his 

OWN  AS  a  GENTLE,  WISE  AND  RESOURCEFUL  LEADER.  He  WAS  VERY  PLEASANT  AND 
COURTEOUS  IN  MANNER,  ’TOWARDS  HIS  OWN  PEOPLE  ESPECIALLY1,  THOUGH  ON  OC¬ 
CASION  HE  COULD  BE  VERY  'PLAIN1  WITH  THEM.  He  DESPISED  HYPOCRITES  WHO 
INVEIGHED  AGAINST  THE  SINS  OF  OTHERS  AND  YET  WERE  'REMISSE  IN  THEMSELVES 
AND  SO  CAREFULL  TO  EXPRESS  A  VERTUOUS  CONVERSATION1.  He  LIKEWISE  DESPISED 
THOSE  WHO  WERE  'CLOSE  AND  CLEAVING  UNTO  THEMSELVES,  AND  RETIRED  FROM  YE 
COMMONE  GOOD'.  PEACE  AND  UNITY  WERE  HIS  AIMS  AT  ALL  TIMES  SO  FAR  AS  THESE 
COULD  BE  ACHIEVED  'WITH  FAITH  AND  A  GOODE  CONSCIENCE'.  ROBINSON  PREACHED 
THREE  TIMES  A  WEEK,  TWICE  ON  THE  SABBATH  AND  AGAIN  ON  THURSDAY  NIGHTS,  TO 
THE  GREAT  COMFORT  AND  CONTENT  OF  HIS  DISCIPLES.  THE  LATTER  HELD  HIM  IN 
'PRECIOUS  ESTIMATION,  AS  HIS  GREAT  WORTH  8c  WISDOM  DID  DESERVE,'  FOR  IN 
ADDITION  TO  HIS  'SINGULAR  ABILITIES  IN  DIVINE  THINGS  (WHEREIN  HE  EXCELLED)' 

Robinson  had  a  level  head  in  business  affairs  and  other  worldly  matters. 
Quick  to  sense  hidden  dangers,  he  skillfully  led  his  flock  around  many  a 

PITFALL,  AND  IN  EVERY  OTHER  WAY  WAS  A  'COMMONE  FATHER  UNTO  THEM1." 

In  1615  John  Robinson  entered  the  University  of  Leyden  as  a  student  of 

THEOLOGY.  He  BEGAN  TO  WRITE  FOR  PUBLICATION,  AND  ISSUED  ONE  VOLUME  AFTER 
ANOTHER  IN  DEFENSE  OF  'YE  TRUTH'.  To  QUOTE  THE  EnCYLOPED  I  A  BRITANICA,  "THE 

church  at  Leyden  lost  the  narrow  and  ungenerous  spirit  of  Separatism, 
pleaded  for  the  duty  of  communion  with  the  godly  in  the  Church  of  England 

AND  OTHER  REFORMED  CHURCHES.  On  THIS  POINT  ROBINSON  SPOKE  WITH  ELOQUENCE 
AND  ACTED  WITH  COURAGE,  HIS  SPIRIT  GROWING  THE  LARGER  THE  LONGER  HE  LIVED." 

His  Collected  Works  were  published  in  1851  in  three  volumes. 

John  Robinson  remained  behind  with  the  majority  of  the  congregation  in  1620 

AND  SEEMS  TO  HAVE  BEEN  PREVENTED  FROM  GOING  TO  PLYMOUTH  LATER  BY  THE  LONDON 

Merchant  Adventures,  who  wished  to  swing  the  Pilgrims  back  to  the  Anglican 
church.  It  is  interesting  to  speculate  on  what  might  have  happened  in  New 
England  history  if  he  had  been  on  the  Mayflower.  Certainly  he  would  not 

HAVE  TOLERATED  THE  PERSECUTION  OF  THE  QUAKERS  AND  BAPTISTS.  WlTH  HIS 
STRENGTH  AND  LEADERSHIP  PLYMOUTH  MIGHT  HAVE  REMAINED  THE  DOMINATING  IN¬ 
FLUENCE  AMONG  THE  COLONIES. 

To  quote  Mr.  Willison  again,  "John  Robinson  was  dead!  In  all  the  troubled 

CAREER  OF  THE  SAINTS  NOTHING  EVER  QUITE  SO  STUNNED  THEM.  THEIR  BLACKEST 
HOURS  HAD  BEEN  LIGHTENED  BY  THE  HOPE  THAT  THEIR  BELOVED  PASTOR  WOULD  SOON 
JOIN  THEM  AND  THEY  MIGHT  SIT  AGAIN  AT  HIS  FEET  AND  BE  COMFORTED  AS  THEY  HAD 
BEEN  WITH  SUCH  CONTENT  AT  LEYDEN.  HlS  ELOQUENT  LETTERS  WITH  THEIR  SERENE 
FAITH,  THEIR  CLEAR-EYED  GRASP  OF  F U N D E M E N T A L S ,  THEIR  WARM  QUICK  SYMPATHY  ANt 
UNDERSTANDING,  HAD  GIVEN  THEM  HEART  TO  GO  ON  WHEN  THEY  WERE  ON  THE  BRINK  Of 
OESPAIR,  WHEN  ALL  THINGS  SEEMED  TO  UNITE  IN  A  CONSPIRACY  TO  OVERWHELM  THEM, 
NOW  HE  WAS  GONE  WHEN  NOT  YET  FIFTY,  WHEN  AT  THE  VERY  HEIGHT  OF  HIS  POWERS, 
CARRIED  OFF  BY  A  'CONTINUALL  I NWARDE  AGUE'.  TAKEN  SICK  ON  A  SATURDAY,  HE 
HAD  INSISTED  ON  PREACHING  TWICE  THE  NEXT  DAY,  RELUCTANT  TO  DISAPPOINT  HIS 
BRETHERN.  'ThE  PHYSICK  HE  TOOKE  WROUGHT  KINDLY  IN  MAN'S  JUDGMENTE,  BUT  HE 
GREW  WEAKER  EVERY  DAY1,  DYING  A  WEEK  LATER,  'FEELING  LITTLE  OR  NO  PAINE  AND 
SENSIBLE  TO  YE  VERY  LAST1,  DEPARTING  'THIS  VAELL  OF  TAERS'  ON  MARCH  1,  1 625 > 

Four  days  later  the  greatest  of  the  Saints,  one  of  the  great  men  of  the  age 
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WAS  BURIED  WITH  S'MPLE  CEREMONY  UNDER  THE  PAVEMENT  [N  THE  MAIN  AISLE  OF  THE 
P  I  ETER3KERK  --  JUST  ACROSS  BELL  Al.LEv  WHERE  AN  ALWAYS  'LOVING  &  FAITHFUL 
PASTOR  HAD  LIVED  ANO  LABORED  FOR  SO  LONG." 

James  Truslow  Adams  in  The  Founding  of  New  England,  appaises  him  as  follows 
"His  gentle  spirit,  humble  seeking  of  ever  more  light,  and  broao  tolerance 
of  mind,  shone  almost  alone  in  that  period  of  intolerant  dogmatism  and  PER¬ 
SECUTING  zeal".  Bradford  wrote  of  him,  "Though  they  had  esteemed  him  highly 

WHILE  HE  LIVED  &  LABORED  AMONGST  THEM,  YET  MORE  AFTER  HIS  DEATH  WHEN  THEY 
CAME  TO  FEELE  YE  WANT  OF  HIS  HELP,  AND  SAW  (BY  WOEFULL  EXPERIENCE)  WHAT  A 
TREASURE  THEY  HAD  LOST  TO  YE  GREEFE  OF  THEIR  HARTS  AND  WOUNDING  OF  THEIR 
SOWLS." 

Isaac  Robinson,  born  in  Leyden  about  1610,  was  the  only  one  of  the  pastor's 

FAMILY  TO  COME  TO  AMERICA.  He  PROBABLY  WAS  WITH  THE  PURITAN  FLEET  IN  1  Gj)0 . 
HE  ARRIVED  IN  SCITUATE  IN  1 632 ,  AND  MARRIED  THERE  IN  1 636  MARGARET  HANFORD, 
DAUGHTER  OF  ThEOPHILIS  AND  EGGLIN  (HaTHERLy)  HANFORD.  SHE  WAS  BORN  ABOUT 

1619*  and  came  to  Massachusetts  in  1634  with  her  widowed  mother,  who  was  a 
sister  of  Timothy  Hatherly,  an  early  Merchant  Adventurer  in  the  Plymouth 
Colony  and  founder  of  Scituate  in  1632 .  Rev.  Thomas  Hanford,  first  minister 
of  Norwalk,  Connecticut  was  a  brother  of  Margaret. 

Isaac  Robinson  moved  to  Barnstable  in  1639»  Margaret  oied  June  13,  1649,

Quakers  in  1659*  and  was  disfranchized".  He  was  charged  with  "sundrie 

SCANDELS  AND  FALSEHOODS",  DISMISSED  FROM  THE  OFFICES  HE  HELD  IN  THE  TOWN 
AND  DEPRIVED  OF  HIS  RIGHTS  AS  A  FREEMAN.  WlTH  A  GROUP  OF  QUAKERS  HE  CROSSED 

the  Cape  to  Falmouth,  where  he  kept  a  tavern  for  a  number  of  years.  He 

MOVED  TO  TlSBURY  ON  MARTHA'S  VINEYARD  IN  1673*  RETURNING  TO  BARNSTABLE  IN 
WHERE  HE  DIED  THREE  YEARS  LATER  AT  THE  HOME  OF  HIS  DAUGHTER,  FEAR. 

Fear  Robinson  was  born  January  26,  1645/46.  She  married  Samuel  Baker,  who 
was  born  in  Hingham,  October  2,  1638.  They  lived  in  Hull,  where  he  was 
made  a  Freeman  in  1677*  but  before  1687  they  moved  to  Barnstable  and  were 
there  in  1704.  They  went  with  Peter  Robinson,  her  half  brother,  to  Con¬ 
necticut,  where  Fear  died  in  either  Norwich  or  Windham,  and  Samuel  died  in 
Windsor  about  1714. 

Nicholas  Baker,  the  father  of  Samuel,  received  his  B.A.  in  1631/2,  and  his 
M . A .  in  1 635  from  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge.  He  came  to  America  shortl 
after,  and  drew  a  house  lot  of  5  acres  in  Hingham  on  September  1 8 ,  1635*  in1 
the  locality  of  a  slight  hill  known  to  this  day  as  Baker's  Hill.  He  moved 
to  Hull  where  he  was  also  a  landowner.  In  1660  he  went  to  Scituate  where 

HE  WAS  ORDAINED  MINISTER  OF  THE  FIRST  CHURCH,  REPLACING  HENRY  DUSTER,  WHO 
HAD  LEFT  THE  PASTORSHIP  TO  BECOME  THE  FIRST  PRESIDENT  OF  HARVARD.  SAVAGE 
SAYS,  "HE  WAS  OF  SUCH  GOOO  TEMPER  AS  TO  RECONCILE  THE  TWO  CHURCHES  WHICH

him  from  England,  died  in  1 66 1 .  He  took  a  second  wife,  Mrs.  Grace  Dipple, 
in  1662.  He  died  August  22,  1678,  aged  67 •  He  and  both  of  his  wives  are 
buried  in  the  old  cemetary  on  Meeting  House  Lane.

Seth  Hathaway  was  a  yeoman,  spoken  of  at  various  times,  as  from  Berkley, 
Dighton  and  Freetown.  We  assume  that  he  was  the  Seth  Hathaway  listed  in 
1745  as  a  Lieutenant  in  Captain  Sylvester  Richmond’s  company  in  the  expedi¬ 
tion  against  Louisbourg  on  Cape  Breton  Island.  This  assumption  is  based  on 

THE  FOLLOWING  FACTS  I  CAPTAIN  RICHMOND  WAS  FROM  DlGHTONj  HE  WAS  MARRIED  TO 

a  niece  of  Seth’s  mother;  and  we  have  been  unable  to  find  another  Seth  of 

THE  RIGHT  AGE  IN  THE  AREA  IN  1745. 

The  expedition  sailed  in  March  from  Boston.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
British  navy,  the  provincial  troops  took  the  French  fort  in  June,  fighting 
with  enthusiasm  and  astonishing  energy.  Sometime  during  the  year  Seth 
received  a  captain’s  commission,  for  Chaplain  Stephen  Williams  wrote  on 
August  29^?  "after  dinr  vistd  c apt :Hathoway  who  is  Sick  and  prayd  with 
him".  Seth  was  more  fortunate  than  many  during  that  fall  and  winter,  for  he 
survived  the  fevers  which  killed  more  men  than  had  the  battles.  Chaplain 
Williams  notes  the  deaths  of  six  men  of  Seth’s  company. 

James  Truslow  Adams  in  Revolutionary  New  England  summarizes  the  expedition, 
"Not  only  was  the  capture  a  source  of  legitimate  and  enormous  self-satis¬ 
faction  to  the  New  Englanders,  but  the  retention  of  the  fortress  was  con- 
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SIDERED  BY  THEM  AS  ABSOLUTELY  ESENT  I  AL'  TO  THEIR  SAFETY  AND  TRADE. - T KE 

final  return  of  Louisbourg  to  the  Franch  by  the  Treaty  of  1748  was  a  cause 

OF  DEEP  AND  LASTING  RESENTMENT  ON  THE  PART  OF  THE  COLONIES,  WHO  FELT  THEIR 
INTERESTS  HAD  BEEN  WHOLLY  OVERLOOKED  AND  THAT  THEY  WERE  BEING  DEPRIVED  OF 
THE  JUST  REWARD  OF  THEIR  GREAT  EFFORT."  It  WAS  ANOTHER  STEP  IN  THE  DIS¬ 
AGREEMENTS  with  England  which  led  to  the  Revolution.  Seth  Hathaway  did 
NOT  LIVE  TO  KNOW  OF  THE  SIGNING  OF  THE  TREATY.  WlTH  HIS  HEALTH  UNDOUBTEDLY 
AFFECTED  BY  THE  HARDSHIPS  AND  FEVERS  OF  LOUISBOURG,  HE  DIED  AGED  FORTY  ONE. 

Damaris  (Paul)  Hathaway  was  the  great  granddaughter  of  John  Richmond,  who 
WAS  BAPTIZED  1597  IN  ASHTON  KEYNES,  WILTSHIRE.  ACCORDING  TO  TRADITION,  AS 
A  YOUNG  MAN  HE  ENGAGED  IN  COMMERCIAL  PURSUITS  ON  THE  WEST  COAST  OF  IRELAND. 
HE  BECAME  A  DISTINGUISHED  OFFICER  IN  THE  ENGLISH  ClVIL  WARS,  BUT,  HAVING 
KILLED  HIS  BROTHER  HENRY,  WHO  WAS  WITH  THE  KING'S  FORCES,  HE  EMIGRATED  TO 

America  about  1635»  He  was  undoubtedly  married  before  he  came,  for  one 

SON  WAS  CERTAINLY  BORN  IN  ENGLAND,  BUT  THERE  IS  NO  RECORD  OF  HIS  WIFE.  He 
WAS  ONE  OF  THE  "ORIGINAL  PURCHASERS"  OF  TAUNTON,  AND  A  LARGE  LANDOWNER  IN 
THE  EASTERN  SECTION  KNOWN  AS  R I C HM 0 N D T 0 W N .  He  WAS  FREQUENTLY  AWAY  FROM 

Taunton,  often  in  Saco  and  Newport,  where  supposedly  he  was  engaged  in 

TRADE.  At  LEAST,  HIS  TRIPS  OUT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COLONY  DO  NOT  SEEM  TO  HAVE 
BEEN  CAUSED  BY  RELIGIOUS  PERSECTU ION,  AS  WAS  THE  CASE  OF  MOST  RHODE 

Islanders,  for  his  gift  of  5  acres  for  the  support  of  the  Taunton  minister 
is  recorded.  He  was  a  man  of  substantial  property,  taking  up  a  large  amount 
OF  LAND  IN  THE  SOUTH  PURCHASE.  He  DIED  MARCH  20,  1663/4.  (SEE  DEAN  FAMILY 

FOR  A  RECORD  OF  HIS  SON.) 

Mary  Richmond,  the  daughter  of  John  Richmond,  was  born  in  Taunton  about 
1639,  and  died  there  October  3»  1715*  She  was  married  before  March  1657  to 
William  Paul,  born  in  Scotland  in  1624.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  younger 
brother  of  Richard  Paul,  one  of  the  "original  purchasers".  According  to 
tradition  and  ancient  records,  William  is  believed  to  be  the  person  who  left 
Gravensend,  June  20,  1635  in  the  ship  True  Love  de  London  for  the  Bermudas, 
and  to  have  come  from  there  to  Taunton.  He  was  something  of  a  riotuous 

YOUNG  MAN,  WAS  FINED  FOR  BREACH  OF  THE  PEACE  ONCE,  AND  "DISTEMPER  WITH  YE 
WINE"  SEVERAL  TIMES.  He  WAS  SET  IN  THE  STOCKS  FOR  PROFANE  SWEARING  AND, 
FINALLY,  WAS  BANISHED  FROM  TOWN.  He  TOOK  UP  RESIDENCE  IN  A  CAVE  ON  A  S  - 
SONET  Neck,  but  later  WAS  allowed  to  return  AND  settled  DOWN  following  his 
TRADE  OF  WEAVING.  He  BECAME  A  PROPRIETOR  IN  THE  SOUTH  PURCHASE  IN  1672, 

DIED  THERE  NOVEMBER  9i  1704  AND  IS  BUR IEO  IN  FOX  CEMETARY. 

Edward  Paul,  the  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Richmond)  Paul,  was  born  February 
7,  1663/4,  and  died  July  1 5 1  1740.  He  married  August  23»  1693  Esther 
Bobbit,  who  was  born  April  15»  1669  and  died  November  1 5 »  1751*  Her  parents 
were  Edward  Bobbet  (variously  spelt)  and  Sarah  Tarne,  who  were  married  in 
Boston,  September  7i  1654.  Sarah  was  the  daughter  of  Miles  Tarne,  a  leathei 

DRESSER  IN  BOSTON,  AND  HIS  WIFE,  SARAH. 

Edward  Bobbet  appeared  in  Taunton  a  mere  boy,  but  possessed  of  means.  It 

IS  PROBABLE  THAT  HE  CAME  IN  THE  COMPANY  OF  NEAR  RELATIVES,  PERHAPS  AS  THE 
STEPSON  OF  ONE  OF  THE  "ORIGINAL  PURCHASERS1'.  He  WAS  LISTED  AS  BEING  ABLE 
TO  oEAR  ARMS  IN  1 643 •  He  WAS  ONE  OF  THE  PURCHASERS  WITH  JOHN  HATHAWAY  OF 
400  ACRES  'N  WHAT  IS  NOW  BERKLEY,  AND  WAS  A  SHAREHOLDER  OF  THE  FIRST  TaUNTOI1 
Iron  Works,  At  the  beginning  of  King  Philip's  War  and  the  Indian  hostili¬ 
ties  OF  1675 1  THE  BoBBETS  WERE  COMPELLED  TO  ABANDON  THEIR  HOME  AND  TAKE 
REFUGE  IN  ONE  OF  THE  FORTIFIED  HOUSES  NEAR  THE  GREEN  IN  TAUNTON.  ThERE  THEY 
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REMAINED  FOR  A  YEAR.  At  LAST,  EDWARD  VENTURED  TO  VISIT  HIS  PROPERTY.  WHEN 
HE  WAS  RETURNING  TO  TAUNTON ,  HE  FOUND  INDIANS  WERE  FOLLOWING  HIM.  DESPAIRING 
OF  ESCAPING  BY  FLIGHT,  HE  TRIED  TO  HIDE  HIMSELF  |N  A  TREE  TOP,  BUT  HIS 
FAITHFUL  DOG  WOULD  NOT  LEAVE  HIM.  He  WAS  FOUND  BY  THE  INDIANS  AND  KILLED 
AND  LEFT  AT  THE  FOOT  OF  THE  TREE.  He  WAS  BURIED  NEAR  BY,  AND  A  STONE 
ERECTED,  MARKED  "BoBBET,  KILLED  JUNE  25,  1676",  WHICH  IS  STILL  PRESERVED 

in  the  Old  Colony  Historical  Society,  Taunton.  There  is  no  difficulty  in 

LOCATING  HIS  FARM  BY  FOLLOWING  THE  EAST  BANK  OF  THE  RIVER  SOUTH  TO  WHERE, 

IN  I960,  MAIL  BOXES  SHOWED  THAT  MANY  BABBITS  ARE  STILL  LIVING.

Abial  Hathaway  was  a  minor  over  14  when  his  father  died,  and  his  uncle, 

John  Paul,  of  Berkley  was  appointed  his  guardian.  The  estate  of  his  father 

WAS  INSOLVENT,  SO  THAT  HE  UNDOUBTEDLY  HAD  TO  SUPPORT  HIMSELF  FROM  AN  EARLY 
AGE.  HE  BECAME  A  CORDWAINER  AND  AT  HIS  DEATH  HIS  ESTATE  WAS  VALUED  AT  575 
POUNDS.  IT  IS  UNDERSTANDABLE  WHY  H|S  SONS  MIGRATED  TO  HUNT  THEIR  FORTUNES. 

The  family  tradition  that  Zephaniah  had  six  brothers  in  the  Revolution  is 

UNSUPPORTED  BY  THE  RECORDS.  WHETHER  WE  CAN  BE  SONS  OR  DAUGHTERS  OF  THE 

American  Revolution  through  Abial  is  confused  not  only  by  his  son,  Abiel, 

BUT  ALSO  BY  COUSINS  OF  THE  SAME  NAME  IN  DARTMOUTH  AND  FREETOWN.  HOWEVER, 

IT  SEEMS  TO  US  THAT  A  STRONG  CASE  COULD  BE  MADE  FOR  OUR  ANCESTOR,  THE  FATHER 

Abial,  being  the  one  on  the  roster  noted  as  "Lieutenant  in  Captain  Benjamin 
Wilcox's  co.  ,  enlisted  September  29,  1777,  service  thirty  days  on  a  secret 

EXPEDITION  TO  RHODE  ISLAND."  CERTAINLY,  ABIAL  WOULD  HAVE  HAD  GOOD  REASON 
TO  HAVE  HAD  STRONG  FEELINGS  ABOUT  THE  ENGLISH  AFTER  HIS  FATHER'S  EXPERIENCES,

CHOICE  OF  THEIR  FATHER’S  WARDROBE.  ABIEL,  JR.  RECEIVED  A  BEAVER  HAT,  A 
BART  (?)  COAT,  A  BROWN  JACKET,  A  PAIR  OF  LEATHER  BRITCHES,  SILVER  KNEE 
BUCKLES  AND  STEEL  SHOE  BUCKLES.  SETH  HAD  A  BLUE  COAT,  A  GREEN  JACKET,  AND 
A  SHIRT  WORTH  2  POUNDS.  EDWARD  WAS  GIVEN  A  THIN  COAT,  A  THIN  JACKET,  AND 
A  ONE  POUND  SHIRT.  THEY  ALL  RECEIVED  STOCKINGS  AND  GLOVES. 

The  ox  and  farm  tools  were  Zephan i ah’ s  working  equipment  on  his  mother's 
farm.  He  may  have  sold  them  when  he  went  off  to  sea,  but  they  were  his 
support  for  a  few  years,  and  probably  helped  his  mother  and  his  two  young 
sisters.  We  do  not  know  anything  of  his  experiences  as  a  sailor,  but  it 
IS  a  well  established  fact  of  his  life  from  the  traditions  handed  down  in 
the  family.  And  a  logical  one  too,  for  Taunton  River,  which  appears  to  us 
a  lovely  stream  for  canoeing,  was  at  this  time  a  bustling  harbor  for 
schooners  carrying  goods  along  the  coast. 

When  he  was  twenty-five  years  old,  Zephan i ah  married  Silence  Alden.  We  do 

NOT  KNOW  WHERE  THEY  LIVED  FOR  THE  FIRST  YEAR  OR  SO,  NOR  HAVE  WE  BEEN  ABLE 
TO  FIND  THE  BIRTH  RECORD  OF  THEIR  FIRST  CHILD.  UNDOUBTEDLY  THEY  STAYED 
THE  WINTER  IN  THE  TAUNTON  AREA,  AND  MOVED  THE  FOLLOWING  SPRING  OR  SUMMER  TO 

Vermont,  perhaps  to  stay  with  one  of  Zephaniah’s  brothers,  perhaps  to  be 
"squatters"  on  a  likely-looking,  unused  piece  of  ground. 

The  area  in  Vermont  to  which  the  Hathaways  came  was  cut  off  from  the  center 
of  Wardsboro  by  a  high  range  of  hills,  which  made  communication  inconvenient 
AT  BEST,  AND  WELL  NIGH  IMPOSSIBLE  DURING  THE  WINTER  MONTHS.  SOME  EARLY 
TRANSACTIONS  WERE  RECORDED  IN  THE  NEIGHBORING  TOWN  OF  WILMINGTON.  ThEN  IN 

1788  the  South  District  of  Wardsboro  was  set  off  with  its  own  town  officers 
and  records.  But  it  was  not  until  1810  that  the  separate  township  of  Dover

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WAS  FORMED  AND  ALLOWED  A  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE  STATE’S  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

The  EARLIEST  RECORDS  OF  WEST  DOVER  ARE  AVAILABLE  TO  THE  PRESENT  DAY  VISITOR 

in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  Examining  them  gives  one  a  familiar  glimpse 

OF  LIFE  AT  THE  END  OF  THE  1 8^  CENTURY,  AS  WELL  AS  AN  INTIMATE  RELATIONSHIP 

with  mid-20^  Century  Vermont. 

In  the  Township  records  we  find  that  on  May  26,  1794,  Zephaniah  bought  75 

ACRES,  "BOUNDED  ON  THE  SOUTH  BY  THE  WlLMINGTON  LINE1',  NEAR  BRANCH  RlVER, 

for  70  pounds.  In  the  following  September  he  bought  an  adjoining  75  acres 
for  60  pounds.  He  had  apparently  saved  his  seaman's  wages  diligently!  The 

RECORDS  LIST  HIS  SIX  CHILDREN  BORN  IN  VERMONT.  H|S  SHEEP  AND  CATTLE  MARK 
WAS  MA  HALF  CROP  OF  THE  UNDERSIDE  OF  THE  LEFT  EAR11,  He  TOOK  THE  FREEMAN'S 
OATH  IN  1798,  AND  SERVED  AS  SURVEYOR  OF  HIGHWAYS  THROUGH  MOST  OF  THE  YEARS 

from  1802  to  l8l2.  He  was  on  the  "Pettee  Jurry"  IN  1806,  7 ,  9»  10  AND  13 • 


These  were  the  boom  years  of  Vermont.  The  hardships  of  pioneer i ng  decreased 

WITH  THE  STEADILY  INCREASING  POPULATION.  SOUTH  WARDSBORO  WAS  PROBABLY 
CLEARED  OF  AS  MUCH  TIMBER  AS  IT  HAS  EVER  BEEN.  ThE  AGRICULTURAL  METHODS 
WERE  PRIMITIVE,  NO  FERTILIZERS,  NO  ROTATING  OF  CROPS,  BUT  THE  FOREST  SOILS 
COULD  GIVE  A  FEW  YEARS  GOOD  GROWTH.  A  LITTLE  OF  EVERYTHING  WAS  RAISED. 

There  was  usually  an  apple  orchard  and  a  "sugar”  orchard,  a  few  sheep,  some 

CATTLE,  A  PIG  OR  TWO.  THERE  WAS  HUNTING  AND  FISHING  TO  ENLARGE  THE  DAILY 
MENU.  Not  UNTIL  1808  WAS  a  GOOD  ROAD  BUILT  THROUGH  WARDSBORO,  so  that 
TRANSPORTATION  PROBLEMS  INFLUENCED  CROPS.  WHEAT,  THE  SURPLUS  CROP,  AND 
POTASH,  MADE  FROM  FELLED  TREES,  WHICH  LIKE  WHEAT  HAD  A  HIGH  VALUE  FOR  ITS 
WEIGHT,  WERE  THE  COMMON  CURRENCY  FOR  TAXES  AND  EXCHANGE.  In  THE  1810 

census,  Zephaniah  is  listed  with  his  family  as  having  a  loom,  and  having 
MADE  45  YARDS  OF  WOOLEN  CLOTH  AND  40  YARDS  OF  LINEN  IN  THE  PAST  YEAR,  ABOUT 
THE  AVERAGE  PER  CAPITA  IN  THE  STAE  THAT  YEAR. 


After  1808,  a  series  of  blows  fell  on  Vermont.  Jefferson's  embargo  stopped 

THE  NORTHERN  EXPORT  OF  PRODUCE  TO  MONTREAL.  PRICES  DROPPED  THROUGHOUT  THE 
STATE.  IN  l8l1  A  TREMENDOUS  CLOUDBURST  SWEPT  THE  HILLY  LAND  OF  ITS  SOIL, 
TORE  UP  HOUSES,  BRIDGES  AND  MILLS.  FOLLOWING  THIS  THE  STATE  BANK  GOLLAPSEtt 
In  1813  AN  EPIDEMIC  OF  SPOTTED  FEVER  HIT  HOME  AFTER  HOME.  AFTER  THE  WAR 

of  1812,  New  York  State  and  Ohio  began  to  absorb  practically  all  the  New 
England  migration,  and  Vermont  stopped  growing.  We  do  not  know  that  any 

OF  THESE  DISASTERS  TOUCHED  THE  HATHAWAYS  DIRECTLY,  OR  WHETHER  IT  WAS  THAT 
THE  GENERAL  PROSPECTS  FOR  TWO  YOUNG  MEN  OF  1 9  AND  22  DID  NOT  LOOK  EN¬ 
COURAGING,  but  in  1815  Zephaniah  began  selling  his  land,  and  on  June  2,  "the 
LAST  AND  RESIDUE  OF  THE  LAND  THAT  I  OWNED11  WAS  DISPOSED  OF.  In  ALL,  HE 
SOLD  175  ACRES  FOR  $2000. 


What  happened  to  the  Hathaways  for  the  next  year  we  do  not  know.  They  may 

HAVE  SOLD  THEIR  HOUSE  TO  SOMEONE  WHO  WAS  NOT  READY  TO  USE  IT.  ThEY  MAY 
HAVE  STAYED  WITH  EDWARD  HATHAWAY  WHO  LIVED  NEARBY.  BUT  ON  JUNE  8,  l8l6, 

Zephaniah  and  his  neighbor,  Reuben  Dean,  Township  Clerk,  bought  550  acres 

IN  TOWNSHIP  ii-  6,  IN  THE  12^  RANGE,  BEING  PART  OF  SECTION  /r2  ,  LYING  ON  THE 

Cuyahoga  River,  in  the  Western  Reserve,  from  Thomas  Sheldon  of  Westfield, 
Massachusetts  for  >43300. 


The  day  of  the  purchase,  June  8,  l8l6,  was  a  portentious  date  in  the  year 
known  as  "Eighteen  Hundred  and  Froze  to  Death".  On  that  day  it  is  recordec 

THAT  A  MAN  LOST  IN  THE  WOODS  FOR  THE  NIGHT  HAD  A  TOE  FROZEN  OFF,  BlRDS 
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WERE  NUMBERED.  SHEEP  HAD  JUST  BEEN  SHEARED  AND  FARMERS  TRIED  TO  TIE  THE 
FLEECE  BACK  ON  THEM,  BUT  MANY  WERE  FROZEN  TO  DEATH.  ThE  APPLES  WERE  NIPPED, 
THE  VEGETABLES  WERE  KILLED,  INDIAN  CORN  WAS  PARTICULARLY  DAMAGED.  It  WAS 

A  GOOD  TIME  TO  BE  LEAVING  VERMONT! 


WE  DO  NOT  KNOW  WHEN  THE  HATHAWAYS  STARTED  WEST  IN  THEIR  COVERED  WAGON, 

BUT  FAMILY  STORIES  SETTLE  THAT  THEY  DID  START  OFF  IN  l8l6  ANO  WERE  D  E  LA  YE  L 
ON  THE  WAY  BY  THE  ILLNESS  OF  ONE  OF  THE  GROUP.  W E  KNOW  THE  GROUP  INCLUDED 

the  Jonathan  Fishers  and  the  Thomas  Briggs.  There  may  have  been  others, 

ALTHOUGH  THE  DEANS,  CO-PARTNERS  WITH  ZEPHAN | AH  |N  HIS  OHIO  LAND,  DID  NOT 
COME  THEN  OR  LATER,  APPARENTLY.  We  CANNOT  BE  SURE  WHERE  THE  PARTY  SPENT 

THE  WINTER,  BUT  IT  |S  REASONABLE  TO  ASSUME  THAT  IT  WAS  WITH  SETH  HATHAWAY, 

A  BROTHER  OF  ZEPHANI  AH's,  IN  BRISTOL,  NEAR  CANANDAGUA,  New  YORK. 


Jonathan  Fisher  and  one  of  the  Hathaway  boys  went  on  to  Ohio  to  locate 
their  lands.  They  found  there  was  no  road  out  from  Cleveland  beyond  New¬ 
burgh  AND  SPENT  THE  WINTER  CUTTING  THROUGH  THE  FOREST  WHAT  IS  NOW  TURNEY 

Road,  but  which  was  known  for  many  years  as  Fisher  Road.  The  rest  of  the 

GROUP  CAME  ON  IN  THE  EARLY  SPRING,  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  THE  HATHAWAY  LAND 

WAS  RECORDED  BY  ZEPHANI  AH  IN  THE  CUYAHOGA  COUNTY  COURT  HOUSE  ON  MARCH  3» 

1817. 


The  Western  Reserve  where  the  Hathaways'  new  land  lay,  was  in  the  north¬ 
eastern  part  of  Ohio.  It  was  so  called  because,  after  the  Revolution,  it 

WAS  RESERVED  BY  THE  STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT  AS  PART  OF  HER  ORIGINAL  GRANT 

from  the  King  of  England  to  land  that  stretched  "to  the  South  Seas". 

Except  for  this  portion  of  Ohio,  Connecticut  deeded  her  interest  in  the 
West  to  the  new  United  States.  The  Western  Reserve  was  sold  to  a  group 
of  men  who  formed  the  Connecticut  Land  Company.  This  group  had  the  area 

SURVEYED  |N  1796  AND  7»  DIVIDED  THE  LAND  AMONG  THEMSELVES  ACCORD ! NG  TO 
THEIR  INVESTMENT,  AND  LOTS  WERE  SOLD  AS  EACH  OWNER  WAS  ABLE  TO  INTEREST 

buyers.  Consequently,  it  was  not  uncommon  for  settlers  to  find  themselves 

FAR  FROM  A  NEIGHBOR  IN  THE  MIDST  OF  DENSE  WOODS.  FORTUNATELY,  THERE  WERE 

few  Indians,  and  those  were  friendly.  The  settlers  for  the  most  part  came 
from  New  England.  They  so  impressed  their  culture  on  the  Western  Reserve, 

THAT  TO  THIS  DAY,  EVEN  THOUGH  IT  HAS  ABSORBED  A  TREMENDOUS  NUMBER  AND 
VARIETY  OF  NATIONALITIES,  IT  REMAINS  A  UNIQUE  OUTPOST  OF  EARLY  NEW  ENGLAND 
BOTH  IN  APPEARANCE  AND  IN  THE  CULTURAL  INTERESTS  OF  ITS  CITIZENS. 


ZEPHAN  I  AH  PICKED  a  SPOT  FOR  HIS  LOG  CABIN  ON  THE  BROW  OF  THE  HILL  OVER¬ 
LOOKING  the  Cuyahoga  River  valley,  in  those  days  not  too  unlike  the  view 
from  his  Vermont  doorstep.  Hathaway  Road  running  downhill  opposite  the 

HOMESITE,  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  AN  EARLY  FARM  LANE.  It  LED  TO  GlEESON'S  M|LL, 

their  closest  source  of  ground  grain.  Later  it  led  to  the  Ohio  Canal, 

WITH  ALL  THE  EXCITEMENT  ITS  VARIETY  OF  LIFE  OFFERED* 

The  plateau  in  this  valley,  south  of  Hathaway  Road,  is  the  site  of  the 

FIRST  WHITE  MAN'S  SETTLEMENT  IN  CUYAHOGA  COUNTY.  ThE  MORAVIAN  CHURCH  HAD 
VERY  EARLY  SENT  OUT  MISSIONARIES  TO  CONVERT  THE  INDIANS.  In  THIS  DEVOTED 

BAND  WAS  David  Zeisberger,  who  founoed  a  mission  at  Schoenbrunn  in  central 
Ohio.  Harrassed  by  both  sides  during  the  Revolution,  Zeisberger  had  led 
his  group  of  Christian  Indians  to  Michigan.  In  1786  he  was  encouraged  by 
news  of  more  peaceful  conditions  and  started  back  to  the  Ohio  Country. 

THE  WORDS  OF  HIS  ASSISTANT,  HECKWELOER,  WHEN  THEY  REACHED  THE  MOUTH  OF  THE 
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Cuyahoga  River,  "the  season  being  already  too  far  advanced  to  think  of 
planting  Corn  on  our  arrival  at  the  Musk i nghum,  we  resolved  to  select  a 

place  on  this  river  -  where  it  appeared  there  was  formerly  an  Inoian 

Corn  field."  Twenty-seven  cabins  were  built  around  a  central  chapel,  the 

PLACE  BEING  CALLED  PlLGERRUH,  OR  PILGRIM’S  REST.  THIRTY  YEARS  LATER  THE 

Hathaways  must  have  found  this  area  still  noticably  less  wooded  than  the 

SURROUNDING  COUNTRY.  It  IS  INTERESTING  TO  BE  TIED  UP  WITH  THIS  BIT  OF 
LOCAL  HISTORY  AND  TO  THINK  OF  HATHAWAY  CHILDREN  EXPLORING  THE  REMAINS  OF 
THE  VILLAGE.  ThE  OLD  INDIAN  CEMETARY  WHERE  SlLENCE  AND  ZEPHAN  I  AH  ARE 
BURIED  IS  SOMETIMES  CALLED  PlLGERRUH  CEMETARY,  AND  UNDOUBTEDLY  HOLDS  SOME 

Christian  Indians  who  died  in  1786. 

Gradually  the  homeplace  was  developed.  Barns  and  sheds  were  built,  orchards 

AND  VINEYARDS  WERE  STARTED.  It  WAS  STILL  A  PR |M| TVE  WORLD,  WHERE  IF  THE 
FIRE  WENT  OUT,  COALS  HAD  TO  BE  BORROWED  FROM  A  NEIGHBOR.  In  1 826  THE  LOG 
CABIN  WAS  REPLACED  BY  A  CLAPBOARD  FARM  HOUSE,  WHICH  IS  STILL  STANDING,  AS 
ARE  THE  HONEY  LOCUSTS  PLANTED  FOR  SHADE  TREES  BESIDE  IT.  ZEPHANI AH  MADE 
THE  FURNITURE  FOR  THEIR  HOME  FROM  TREES  CUT  ON  THE  FARM,  AND  SOME  OF  IT  IS 
STILL  SCATTERED  AMONG  THE  DESCENDANTS.  ThE  OLD  HOMESTEAD  HAS  HOUSED  MANY 
OF  THE  FAMILY.  It  WAS  LIVED  IN  BY  DESCENDANTS  UNTIL  19^3,  WITH  AT  NO  TIME 
LESS  THAN  THREE  GENERATIONS  IN  IT.  We  KNOW  THAT  IN  1830,  SALLY  (FAMILY  B) 
AND  HER  CHILDREN  WERE  LIVING  THERE,  AND  PROBABLY  HaRTY  (FAMILY  F)  ALSO 
RETURNED  HOME  AFTER  THE  DEATH  OF  HER  FIRST  HUSBAND.  ZEPHANI AH,  JR. 

(Family  A)  and  Milo  (A5)  raised  their  families  there,  as  well  as  taking 

CARE  OF  THE  OLDER  PEOPLE. 

Before  grandchildren  came  on  the  scene,  there  was  David  Wardwell,  a  home¬ 
less  WAIF,  WHO  WAS  TAKEN  IN  BY  THE  TIME  OF  THE  1 820  CENSUS,  AND  RAISED  AS 
ONE  OF  THE  FAMILY.  SILENCE'S  OWN  EARLY  LIFE,  AS  WELL  AS  ZEPHAN I AH1 S  TEEN 
AGE  WITHOUT  A  FATHER,  MUST  HAVE  MADE  THEM  MORE  THAN  WILLING  TO  ACCEPT  THIS 
RESPONSIBILITY.  It  SEEMS  TO  HAVE  BEEN  A  VERY  HAPPY  ADOPTION  FOR  DAVID’S 
EARNESTNESS  AND  INTEGRITY  OF  CHARACTER  WERE  REMEMBERED  BY  THE  YOUNGER 
GENERATION.  He  BECAME  AN  EXPERT  CARPENTER  UNDER  ZEPHAN  I  AH'S  TUTELAGE,  AND 
WAS  GIVEN  A  PIECE  OF  LAND  BY  ZEPHAN | AH  FOR  HIS  FAITHFULNESS  AND  SERVICE. 

He  DIED  IN  1917»  AGED  102. 

While  the  Hathaway  farm  lay  in  Independence  Township,  both  the  villages  of 
Bedford  and  Newburgh  were  closer  than  Independence  Center,  and  had  no  river 

OR  CANAL  TO  CROSS  TO  REACH  THEM.  BEDFORD  BECAME  THE  HATHAWAYS1  MAIN 
"SHOPPING  CENTER",  HELD  THEIR  CHURCH  AFFILIATION,  AND  OFFERED  THEM  TOWN 

jobs.  This  corner  of  Independence  was  generally  know  as  South  Newburgh 
about  1900.  It  became  incorporated  as  Garfield  Heights.  The  adjoining 

LOW  LYING  LANDS  ARE  NOW  VALLEY  VlEW,  AN0  THE  PRESENT  MaPLE  HEIGHTS  IS  THE 
ABUTTING  CORNER  OF  BEDFORD  TOWNSHIP. 

The  church  affiliation  of  most  of  the  early  Hathaways  in  Ohio  was  the 
Church  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  an  offshoot  of  the  Baptists  led  by 
Alexander  Campbell,  and  now  usually  called  the  Christian  Church.  It  was  a 

REAL  FORCE  IN  THE  PIONEERING  WESTERN  R E S E R V E  .  0 R  I  G  1  N A LL Y  ,  THE  CONGREGATIONS 
HAD  NO  SETTLED  MINISTERS  AND  GOOD  SPEAKERS  WERE  CALLED  TO  NEIGHBORING  TOWNS 

on  Sundays.  This  led  to  much  less  provincialism  among  its  members  than 

MIGHT  BE  EXPECTED  IN  THE  DAYS  WHEN  TRANSPORTATION  WAS  DIFFICULT  AND  WORK 
ON  THE  FARM  CONFINING.  ThE  CHURCH  EARLY  ESTABLISHED  A  DENOMINATIONAL 

school  in  Hiram,  Ohio,  which  eventually  became  a  college.  From  1853  to 
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THE  PRESENT  DAY,  THERE  HAVE  BEEN  FEW  YEARS  !N  WHICH  SOME  MEMBER  OF  THE 
FAMILY  HAS  NOT  BEEN  CONNECTED  WITH  IT,  EITHER  AS  STUDENT,  MEMBER  OF  ITS 

Women's  Board,  or  Trustee, 


Silence  Hathaway  lived  only  a  year  after  the  new  house  was  finished.  How¬ 
ever,  Zephaniah,  called  by  his  family  "Uncle  Nier",  a  Yankee  elision  of

MADE  OF  GREEN  CHEESE,  BUT  NEVER  BELIEVED  THAT  EITHER". 


Sitting  in  his  corner  with  the  comings  and  goings  of  the  children  of  the 

HOUSEHOLD,  AlDEN's  FAMILY  FROM  NEXT  DOOR  AND  VISITING  C 0 MS T 0 C K S  A  N  0  V  A R N E Y S  , 
HE  MUST  HAVE  HAD  TROUBLE  KEEPING  THE  FLOCK  ALL  STRAIGHT.  ONE  DAY  HE  CAUGHT 

hold  of  Rodney  Hathaway,  "Whose  boy  be  ye?"  Not  above  teasing  the  old  man, 
Rodney  shouted,  for  Zephaniah  grew  quite  deaf,  "I'm  old  Boggses  boy".  Uncle 
Nier  enjoyed  the  joke  and  always  called  him  "Old  Boggses  boy". 


Uncle  Nier  had  a  small  room  off  one  corner  of  the  living  room.  Though  it 
had  no  heat  except  what  little  crept  in  from  the  main  fireplace,  he  never 

USED  MORE  THAN  ONE  LIGHT  COVER.  ThE  BEDROOM  IN  THE  OPPOSITE  CORNER  WAS 
OCCUPIED  FOR  A  NUMBER  OF  YEARS  BY  ABIAH  BRIGGS,  THE  MOTHER-IN-LAW  OF 

Zephaniah,  Jr.  Uncle  Nier  used  to  call  her  "Granny",  which  irritated  the 

GOOD  WOMAN  EXTREMELY  AS  SHE  WAS  YOUNGER  THAN  HE,  AND  CONSIDERED  HERSELF  A 
GOOD  DEAL  SPRIER. 


Milo  Hathaway  used  to  tell  stories  of  Uncle  Nier's sayings  that  sometimes

SPUTTERED,  "WHAT'S  SO  WONDERFUL  ABOUT  KNOWING  IT'S  THE  FOURTH  OF  JULY?", 
AND  FLOUNCED  OUT  OF  THE  ROOM,  LEAVING  HER  FATHER  BEWILDERED  AT  HER  LACK  OF 
RESPECT  FOR  THE  OLD  MAN  HE  HAD  BROUGHT  UP  TO  REVERE,  "Ada's  MAKING  FUN  OF 

her  Grandfather!" 

It  was  this  grandson,  Milo,  who  is  responsible  for  marking  the  graves  of 
Silence  and  Zephaniah.  On  the  latter's  stone  is  the  following  poem: 

Remember  me  as  you  pass  by,

We  have  been  unable  to  find  the  location  of  Zephaniah's  birth.  We  only 
know  that  it  was  not  at  West  Dover,  Vermont.  It  is  told  that  he  was  so 

TINY  AT  BIRTH  THAT  HE  COULD  BE  FITTED  INTO  A  PINT  CUP.  ThE  NURSE  OILED  THE 
BABE,  WRAPPED  HIM  IN  COTTON,  PUT  HIM  ON  A  PLATTER  BEFORE  THE  HUGE  FIRE¬ 
PLACE,  GIVING  HIM  OCCASIONAL  DROPS  OF  MILK.  In  A  WEEK  SHE  REMARKED,  "I 
THINK  HE’LL  MAKE  A  GO  OF  I T ! "  He  DID,  GREW  STRONG  AND  TALL,  AND  WAS  THE 
COUNTRYSIDE’S  BEST  "RASTLER". 

He  and  Fanny  lived  at  the  family  homestead  and  took  care  of  their  old 
people.  For  sometime  they  ran  an  inn  there,  as  well  as  farming  the  land. 

In  the  winters  Zephaniah  cut  down  trees  and  hauled  the  logs  over  the  snow 

AND  ICE  TO  THE  SAWMILL.  So  DID  HIS  NEIGHBORS,  AND  THE  MILL  COULD  NOT  KEEP 
ABREAST  OF  THE  WORK.  BECAUSE  THE  LOGS  COULD  NOT  BE  SAWED  WHILE  THE  MEN 
WAITED,  THERE  WAS  A  CERTAIN  AMOUNT  OF  BICKERING  AMONG  THE  CUSTOMERS  AS  TO 
WHETHER  THEY  RECEIVED  THE  PLANKS  FROM  THEIR  OWN  LOGS.  ZEPHANIAH  SOLVED 
THIS  PROBLEM  BY  EXPERTLY  CHOPPING  HIS  INITIALS  INTO  THE  END  OF  EACH  OF  HIS 
FELLED  TREES. 

The  early  Independence  records  were  burned,  but  we  know  he  was  a  road

Mary  Hathaway  studied  at  Twinsburg  Academy,  later  returning  to  teachthere. 
She  began  her  teaching  at  15  in  district  schools  in  various  places  in  the 
Western  Reserve,  boarding  around  at  the  homes  of  her  pupils.  She  was  an 
up  and  coming  young  woman,  who  kept  ahead  of  her  scholars  in  more  ways  than 
one.  She  wore  her  hair  in  the  latest  fashion,  looped  over  her  ears,  after 

THE  MOOE  OF  THE  YOUTHFUL  QUEEN  VICTORIA.  ThE  CHILDREN  WERE  FASCINATED,  AND

FOR  DETAILS.  JAMES  A.  GARFIELD  WAS  ONE  OF  HER  PUPILS,  AND  NOT  FORGETTING 
EARLY  DAYS,  GREETED  HER  AT  HIS  INAUGURAL  RECEPTION  WITH,  "WELL,  MaRY,  I  SEE 
YOUR  EARS  ARE  IN  GOOD  SHAPE  !" 

Edward  Parmelee  was  also  a  student  at  the  Twinsburg  Academy.  At  18  he 

RETURNED  TO  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  TO  LEARN  THE  CARRIAGE  TRIMMING  TRADE,  COMING  BACK 

to  Ohio  in  1850.  There  is  no  record  of  whether  he  used  his  trade  the  next 

FEW  YEARS,  OR  WHETHER  HE  WORKED  ON  HIS  FATHER'S  FARM. 

The  Parmelee's  wedding  day  was  a  memorable  one.  Four  of  Twinsburg's  young 

BATCHELORS  WERE  MARRIED  ON  THE  SAME  0  A  Y  ,  THE  BRIDES  ALL  BEING  FROM  OUT  OF 
TOWN.  IN  THE  EVENING  THEY  JOINED  TOGETHER  TO  HAVE  ONE  GREAT  PARTY  AT  THE 

hotel.  The  invitations  were  printed  in  New  York,  and  about  300  guests 

ATTENDED,  INCLUDING  ALL  THE  OFFICIATING  MINISTERS.  In  DEFERENCE  TO  THE 
WISHES  OF  THE  8RIDES,  THE  GROOMS  HIRED  THE  BAR  FOR  THE  EVENING  AND  KEPT  IT 

CLOSED.  The  dining  room  was  enlarged  to  seat  200  AT  one  time  for  supper. 
The  party  broke  up  about  midnight,  but  it  is  reported  that  some  of  the

The  Parmelees  lived  for  a  time  on  Solon  Road,  "in  a  house  that  burned; 

LIGHTENING  TORE  SHOES  FROM  HER  FEET11  IS  THE  ENIGMATIC  STORY  OF  THEIR  EARLY 
YEARS  IN  THE  HlSTORY  OF  TwiNSBURG.  THEY  MOVED  TO  SOLON  AND  EDWARD  WAS  IN 
PARTNERSHIP  WITH  C.  B.  LOCKWOOD  (A4)  OPERATING  A  GENERAL  STORE  UNTIL  l8?7. 
For  two  years  the  family  tried  farming  in  Austinburg,  Ohio  where  Carroll 

REMEMBERED  DRIVING  WITH  HIS  FATHER  IN  A  HORSE  AND  CART  DELIVERING  BUTTER. 

They  then  moved  to  Cleveland,  and  Edward  was  in  the  real  estate  business 

UNTIL  HE  WAS  APPOINTED  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  BETHEL  UNION  ON  OCTOBER  20. 
1881. 

This  was  the  forerunner  of  today's  Family  Service  Association.  It  gave 

RELIEF  TO  THE  NEEDY,  AS  WELL  AS  RUNNING  TWO  HOMES  FOR  FRIENDLESS  MEN  AND 

women.  Mrs.  Parmelee  supervised  the  women’s  lodgings.  At  one  time,  in 

THE  COURSE  OF  DUTY,  SHE  ATTENDED  THE  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  CHARITIES  AND 

Correction  in  Washington.  The  Leader  of  March  7*  1885  tells  of  another 
trip,  "Superintendent  Parmelee  returned  yesterday  from  a  few  day's  vjsit 
in  Washington.  He  reports  the  unpretentious  and  strictly  Democratic  reform 
inaugural  as  of  the  most  magnificent  description". 

Mr.  Parmelee  became  Agent  for  the  Humane  Society  in  November  1887,  and 

CONTINUED  IN  THIS  POSITION  UNTIL  ILL  HEALTH  FORCED  HIM  TO  RESIGN.  In  THE 

Early  Settlers  Association  records  he  is  spoken  of  as  "one  of  Cleveland's 

BEST  KNOWN  WORKERS  IN  THE  CAUSE  OF  BENEVOLENCE1',  AND  Mr  S  .  PaRELEE  IS  DE¬ 
SCRIBED  AS  "A  WOMAN  OF  QUIET  MANNERS,  OF  UNUSUALLY  GOOD  JUDGEMENT  AND 
EXECUTIVE  ABILITY".  ThEY  LIVED  AT  444  GlDDINGS  AvE.  (nOW  E.  ?1st).  ThEY 
WERE  DEVOTED  MEMBERS  OF  EUCLID  AVENUE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH,  AT  E.  100^  AND 

Euclid,  where  there  is  a  window  in  their  memory.

WHO  ALWAYS  HAD  HAPPY  MEMORIES  OF  THEIR  VISITS  TO  ORANGE.  May  OLIVER  (F^) 
NEVER  PASSED  THEIR  CORNER  WITHOUT  TELLING  HER  CHILDREN  OF  A  FROLIC  IN  THE 
HAYSTACK,  OF  YOUNG  ANIMALS  TO  PLAY  WITH,  OF  THE  FUN  OF  HUNTING  EGGS  IN  THE 
BARNYARD.  Ada  BlACKL I DGE  (A15)  RECALLS  THAT  IN  THE  LATE  WINTER  AS  THE 
YOUNGSTERS  APPROACHED  THE  SUGAR  HOUSE,  THEY  COULD  HEAR  "UNCLE  DOCTOR11 
LUSTILY  SINGING,  "SHOO  FLY,  DON'T  BOTHER  ME",  AS  HE  STIRRED  THE  SAP  IN  THE

California  Gold  Rush  in  l855»  Unfortunately,  there  are  no  "ladies  of 
Bedford"  left  to  recognize  the  handwriting,  but  there  is  much  internal 

EVIDENCE,  AS  WELL  AS  THE  FACT  THAT  IT  HAS  BEEN  PRESERVED  ALL  THESE  YEARS, 

TO  SUPPORT  THE  EDITORS*  THEORY.  JULIA,  UNDOUBTEDLY,  TAUGHT  SCHOOL  BEFORE 
SHE  WAS  MARRIED  AT  22,  AND  IT  COULD  WELL  HAVE  BEEN  THAT  SHE  WAS  LONESOME  IN

Milo  went  to  Hiram  College  in  1853-4  with  Rodney  Hathaway  (C4)  and  Gus 
Pett i bone  (D2).  They  walked  when  the  roads  were  too  muddy  for  a  horse  and 

BUGGY  TO  GET  THROUGH,  AND  THEY  BOARDED  THEMSELVES  WITH  PROVISIONS  BROUGHT 
FROM  HOME.  THEY  LIVED  IN  WHAT  HAS  BEEN  BONNY  CASTLE  INN. 

Milo  is  remembered  as  liking  good  horses,  and  always  having  a  "spanking 
team".  So,  though  we  have  no  record  that  he  did,  we  feel  sure  that  there 

IS  ONE  HISTORIC  EVENT  IN  WHICH  HE  PARTICIPATED.  ThE  WINTER  OF  1855-6  HAD 
ONE  HUNDRED  DAYS  OF  GOOD  SLEIGHING  WEATHER.  NEIGHBORS  BEGAN  TO  GATHER  TO¬ 
GETHER  FOR  A  RIDE  TO  AN  ADJOINING  VILLAGE,  WHICH  PAID  A  RETURN  VISIT  THE 
FOLLOWING  WEEKEND  WITH  A  LARGER  NUMBER  OF  SLEIGHS.  EACH  SUNDAY  MORE  TEAMS 
AND  MORE  TOWNS  TOOK  PART  IN  THE  SPORT.  FINALLY  ON  MARCH  1  9U>  AT  11  A.M., 
HEADED  BY  A  BRASS  BAND  FROM  CLEVELAND,  110  FOUR-HORSE  TEAMS  LEFT  BEDFORD, 
EVERY  SLEIGH  TRIMMED  WITH  FLAGS  AND  BUNTING,  AND  CROWDED  WITH  PEOPLE.  THEY 
WERE  JOINED  BY  60  MORE  VEHICLES  IN  BrECKSV I LLE ,  AND  BY  THE  TIME  THEY 
REACHED  Medina,  the  gathering  place,  THERE  WERE  NEARLY  500  TEAMS  of  four 
HORSES,  A  FEW  OF  EIGHT,  AND  HUNDREDS  OF  ONE-HORSE  CUTTERS,  LOADED  WITH 

5000  PEOPLE.  It  was  a  gala  memory  for  many  people. 

The  Hathaways  farmed  at  the  old  homestead.  Milo  was  a  Trustee  of  the 
Bedford  Disciple  Church,  and  active  in  community  interests.  The  old  home 

WAS  KEPT  IN  THE  FAMILY  UNTIL  LuCY  HATHAWAY'S  DEATH,  A  HAPPY  PLACE  FOR 
FAMILY  REUNIONS  FOR  MANY  YEARS.

Carroll  Parmelee  was  graduated  from  Grand  River  Academy,  Harpersf 1  eld ,  Ohio, 
with  a  B.S.  degree.  On  February  10,  1878,  C.  B.  Lockwood  (a4,F3,F4),  wrote 
James  A.  Garfield,  then  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  "You  may  see  my 
nephew,  Carroll  H.  Parmelee,  passed  the  best  examination  as  cadet  at  West 
Point.

This  was  in  the  days  of  Owen  Wister's  The 
Virginian.  Carroll  sent  home  a  buffalo  robe,  antlers,  cards  shot  full  of 

HOLES  WHEN  SOME  MAN  DID  NOT  "SMILE  WHEN  YOU  CALL  ME  THAT!",  AND  LIKE  THE 

Virginian,  he  married  the  school  teacher.  Mary  Manley  had  lived  all  her 

GIRLHOOD  ALONG  THE  FRONTIER  IN  ARMY  POSTS.  HER  FATHER  HAD  BEEN  SENT  EAST 

with  dispatches  in  June  of  1876,  when  the  Indians  wiped  out  General  Custer's 

CAVALRY  AT  L|TTLE  BlG  HORN,  AND  HER  MOTHER  WAS  THE  ONLY  WOMAN  AT  F OR T 

Lincoln,  Dakota  not  widowed  by  that  battle.  When  Mary  came  to  Buffalo  to 

TEACH,  THE  NEAREST  RAILROAD  WAS  200  MILES  AWAY.  WE  CAN  LOOK  WITH  PRIDE  ON 
THESE  COUSINS  WHO  CARRIED  THEIR  EDUCATION  TO  THE  PIONEERING  WEST. 

Mr.  Parmelee  was  an  eminent  citizen,  not  only  of  Buffalo,  but  of  Wyoming. 

In  1894  he  was  Registrar  of  the  U.S.  Land  Office  in  Buffalo.  He  became 

ONE  OF  THE  EARLY  JUDGES  OF  THE  STATE,  HOLDING  THE  FIRST  SITTINGS  EVER  HELD 
IN  MANY  DISTRICTS.  At  HIS  DEATH  HE  WAS  JUDGE  OF  THE  4^  DISTRICT  COURT  AT 
She  R  I  D AN . 

In  1925  a  young  Cleveland  cousin,  staying  at  a  dude  ranch,  rode  over  the 

MOUNTAINS  TO  CALL  ON  THE  PaRMELEES  AT  THEIR  SUMMER  CABIN.  Mr S .  PARMELEE 
GREETED  THIS  UNEXPECTED  VISITOR  WITH  OPEN  ARMS,  AND  ENTERTAINED  HER  WITH 
DELIGHTFUL  STORIES  OF  THE  LIFE  AND  PEOPLE  OF  THE  AREA,  AND  ALSO,  WITH  MOST 
DELICIOUS  FRESH  DOUGHNUTS.  A  LETTER  HOME  DESCRIBED  THE  VIVID  PERSONALITY, 

"She  has  a  quick  wit  and  great  interest  in  the  people  and  events  around 

HER,  AND  SPARKLES  AND  BUBBLES  CONTINUOUSLY."

Charles  Collins  taught  school  from  1874  to  I89I,  also  helping  his  father 

ON  THE  FARM,  AND  IN  THE  SUGAR  BUSH.  He  UNITED  WITH  THE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH 
IN  1878,  AND  ALL  HIS  LIFE  WAS  A  DEVOTED  MEMBER.  In  THE  BEDFORD  CHURCH  HE 
SERVED  AT  VARIOUS  TIMES  AS  CLERK,  TREASURER,  DEACON  AND  ELDER.  WHEN  HE 
BECAME  TOO  OLD  FOR  THESE  ACTIVITIES,  HE  WAS  MADE  ELDER  EMERITUS. 


The  family  first  lived  across  the  road  from  his  parents.  They  moved  to 
Bedford,  October  17*  1890,  and  this  became  their  permanent  home.  Charles 
worked  for  a  few  years  in  the  Taylor  Chair  Company.  In  1894  he  bought  a 

GROCERY  BUSINESS.  In  THOSE  DAYS  THE  HOURS  WERE  LONG,  BUT  CHARLES  ENJOYED 
THE  WORK  AND  MADE  MANY  FRIENDS  AMONG  HIS  CUSTOMERS.  PEOPLE  OFTEN  SPEAK  TO 
HIS  DAUGHTER  WITH  SOME  NOSTALGIA  FOR  THOSf  EARLY  DAYS,  AND  TELL  HOW  HE 
REWARDED  THEIR  PAYMENT  OF  BILLS  WITH  A  BAG  OF  CANDY.  It  WAS  A  BIG  TREAT 
TO  THE  CHILDREN  OF  THAT  TIME.  ALL  OF  THE  FAMILY  HELPED  IN  THE  BUSINESS  AS 
THEY  WERE  NEEDED,  AND  IT  WAS  EXCELLENT  TRAINING  FOR  THE  CHILDREN. 


When  European  workers  were  coming  to  this  country  in  great  numbers,  many 

TRADED  WITH  CHARLES.  He  HAD  A  FRIENDLY  MANNER  AND  BECAME  QUITE  EXPERT  IN

In  the  West  Dover  Town  Records  and  in  the  earliest  Hathaway  Historian's 
records,  Sally  is  listed  formally  as  Silence.  However,  several  land  deeds 
in  Ohio  speak  of  her  as  "Salina,  alias  Sally”.  Her  marriage  record  reads 
Sally,  her  cemetary  stone  is  inscribed  Sally,  a  Bible  owned  by  a  descendant 
is  signed  Sally,  so  that  we  can  safely  assume  that  the  name  she  preferred 
was  "Sally”. 

George  Comstock,  Jr.  was  a  first  cousin  of  Joseph  Comstock,  the  husband  of 
Sally's  sister,  Nancy  (Family  D).  He  owned  a  farm  in  Independence,  but 
according  to  the  Comstock  Family  he  lost  his  property  "bailing  a  sheriff”. 
We  know  that  in  1844  a  suit  was  filed  against  him  and  two  other  men  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  that  his  property  was  sold  by  order  of  the  Court 
in  1849.  It  was  not  uncommon  in  the  days  before  adequate  banks  and  before 

THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  BANKRUPTCY  COURT,  THAT  MEN  SIGNED  A  NOTE  FOR  A 
"FRIEND”,  WERE  HELD  LIABLE  WHEN  HE  DID  NOT  MAKE  GOOD,  OFTEN  SUFFERING  WHEN 
HE  WAS  ABLE  TO  GET  FREE  OF  ANY  FURTHER  RESPONSIBILITY. 

However,  the  Comstocks  were  not  left  penniless,  for  the  following  year 
THEY  WERE  ABLE  TO  BUY,  IN  SALLY'S  NAME,  40  ACRES  IN  BEDFORD  TOWNSHIP  FOR 
$910,  LYING  "NORTH  AND  EAST  OF  THE  PlTTSBURG  TURNPIKE”,  BETWEEN  THE  LAND 

of  Levi  Marble  and  Jekiel  Dunham,  and  "including  the  grave  of  Charles 
Goodrich”.  (Dr.  Goodrich  had  come  to  Bedford  before  1830,  but  practiced 

ONLY  A  FEW  YEARS  BEFORE  HE  FELL  A  VICTIM  TO  THE  CHOLERA  |N  1 832 . ) 

After  George’s  death,  Sally  sold  this  farm  to  her  son,  Rogers,  for  $1 , 

WHICH  PROBABLY  INCLUDED  SUPPORT  FOR  HERSELF  THE  REST  OF  HER  LIFE.  THIS 
DEED  WAS  WITNESSED  BY  THE  NEWLY  MARRIED  CHARLES  AND  JULIA  LOCKWOOD  (A4). 

George  and  Sally  Comstock  joined  the  Bedford  Disciple  Church  in  1837,  and

Alden  Comstock  was  a  prominent  merchant  of  Bedford  and  served  as  Township 
Trustee  from  1856  thru  60,  He  was  appointed  Captain  and  Assistant  Quarter- 
Master  of  Volunteers,  September  8,  1864  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  on  March27, 
1866.  The  Comstock  Family  says  "he  was  the  first  Quartermaster  to  enter 
Richmond  after  it  was  taken,  and  for  some  time  after  Lee's  surrender,  he 

NOT  ONLY  ISSUED  RATIONS,  BUT  PROVIDED  ADEQUATELY  FOR  THE  STARVING  CITIZENS". 

He  was  mustered  out  May  31,  1866.  On  January  20,  1876,  he  was  made 
Brigadier  General  of  the  newly  reorganized  Ohio  State  Guard,  assigned  to 
the  staff  of  Colonel  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  then  Governor  of  Ohio.  From  the

Alden  and  Caroline  Comstock  joined  the  Bedford  Disciple  Church  in  1849. 

Mrs.  Comstock  was  an  active  member  of  its  Female  Benevolent  Sewing  Society, 
formed  in  1848,  and  was  elected  its  secretary,  March  1849.  From  the  manu¬ 
script  material  in  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  we  learn  of  this 
group,  "Being  desirous  of  doing  something  though  it  be  but  little  to 

BENEFIT  THIS  CONGREGATION  AND  TO  PROMOTE  THE  GENERAL  GOOD  OF  OUR  COMMUNITY,

THE  PRICE  OF  ARTICLES".  LISTED  IN  THE  RECORDS  ARE  "2  SHIRTS  -  3*25,  3 
COLLARS  FOR  GENTLEMAN  -  .37,  3  CAPS  FOR  LADIES  -  .75,  8  PR.  OF  SMALL 
STOCKINGS  -  2.00,  4  PR.  OF  SOCKS  -  1.50".  FURTHER  ADMONISHMENTS  INCLUDE 
"THERE  SHALL  BE  NO  CONVERSATION  OURING  THE  MEETING  EXCEPT  WHAT  IS  NECESSARY 
TO  PROSECUTE  THE  WORK  AND  SHALL  BENEFIT  MEMBERS.  OUR  REFRESHMENTS  MUST  BE

the  Mehor’al  Record  of  the  County  of  Cuyahoga,  we  learn  that  Alden  was 

MARRIED  WHEN  27  YEARS  OLD,  SO  THAT  THE  SUMMER  OF  1 824  SEEMS  A  FAIR  GUESS. 

Equally  puzzling  is  how,  when  and  where  Alden  and  Annie  met,  for  she

The  Benedicts  were  married  at  the  Cataract  House  in  Newburgh  and  started 
housekeeping  in  Bedford.  Lanric's  grandfather,  Daniel,  had  come  to

After  the  war,  Rodney  developed  a  prosperous  fruit  farm  on  Dunham  Road, 
Bedford  Township,  21  acres  in  apples,  8  acres  in  pears,  2  in  peaches  and 
1  in  plums.  One  season  he  harvested  7000  bushels  of  apples.  In  his  green¬ 
house  HE  CONTINUALLY  EXPERIMENTED  IN  IMPROVING  HORTICULTURE. 


The  Hathaways  were  members  of  the  Bedford  Disciple  Church,  where  he  served 
as  an  Elder  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  He  was  a  fine  speaker

According  to  family  tradition,  Edwin  Hathaway  served  in  the  67-  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry  with  his  brother,  caught  fever  and  died  in  camp.  From 
Rodney’s  history  of  the  regiment  we  know  that  he  did  not  enlist  from 
Bedford  in  1861,  and  he  is  not  included  in  the  Ohio  Civil  War  records. 
There  is  an  'Elmer1'  from  Cuyahoga  County  listed  missing  in  action  near 
Richmond.  Since  we  have  found  no  further  sign  of  an  Elmer  Hathaway  in 
northeastern  Ohio,  we  assume  that  Edwin  joined  the  regiment  in  the  field 
where  records  were  undoubtedly  ill  kept,  and  that  this  "Elmer"  on  the

Nancy  Hathaway  was  described  as  a  "very  fine  singer”  in  Pioneer  Women ,  and 
"a  woman  of  decideo  force  of  character,  as  were  all  her  sisters"  by  Speer 
in  his  Sketches,  which  no  doubt  reflect  her  son's  recollections  of  her. 
Joseph  Comstock  came  to  Independence  with  his  parents  in  1810.  His  father 

DIED  THE  SAME  YEAR,  AND  IT  SEEMS  LIKELY  THAT  HE  AND  NANCY  SPENT  THEIR 
SHORT  MARRIED  LIFE  WITH  HIS  MOTHER  AND  BROTHERS  ON  THE  COMSTOCK  FARM,  LOT 

2,  Tract  4.  He  is  probably  buried  in  the  Old  Indian  Cemetary,  in  what  is 
now  Valley  View,  where  his  father's  stone  is  one  of  the  few  remaining. 


At  his  death,  the  property  allowed  the  widow,  Nancy  H.  Comstock,  by  the 
Court  for  the  family's  support  for  one  year  was  200  pounds  of  pork,  40 
bushels  of  CORN,  15  bushels  of  potatoes  and  leather  for  4  pairs  of  shoes* 
In  the  census  of  1830,  Nancy  was  living  at  her  father's  with  her  three

The  Parkinsons  had  come  to  Bedford  about  1837  and  bought  land  on  State 
Roao,  now  Broadway,  at  the  site  of  the  present  Jack  and  Heintz  plant  #5. 
They  built  a  large  two-story,  two-winged,  frame  house  of  hand  hewn  beams, 

PUT  TOGETHER  WITH  WOODEN  PEGS,  ThIS  PROVIDED  FOUR  BEDROOMS  DOWNSTAIRS, 
BESIDES  A  LARGE  FRONT  HALL,  PARLOR,  DINING  ROOM,  PANTRY  AND  KITCHEN  WITH 
ATTACHED  WOODSHED.  UPSTAIRS  THERE  WAS  A  HUGE  FRONT  BEDROOM  AND  TWO  SMALLER 
BEDROOMS.  Very  LIKELY  it  WAS  PLANNED  TO  BE  OPERATED  AS  AN  INN,  WHICH  IT 
WAS  FOR  MANY  YEARS. 

Into  this  house  "Julyan"  came  as  a  bride  to  make  it  not  only  the  center  of 

SOCIAL  LIFE  FOR  THE  COMMUNITY,  BUT  ALSO  A  HAVEN  FOR  GENERATIONS  OF  HER 
FAMILY.  She  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  LARGELY  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  RUNNING  THE  INN,  WHILE 
Reuben  farmed,  worked  on  the  construction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 

WHOSE  RIGHT  OF  WAY  WENT  THROUGH  HIS  LAND,  AND  OWNED  AN0  OPERATED  A  BOAT 

on  the  Ohio  Canal.  Captain  Parkinson  was  Township  Trustee  from  1871  through 
1874.  Julia  Ann  had  joined  the  Disciple  Church  in  1838.  Fellowship  was 
withdrawn  for  dancing  (perhaps  in  the  call  of  duty  as  hostess  of  the  Inn?), 
BUT  SHE  WAS  RECLAIMED  IN  1848  AND  WAS  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  BEDFORD  FEMALE 

Benevolent  Sewing  Society  (see  B1). 

During  Julia  Ann's  lifetime,  the  home  sheltered  Electa  Parkinson,  who  died 
in  1865  aged  78;  Robert  Parkinson,  who  died  in  1874  aged  92;  F  itch  Comstock, 
HER  UNCLE,  WHO  DIED  IN  1884  AGED  77?  HER  STEP-BROTHER  AND  SISTER,  GuS  AND 
Lauretta  Pettibone,  who  were  left  orphans  at  an  early  age;  and  Julia  Ann's

Gus  Pettibone's  mother  died  when  he  was  eight  years  old,  and  his  father 
went  to  Wisconsin  three  years  later,  where  shortly  after  he  died.  We  can 
assume  that  Gus  grew  up  at  the  home  of  his  half  sister,  Julia  Ann  Comstock 
Parkinson  (D1)  in  Bedford,  for  family  tradition  credits  him  with  planting 
four  locust  trees  on  her  farm.  He  joined  the  Bedford  Disciple  Church  in 
1852,  AND  WENT  TO  HlRAM  COLLEGE  WITH  H|S  COUSINS  M|LO  (A5)  AND  RODNEY  (C4) 
Hathaway  for  the  year  l853*"4.  There  Gus  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Delphic  Literary  Society,  and  took  part  in  various  debates.  It  is  recorded 
that  he  upheld  the  affirmative  of  "Resolved,  That  the  present  circumstances 
of  Europe  furnish  reasons  to  expect  an  essential  amelioration  of  human 
affairs".  Milo  Hathaway  recalled  his  absorption  in  his  studies.  One  day 

WHEN  HE  WAS  LOST  IN  A  BOOK,  HE  WAS  ABSENT-MINDEDLY  EATING  MUSH  WHICH  HIS 
ROOMMATES  KNEW  HAD  TURNED  SOUR.  FINALLY  THEY  ASKED  HIM  HOW  HE  LIKED  IT. 

GUS  FAIRLY  SHOUTED  HIS  REPLY,  "It'S  THE  DAMNEDEST  STUFF  I  EVER  ATE!" 


The  next  year  he  transferred  to  the  University  of  Michigan,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  l859«  He  read  law  with  Jonathan  E.  Arnold  in  Milwaukee, 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  and  started  practicing  in  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin. 

In  1861  he  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  as  a  private.  He  was  promoted  to 
2nd  Lieutenant,  Captain  and  Major  in  the  20^>  Regiment  of  the  Wisconsin 
Infantry.  He  was  twice  wounded,  and  it  was  probably  on  one  of  his  sick 

LEAVES,  VISITING  THE  PARKINSONS,  THAT  HE  MARRIED  SARAH  YOUNG. 


After  the  War  the  Major  returned  to  Ohio  for  a  short  time.  A  letter 

WRITTEN  BY  AZORA  VARNEY  LOCKWOOD  (F3)  ON  OCTOBER  25 i  1865  FROM  SOLON,  OHIO 
SAYS,  "GUS  AND  SARAH  WERE  HERE  LAST  NIGHT.  THEY  LEAVE  FOR  THE  SOUTH  |N

The  Major  became  active  in  politics  immediately  on  his  arrival  in  the 
south.  He  was  Alderman  of  Greeneville  1866-68,  presidential  elector  on

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THE  FIRST  JUDICIAL  CIRCUIT  OF  TENNESSEE  IN  1869  AND  70.  He  WAS  APPOINTED 

assistant  U.S.  District  Attorney  for  the  eastern  district  of  the  state  on 
December  27,  1871  and  served  in  that  position  until  1888.  He  was  presi¬ 
dential  elector  on  the  Republican  ticket  of  Hayes  and  Wheeler  in  1876, 

UNSUCCESSFUL  CANDIDATE  FOR  ELECTION  IN  1  878  TO  THE  46!*  CONGRESS,  AND 
DELEGATE  TO  THC  REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  CONVENTION  AT  CHICAGO  IN  l880.  It  MUST 
HAVE  BEEN  WITH  CONSIDERABLE  ENTHUSIASM  THAT  HE  SAW  THIS  DEADLOCKED  CON¬ 
VENTION  swing  to  James  A.  Garfield,  who  had  been  his  teacher  at  Hiram  and 
his  comr ade-at-arms  during  the  War.  While  his  vigorous  campaigning  did 
not  win  Tennessee  for  the  Republicans,  it  did  make  the  Major  a  conspicuous 
figure,  and  he  was  elected  as  Representative  to  the  47!*,  48!*  and  49!* 
Congresses  and  served  from  1881  to  l887»  He  was  not  a  candidate  for  re- 
election.  Mr.  Gower  (see  below)  says  of  him,  "he  was  an  eloquent  speaker

BUILT  SEPARATE  HOMES  IS  CLEAR  FROM  THE  1 830  CENSUS,  WHICH  L.STS  SAMUEL 

and  William  each  as  head  of  a  household.  The  Brecksville  Centenniel 
History  notes  that  "Samuel  Varney  built  a  mill  near  the  west  line  of  the 
Township,"  on  the  Chippewa  River  which  was  noted  for  its  mill  privileges. 

Samuel  and  Damaris  sold  their  Brecksville  property  (home  and  72  acres)

WAR  MONUMENTS  AT  Tw I NSBURG ,  BEDFORD,  AND  CLEVELAND  PUBLIC  SQUARE. 

He  WAS  MARRIED  WHILE  ON  FURLOUGH,  BEFORE  THE  VIRGINIA  CAMPAIGN.  ALICE 

Lucy  Thompson  had  been  only  16  when  her  mother  died,  and  her  young  cares 

HAD  BEEN  MANY,  AS  SHE  WAS  THE  ELDEST  DAUGHTER,  WITH  FIVE  YOUNGER  CHILDREN 
INCLUDING  A  BABY  SISTER,  SUSAN.  HER  HOME  TOWN,  HUDSON,  WAS  IN  HER  YOUNG 
DAYS  THE  SEAT  OF  WESTERN  RESERVE  UNIVERSITY  (THEN  WESTERN  RESERVE  COLLEGE, 
INCORPORATED  18^6)  AND  MANY  OF  HER  CHILDHOOD  FRIENDS  BECAME  FAMOUS,  AMONG 

them,  President  James  A.  Garfield,  Dr.  Josiah  Strong  and  Jane  Addams  of 
Hull  House.  Alice  Lucy  was  graduated  from  Rockford  College,  Illinois  at 
AGE  26,  AND  WAS  28  WHEN  SHE  MARRIED.  ThE  BlBLE  AND  THE  DICTIONARY,  SHE 
OFTEN  SAID,  WERE  THE  TWO  BOOKS  SHE  STUDIED  MOST  OFTEN. 

The  first  two  children  of  Sidney  and  Alice  were  born  at  Hudson,  and  then 
early  in  1869  they  started  west,  stopping  a  year  or  so  in  Missouri.  Notice 

OF  A  CHURCH  TRANSFER  PLACES  THEM  FOR  A  TIME  AT  IONA,  DECEMBER  1 6 ,  l85W,  AND 

Cape  Girardeau,  was  another  stopping  place.  They  left  Missouri  in  April 
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187"!  with  the  St.  Louis  Company,  for  Evans,  Colorado,  then  the  County  Seat 
of  Weld  County. 

Their  early  years  in  Colorado  have  been  described  in  a  paper  written  for 
a  Pioneer  Story  Contest,  held  in  1944  by  the  Colorado  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs.  Their  daughter,  Julia  Varney  Marshall,  won  a  Secono  Prize  for  her 

ENTRY  IN  THE  CONTEST  AND  WE  QUOTE  GRATEFULLY: 

"When  they  arrived  in  Evans  they  found  a  thriving  little  city,  for 

SOME  TIME  THE  TERMINUS  OF  THE  UNION  PACIFIC  AND  PROVIDED  WITH  ROUND  HOUSE 
AND  SHOPS.  Not  a  DWELLING  HOUSE  WAS  TO  BE  FOUND  IN  TOWN  THAT  COULD  BE 
RENTED.  ON  THE  COMPLETION  OF  THE  RAILROAD  TO  DENVER,  THE  ROUND  HOUSE  HAD 
BEEN  ABANDONED.  THREE  FAMILIES  WERE  ALREADY  LIVING  IN  IT,  BUT  THE  VARNEYS 
MANAGED  TO  SECURE  A  STALL  FOR  THEIR  NEW  HOME. 

"There  were  no  bridges  across  the  Platte  River  and  few  good  roads. 

Mr.  Varney  secured  work  in  helping  build  the  first  Evans-LaSalle  bridge. 

At  this  time  Evans  was  still  known  as  the  'St.  Louis  Colony'  to  the  first 

SETTLERS. 

"Mrs.  Varney  was  ill  with  lung  trouble  and  doctors  and  friends  pro¬ 
tested  against  the  trip  to  Colorado  because  they  feared  she  would  never 
live  to  get  through.  Soon  her  health  began  to  improve  and  she  lived  to  be 

NINETY  YEARS  OLD  . 

"While  the  family  still  lived  in  the  round  house,  they  needed  some 

HAY  FOR  THE  HORSE  THEY  had  ACQUIRED,  SO  THEY  MADE  A  TRIP  DOWN  THE  PLATTE 

River  in  search  of  some.  They  hitched  the  horse  to  the  buckboard  and  put 

THE  CHILDREN  IN  AND  STARTED  ADVENTURING.  ThERE  WERE  NO  ROADS,  SO  THEY 
FOLLOWED  THE  BED  OF  THE  RIVER.  AFTER  AWHILE  THEY  CAME  UPON  SOME  FINE 
MEADOW  HAY  AT  THE  ShIBLEY  HOMESTEAD.  THEY  WERE  CORDIALLY  WELCOMED  BY  THE 
LONELY  HOMESTEADERS  AND  SPENT  THREE  WEEKS  WITH  THEIR  NEW  FRIENDS.  WHILE 
THERE,  THEY  HAD  THEIR  FIRST  INDIAN  SCARE.  WORD  CAME  BY  COURIER  THAT  THE 

Indians  had  risen  and  that  a  party  of  them  was  coming  in  their  direction. 
Everyone  took  refuge  in  the  log  house,  the  men  armed  themselves  and  all 

WAITED  ANXIOUSLY  -  BUT  NO  INDIANS  APPEARED;  THEY  HAD  CROSSED  THE  RIVER 
SOME  MILES  BELOW  THIS  HOMESTEAD.  To  THE  EASTERNERS,  FRESH  FROM  CIVILIZA¬ 
TION,  IT  WAS  A  THRILLING  EXPERIENCE,  BUT  ONLY  THE  FIRST  OF  MANY  SUCH  EVENTS 

"During  the  summer  of  1871»  T HE  Varneys  took  a  trip  to  Estes  Park 

WITH  FOUR  OTHER  FAMILIES.  ONE  DAY  THEY  FOUND  A  MAN  LYING  BY  THE  ROAD-SIDE 
WITH  PART  OF  HIS  SCALP  GONE  AND  IN  TERRIBLE  CONDITION  FROM  AN  ENCOUNTER 
WITH  A  MOUNTAIN  LION. 

"In  1874  Mr.  Varney  homesteaded  160  acres  and  also  took  another  160 

ACRES  AS  a  TREE-CLAIM  JUST  ABOUT  A  MILE  SOUTH  OF  WHERE  THE  TOWN  LaSaLLE 

now  is.  There  was  quite  a  settlement  in  this  district  and  a  school  and 

TEACHER  WERE  VERY  MUCH  NEEDED.  Mr  S  .  VARNEY,  BEING  A  COLLEGE  GRADUATE,  WAS 
PREVAILED  UPON  TO  TEACH  A  LITTLE  SCHOOL  WHICH  WAS  BUILT  ABOUT  A  HALF  MILE 
FROM  THEIR  HOME  .  .  . 

"One  day  the  men  of  the  whole  community  had  been  called  out  to  work 

ON  A  NEW  DITCH.  ALL  OVER  THIS  SPARSELY  SETTLED  COUNTRY  IN  LITTLE  WIDELY 
SEPARATED  HOUSES,  THE  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN  WERE  LEFT  FOR  THE  DAY.  TlHE  LITTLE 
FC1K  CAME  PLODDING  ACROSS  THE  PRAIRIE  TO  SCHOOL  AS  USUAL.  ABOUT  TEN  0  *  C  L  0  C 
ON  THIS  MORNiNG,  Mr  S .  VARNEY  LOOKED  OUT  OF  THE  WINDOW,  SAW  SOME  T1NV  SPECKS 
APPEAR  ON  THE  HORIZON  THAT  SOON  RESOLVED  INTO  A  BIG  BUNCH  OF  RAPIDLY  RIDING 
HORSEMEN  s  HER  HEART  'STOOD  IN  HER  MOUTH '  BUT  SHE  CONTINUED  THE  LESSON  AS 
CALMLY  AS  SHE  COULD,  WH'LE  SHE  LOCKED  THE  DOORS  AND  CLOSED  THE  WINDOWS.  As 
THE  HORSEMEN  DREW  NEARER  SHE  COULD  SEE  THEY  HAD  DEPLOYED  IN  A  WIDE  CIRCLE 
AND  WERE  SURROUNDING  THE  SCHOOL  HOUSE... 
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"Then  began  two  hours  that  would  try  the  mettle  of  any  woman  trusted 

WITH  THE  CARE  AND  VERY  LIVES  OF  A  SCORE  OF  LITTLE  CHILDREN.  ThE  GREAT 
MOVING  CIRCLE  OF  HORSEMEN  STILL  RIDING  HARD  BEGAN  TO  NARROW  DOWN  IN  EVER- 
DECREASING  CIRCLES  TOWARD  THE  LITTLE  SCHOOLHOUSE  IN  THE  CENTER,  UNTIL 
FINALLY  THE  PAINTED  FACES  AND  FEATHERED  HEADDRESSES  OF  THE  INDIANS  WERE 

all  too  easily  recognized...  As  they  drew  nearer  they  began  an  unearthly 

AND  TERRIFYING  NOISE.  FINALLY  WHEN  THEY  WERE  CLOSE  AROUNO  THE  BUILDING 
THEY  DISMOUNTED,  PEERED  IN  WINDOWS,  TR1EO  THE  DOOR,  THEN  WITHDREW  A  LITTLE 
AND  HELD  A  WHISPERED  CONSULTATION.  ThE  BRAVE  LITTLE  SCHOOL  MISTRESS,  WITH 
THE  TERRIFIED  CHILDREN  HUDDLED  CLOSE  AROUND  HER,  DID  HER  BEST  TO  QUIET  AND 
CALM  THEM,  THOUGH  HER  OWN  HEART  WAS  FULL  OF  DEADLY  FEAR.  THEN  WHEN  THE 
STRAIN  HAD  REACHED  SNAPPING  TENSION,  THE  HORSEMEN  MOUNTED  SUDDENLY  AND 
WITH  FINAL  HAIR  RAISING  YELLS,  RODE  AWAY.  ThE  TEACHER  AND  CHILDREN  DARED 
NOT  STIR  FOR  MANY  MJNUTES  FOR  FEAR  IT  WAS  A  HOAX  TO  COAX  THEM  OUTSIDE. 

But  when  they  did  venture  to  the  windows,  there  was  no  sign  of  Indians  far 

OR  NEAR,  AND  THE  DAY  WAS  AS  QUIET  AS  BEFORE  THE  INTRUSION. 

"'Well,  school  was  over  for  that  day,  anyway,  as  far  as  I  was  con¬ 
cerned,'  Mrs.  Varney  said.  'I  tied  the  children's  sunbonnets  on,  and 

FOUND  THEIR  LITTLE  tin  PAILS,  BUT  I  HARDLY  DARED  SEE  THEM  SET  FORTH.  SOME 
LIVED  IN  ONE  DIRECTION  AND  SOME  IN  ANOTHER  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  HOUSE.  AFTER 
I  HAD  LET  THEM  GO,  I  WAS  SORRY  I  HAD  STARTED  THEM.  As  LONG  AS  I  COULD  SEE 
THEIR  LITTLE  PLODDING  FIGURES,  I  DARTED  BACK  AND  FORTH  FROM  WINDOWS  ON 
ONE  SIDE  OF  THE  HOUSE  TO  THOSE  ON  THE  OTHER  SIDE,  TO  BE  SURE  THEIR  BONNETS 
STILL  BOBBED  ALONG  PEACEFULLY.  THEN  I  WAS  TOO  WEAK-KNEED  TO  MOVE  FOR 
HOURS. ' 

"The  same  experience  as  that  of  the  school  mistress  was  repeated  on 

A  NUMBER  OF  THE  ISOLATED  HOMESTEADS  WHERE  THE  WOMEN  WERE  ALONE  IN  THE 
HOUSES,  BUT  IN  NO  CASE  DID  THE  INDIANS  ENTER.  WHEN  THE  MEN  RETURNED  FROM 
WORK  THAT  EVENING  TO  HYSTERICAL  WIVES  AND  LJTTLE  ONES,  THE  INDIGNATION  OF 
THE  COMMUNITY  WAS  GREAT. 

The  next  day  a  band  of  armed  men,  fathers  and  husbands,  scoured  the 

COUNTRY  FOR  MISCHIEVOUS  INDIANS,  BUT  NEVER  A  REDSKIN  D|D  THEY  FIND..  .A 
RUMOR  SPREAD  AND  GAINED  CREDENCE  THAT  THE  WHOLE  AFFAIR  HAD  BEEN  A  PJECE  OF 
MISCHIEF  OF  A  BAND  OF  COWPUNCHERS  FROM  ONE  OF  THE  BIG  RANCHES,  WHO  HAD 

oressed  IN  Indian  clothes  and  painted  up,  pretending  an  Indian  raid,  for  a 
lark.  They  knew  the  men  were  away  and  that  the  women  and  children  would 
defenseless.  Whether  or  not  the  rumor  was  true,  it  was  a  cruel  hoax... 

AND  COST  THE  LIFE  OF  ONE  WOMAN,  Mr S  .  THEODORE  CALLAHAN,  WHO  WAS  SO  TER- 
R1FIEO  THAT  SHE  FLED  ACROSS  THE  FIELDS  TO  A  NEIGHBOR'S  HOUSE,  DYING  OF 
HEART  FAILURE  WHEN  SHE  REACHED  THERE." 

When  Mrs.  Varney  was  85,  a  tribute  to  her  appeared  in  the  Greeley  Tribune 
of  June  30*  1921:  "Occasionally  in  every  neighborhood  there  is  some  fine 

MAN  OR  WOMAN  WHO  TOWERS  HEAD  AND  SHOULDERS  ABOVE  THE  REST  IN  A  SPIRITUAL 
OR  AN  INTELLECTUAL  SENSE.  ONCE  IN  AN  AGE  THERE  IS  SOME  WOMAN  WHOSE  YEARS 
REST  LIGHTLY  UPON  HER  IN  SPITE  OF  THEIR  WEIGHT  OF  ACCOMPLISHMENT,  AND  WHO 
KEEPS  HER  LIFELONG  ABILITY  TO  MOTHER  EVERY  CHILD  OLD  OR  YOUNG.  HER 
GRACIOUS  WOMANHOOD  AND  CROWN  OF  YEARS  ARE  HONORED  BY  AN  ENTIRE  COMMUNITY. 

Such  a  woman  is  Mrs.  Alice  Varney  of  LaSalle,  Colorado.  Her  p  h  v  s  i  c  a  l. 

HEALTH,  HER  MENTAL  CLARITY,  HER  SWEET  GRAC  i  O'JSNESS  ARE  ALWAYS  MATTERS  OF 
WONDER  TO  HER  FRIENDS,  WHO  ARE  MANY  IN  NUMBER." 

Through  all  her  long  and  eventful  life  she  kept  a  warm  interest  in  her 
husband's  far  scattered  brothers  and  sisters  and  other  relatives,  and  every 
Hathaway  historian  has  been  grateful  for  the  family  records  she  kept. 
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Without  them,  this  book  could  not  have  been  written.

Isaac  M.  Varney  of  McClean  County,  Illinois  in  February  1867,  purchased 
land  at  Heyworth  in  that  county  for  $90,  "lot  five  and  north  half  of  lot 
8  in  block  5  in  Frisby's  addition  to  the  town  of  Heyworth".  By  improve¬ 
ments  OF  THE  PROPERTY  BEFORE  HIS  DEATH  ONLY  NINE  YEARS  LATER,  IT  WAS 

TRIPLED  IN  VALUE  . 

Guardianship  for  the  five  children  (the  oldest  then  16)  was  arranged  in 
August  1876,  three  guardians  appointed:  James  B.  Robertshaw  of  Bloomington 
and  James  McFarland  and  James  Noble.  The  guardianship  papers  were  filed 
February  16,  1 877 ,  by  Sarah  Varney,  the  widow,  then  residing  at  Randolph, 
Illinois,  (McClean  County).  The  youngest  child,  Hattie,  was  adopted  into 
a  Powell  family,  and  became  Jessie  Louise  Powell. 

Isaac's  land  at  Heyworth  was  sold  in  1882,  the  payment  divioed  equally 
between  his  four  then  living  heirs,  his  wife  and  eldest  son  no  longer 
living.  His  daughter,  Laura  Belle,  was  Then  living  at  Mt .  Pulaski  (Logan 
County)  and  her  brothers,  Manford  and  Joseph,  were  also  then  located  in 
Logan  County.  The  real  estate  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  after

SEVERAL  TIMES  MENTIONED  IN  LETTERS  OP  ROYAL  AND  AZORA  VARNEY,  AS  THEN  A 
RESIDENT  OP  ILLINOIS,  DURING  ClVIL  WAR  YEARS. 

William  Varney,  Harty’s  2nd  husband,  came  to  Ohio  in  l8l6  or  l8l7i  with  his 

PARENTS,  AND  HIS  FIRST  YEARS  IN  OHIO  WERE  SPENT  IN  A  QUAKER  COMMUNITY  AT 

Mt .  Pleasant  or  in  that  vicinity  (Jefferson  Co.).  Age  13  or  16  when  his 
FATHER  DIED,  HE  HAD  MANY  EARLY  RESPONSIBILITIES.  He  WAS  24  WHEN  HE  MADE 
HIS  FIRST  PURCHASE  OP  LAND,  JUNE  29,  1826,  IN  CUYAHOGA  Co.,  AT  BrECKSVILLE, 

WHERE  HE  REMAINED  A  PARMER  UNTIL  RETIREMENT,  WHEN  THEY  MOVED  TO  NEWBURGH, 

A  FEW  YEARS  BEFORE  HIS  OEATH.  HiS  PURCHASE  AT  BrECKSVILLE  WAS  MADE  WITH 
HIS  OLDER  BROTHER,  SAMUEL  JEWETT  VARNEY,  WHO  MARRIED  IN  1828  HaRTY's  SISTER 

Damaris,  (Family  E).  The  Census  of  1830  shows  that  William  and  Samuel  had 

SEPARATE  HOMES,  WHICH  WERE  JUST  ACROSS  THE  ROAD  FROM  EACH  OTHER,  WlLLJAM 
THEN  HEAD  OF  HOUSEHOLD  WITH  HIS  MOTHER  AND  YOUNGER  BROTHER,  ABEL,  Jr. 
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William  and  Harty  might  have  been  acquainted  as  early  as  1823,  when  his 
sister  Anna  married  Harty’s  brother,  3:las  Ai.den  Hathaway  (Family  C)  ,  but 
at  that  time  William  and  his  mother  and  younger  brothers  were  at  Salem, 
Ohio,  Columbiana  County.  They  surely  met  in  1826,  and  descendants  of 
William  and  Harty  must  believe  Alonzo  White  a  very  capable  and  memorable 

YOUNG  MAN,  WHO  DELAYED  HaRTY's  MARRIAGE  TO  WlLLlAM  SO  MANY  YEARS.  WE  ARE 
ALSO  OF  A  MIND  THAT  HER  SECOND  MARRIAGE  WAS  VERY  HAPPY. 


William  Varney  joined  the  Disciple  Church  after  his  marriage  to  Harty,  but 

HE  KEPT  CERTAIN  QUAKER  CUSTOMS  AND  WAYS  OF  SPEECH  ALL  HIS  LIFE,  AND 
IMPRESSED  ALL  HIS  FAMILY  WITH  RESPECT  FOR  QUAKER  PHILOSOPHY.  H|S  SON-IN- 

LAW,  C.B.  Lockwood  once  remarked  that  the  best  thing  he  had  done  for  race 

DEVELOPMENT  WAS  TO  MARRY  A  QUAKER  GIRL. 

In  1853  or  *54,  Harty  and  William  took  a  trip  to  Vermont,  taking  with  them 
their  younger  daughter,  Lucele,  then  age  ten,  who  wrote  years  later  that 

SHE  LOOKED  BACK  ON  THAT  TRIP  AS  OF  MORE  VALUE  THAN  ANY  YEAR'S  SCHOOLING. 

We  wonder  whether  they  visited  the  birthplace  of  Harty  in  southern  Vermont 
and  of  William  in  the  north  of  the  state  where  we  know  he  had  uncles, 
aunts  and  COUS  I  NS. 


Harty  was  a  devoted  and  strict  mother.  "If  you  children  aren't  good,"  she 

WOULD  SAY,  "I  WILL  TAKE  TO  THE  WOODS!"  ANO  HER  CHILDREN  HEARD  THAT  WITH 
REAL  ALARM.  HER  LESSONS  IN  GOOD  HOUSEKEEPING  BEGAN  FOR  HER  DAUGHTERS  AT 
AN  EARLY  AGE.  AZORA  WAS  ONCE  CALLED  HOME  FROM  SCHOOL  MID— MORNING  BY  A 
NOTE  SENT  IN  TO  HER  TEACHER,  AND  SHE  RAN  THE  2  OR  3  MILES  HOME  EAGERLY 
HOPING  TO  FIND  VISITING  RELATIVES.  SHE  ARRIVED  BREATHLESS,  FOUND  HER 
MOTHER  BUSY  IN  THE  KITCHEN,  AND  WAS  TOLD  CALMLY  THAT  SHE  HAD  NEGLECTED  TO 
CLEAN  HER  HAIR-BRUSH  THAT  MORNING. 


Harty  and  Azora  made  a  trip  west  in  1863  to  visit  relatives  in  Illinois,

guess!"  That  trip  was  saddened,  however,  by  Royal's  serious  illness,  and 

HIS  DEATH  OCCURRED  A  FEW  MONTHS  LATER.

The  middle  initial  of  Royal's  name  appears  on  some  records,  but  in  no 
remaining  family  records,  and  we  can  only  guess  the  initial  W.  stood  for 
William. 


Royal  began  study  of  dentistry  and  medicine  in  18 37  or  earlier,  and  gradu¬ 
ated  from  what  is  now  the  Medical  School  of  Western  Reserve  University  in 
1863.  He  was  a  student  for  several  years  before  I863  with  Dr.  William  H. 

Atkinson  (l8l3“l891),  WHO  WAS  LOCATED  in  CLEVELAND  FOR  SOME  YEARS  BEFORE 

the  Civil  War  and  afterward  in  N.Y.  City.  Dr.  Atkinson  was  in  i860  the 
second  President  of  the  American  Dental  Association  (now  the  Nat’l)  and 
the  Association  met  in  his  Cleveland  offices  in  the  year  1862.  Royal  was 

not  only  studying  with  him  at  that  time,  but  also  living  in  his  home  as  a 

boarder,  at  54  Euclid  Avenue.  A  biography  of  Atkinson  appears  in  H.L. 
Ambler's  History  of  Dentistry  in  Cleveland.  The  personality  of  Dr. 
Atkinson  is  there  described  as  "eccentric,  aggressive,  progressive  and 
magnetic",  ardently  a  follower  of  Swendenborg,  and  often  he  declared  that 

HIS  GIFT  OF  ELOQUENCE  AND  HIS  ADVANCED  IDEAS  CAME  TO  HIM  BY  INSPIRATION 

FROM  THE  ANGELS.  H|S  HOME  IN  NEW  YORK  AFTER  THE  WAR  IS  DESCRIBED  AS  "THE 

RALLYING  POINT  FOR  THE  PROFESSION  FROM  ALL  OVER  THE  WORLD".  WE  MAY  BE 
SURE  THAT  HIS  EARLIER  HOME  IN  CLEVELAND  WAS  NOT  DULL  FOR  HIS  BOARDER 
STUDENT. 


Royal  enlisted  March  11,  1863,  and  was  enrolled  April  7  in  the  31st  Ohio 
Infantry  as  Ass't  Surgeon,  mustered  in  September  27,  1863  at  Camp  Chase, 
Ohio,  ano  mustered  out  with  the  Regiment  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  July  20, 
1865*  Head  surgeon  of  his  regiment  was  Dr.  Jason  R.  Arter,  who  called  on 
Royal's  family  in  October  '65  at  Newburgh,  and  said  of  Royal  that  there 
wasn't  a  more  popular  man  in  the  whole  regiment.  Royal  was  with  Sherman 

ON  HIS  "march  TO  THE  SEA",  THAT  FAMOUS  300  MILE  MARCH  FROM  ATLANTA  TO 

Savannah  completed  December  1864.  Shortly  before  leaving  Atlanta  he  wrote 

A  LETTER  HERE  QUOTED  IN  FULL.

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PROFITABLY  MOST  OF  THE  TIME  AND  WOULD  HAVE  WRITTEN  OFTENER  OUT  HAVE  BEEN 
WAITING  TO  ASCERTAIN  WHAT  WE  ARE  TO  DO.  A  L  L  SORTS  OF  RUMORS  ARE  AFLOAT?

TAKING  THE  FOURTEENTH,  FIFTEENTH,  SEVENTEENTH  AND  TWENTIETH  CORPS,  EVACU¬

TANOOGA  AND  MAKING  A  GRAND  RAID  ACROSS  THE  STATE  TO  SAVANNAH.  HOOD  IS  UP 
ON  THE  LINE  OF  THE  TENNESSEE  R|VER  NEAR  DECATUR  ALABAMA,  AND  GEN.  THOMAS 
IS  IN  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  WITH  ABOUTFIFTY  THOUSAND  MEN  TO  KEEP  WATCH  OF  HIM.

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Royal's  death  at  age  32  was  due  to  tuberculosis  contracted  during  the  war, 

IN  THE  OPINION  OF  HIS  FAMILY.  DESPITE  PERIODS  OF  ILLNESS  AFTER  THE  WAR, 

HE  ACCOMPLISHED  MUCH  IN  HIS  SIX  AND  A  HALF  REMAINING  YEARS.  He  TOOK  UP 
THE  PRACTICE  OF  DENTISTRY  IN  BROOKLYN,  N.Y.,  LATER  SETTLING  IN  New  YORK 

City,  associated  there  for  awhile  with  G.E.  Hawes,  and  finally  had  his  own 

OFFICE  IN  HIS  HOME  ON  W.  3$-  STREET.  He  WAS  AMONG  THE  FIRST  AMERICAN 
DENTISTS  TO  SEE  THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  KEEPING  CAVITIES  DRY  DURING  THE  OPERATION 
OF  FILLING  THEM.  He  WAS  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  DENTAL  SURGEONS  OF 

New  York  City;  American  Microscopical  Society  and  First  District  Dental 
Society,  New  York,  for  which  he  instituted  bi-monthly  clinics.  He  received 
THE  TITLE  M.D.S.  IN  "1 87*1  . 

We  quote  from  H.L.  Ambler's  account  of  him,  in  the  History  of  Dentistry  in 
Cleveland ;  "He  was  a  natural  mechanic  and  designed  a  set  of  13  instruments 

FOR  CONDENSING  COHESIVE  GOLD  FOIL,  WHICH  WERE  PLACED  ON  THE  MARKET  BY  S.S. 

White  and  known  as  'Varney's  pluggers  '  ,  duplicates  of  which  are  still  in 
use.  .  .  He  was  a  king  among  operators  and  built  up  whole  crowns  of  teeth 
with  gold  foil...  The  writer  has  a  letter  from  him  dated  at  21  Bond  Street, 
N.Y.,  Jan.  20,  1870,  viz.:  'It  is  my  settled  conviction  that  the  man  who 
does  not  use  rubber  dam  for  keeping  cavities  dry  during  the  operation  of 

FILLING,  IS  a  LONG  WAY  BEHIND  THE  LIGHTHOUSE,  AND  MUST  SOON  MEND  HIS  WAYS, 
OR  BE  IN  FACT,  IF  NOT  IN  REPUTATION,  A  FOGY.'  In  WHATEVER  HE  UNDERTOOK, 

HE  ALWAYS  AIMED  FOR  THE  HIGHEST  AND  BESTJ  HE  USED  HIS  MICROSCOPE  FOR 
PLEASURE  AND  PROFIT,  AND  HE  HAD  A  CASE  CONTAINING  THOUSANDS  OF  SLIDES, 

MANY  OF  WHICH  HE  MOUNTED;  HE  SOUGHT  CAUSES  OF  PHENOMENA  WHICH  HE  OBSERVED, 
AND  IN  THE  FULLEST  SENSE  WAS  A  MAN  OF  DEEDS  AND  NOT  WORDS,  AS  HE  SELDOM 
SPOKE  IN  A  DENTAL  SOCIETY,  AND  VERY  SELDOM  WROTE  A  PAPER.  He  WAS  A  SKILL¬ 
FUL  VIOLINIST,  BUT  HE  NEVER  BOASTED  ABOUT  ANY  OF  HIS  ACCOMPLISHMENTS;  HE 
WAS  POSSESSED  OF  THE  HIGHEST  INTEGRITY,  AND  WAS  A  ROYAL  AND  TRUE  FRIEND." 

HlS  MOTHER  AND  SISTER  AzORA  WERE  IN  New  YORK  A  FEW  MONTHS  BEFORE  HIS  DEATH, 
WHILE  HE  WAS  SEVERELY  ILL,  BUT  ZOE  WROTE  THAT  HE  NEVER  DESPAIRED  OF  HIS 
RECOVERY,  AND  nH|S  HOPEFUL,  CONTENTED  SPIRIT"  SEEMED  TO  BE  WORKING  HIS 

cure.  In  February  1872,  Zoe  wrote  to  a  friend,  "We  look  a  little  for  him 

AND  SISTER  JENNIE  HOME  ON  A  VISIT  IN  THE  INTERVAL  BETWEEN  THIS  AND  HIS 
RETURN  TO  WORK."  A  TRIP  SOUTH  EVIDENTLY  SEEMED  A  WISE  CHOICE,  AND  THUS 
HIS  DEATH  OCCURRED  AT  SAVANNAH. 

Jennie  Thomas,  whom  Royal  married  about  1866,  we  think,  had  been  living 

BEFORE  THEIR  MARRIAGE  IN  BROOKLYN  WITH  A  SISTER,  BUT  HAD  BECOME  A  FRIEND 

of  Royal's  sisters  at  some  earlier  time,  at  Newburgh,  Ohio.  Her  brother, 
Elihu  Baldwin  Thomas,  had  enlisted  in  the  Mexican  War,  age  19,  and  settled 
at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  marrying  Imogene  Garrettson.  About  1865  Elihu

Augustus  Thomas,  age  8  or  9,  playwright-to-be,  and  a  future  President  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Arts  &  Letters  (191^— 13)»  In  his  autobiography 
"The  Print  of  my  Remembrance",  Augustus  Thomas  wrote  of  calling  on  his 

PATERNAL  GRANDMOTHER  ( HER  MAIDEN  NAME  LaFaRGe)  WHO  WAS  THEN  A  WIDOW  ( 1 863 ) 
AND  "A  VERY  OLD  LADY1'  IN  THE  EYES  OF  A  BOY.  We  READ  THIS  WITH  INTEREST 
BECAUSE  IT  GAVE  US  THE  NAME  OF  JENNIE'S  MOTHER.  "It  REQUIRED  HALF  A  DAY," 

Augustus  mentioned,  "to  get  from  Brooklyn  by  ferry-boat  to  New  York  and

in  the  east  Sixties,"  The  same  account  refers  to  his  father's  sisters

RECOUNTS  HIS  CALIFORNIA  TRIP,  HIS  STUDY  OF  LAW  AT  P 0 U G H K E E P S I E ,  New  YORK, 
(GRADUATED  1856)  AND  HIS  RETURN  TO  SOLON,  WHERE  HE  DECAME  A  PARTNER  IN  A 
GENERAL  STORE,  AND  THE  ARTICLE  ADDS  I  "Mr  .  LOCKWOOD  BEGAN  LIFE  WITHOUT 
MEANS,  BUT  BY  HIS  INDUSTRY,  ECONOMY  AND  WELL  REGULATED  HABITS,  HE  HAS 
ACQUIRED  A  FAIR  COMPETENCY  OF  WORLDLY  GOODS.  He  CAST  HIS  FIRST  PRESIDENTIAL 
BALLOT  FOR  FRANKLIN  P|ERCE  IN  1 832 ,  AND  HIS  SECOND  ONE  FOR  JOHN  C.  FrEMONT 
IN  1856,  AND  HIS  THIRD  AND  FOURTH  VOTES  WERE  CAST  FOR  A.  LINCOLN." 

On  October  5$  1864,  on  their  wedding  trip,  Zoe  wrote  to  her  family  from 
New  York  City:  "Here  we  are  at  last  located  in  the  great  American  city. 

We  took  a  train  (from  Philadelphia)  coming  within  thirty  miles  of  here, 
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WHICH  DISTANCE  WAS  COMPLETED  BY  STEAMER  UP  THE  RIVER  ...  I'VE  SEEN  OUT

In  1865  HE  WAS  APPOINTED  A  TRUSTEE  OF  H  |  RAM  COLLEGE,  WHICH  POSITION  HE 
HELD  FOR  42  YEARS,  SERVING  FOR  30  YEARS  AS  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMIT¬ 
TEE,  James  A.  Garfield  served  on  the  same  trustee  board  until  his  death, 

1881,  AND  THE  CLOSE  ASSOCIATION  WITH  PRESIDENT  GARFIELD  AND  WITH  H|RAM 
WAS  VERY  MEANINGFUL  IN  C.B.’s  LIFE. 

In  1867?  C.B.  OPENED  A  WHOLESALE  HARDWARE  BUSINESS  IN  CLEVELAND  (f|RST  THE 

firm  of  Lockwood,  Van  Doorn  and  Houston,  later  Lockwood,  Van  Doorn  &  Miller 
finally  Lockwood  &  Taylor)  long  located  on  Water  Street,  (now  is  W.  Ninth 
Street)  at  110-12  (near  St.  Clair).  C.B.  and  Zoe  moved  from  Solon  to 
Cleveland  about  1870,  their  first  residence  located  at  the  corner  of 
Woodland  and  Kinsman.  Their  home  in  1874  was  on  Euclid,  a  brick  house, 
1524.  Zoe's  mother  and  sister  Cele  lived  with  them  after  William  Varney's 
death  (1870)  and  Milo  Lockwood,  C.B.'s  son  by  his  first  wife,  was  with 

THEM  FROM  THE  TIME  OF  THEIR  MARRIAGE.  M(LO  WAS  JUST  SIX  WHEN  THEY  MARRIED 
AND  11  YEARS  OLD  WHEN  May  WAS  DORN.  "I  WISHED  SO  MUCH  M|LO  COULD  HAVE 
BEEN  WITH  US,  AND  MAY,"  ZOE  WROTE  FROM  NEW  YORK  ON  A  VISIT  TO  ROYAL  IN 
1871?  ESPECIALLY  WISHING  FOR  THEM  THE  FUN  OF  A  VISIT  TO  CENTRAL  PARK  (THAT 
AUTUMN  VISIT  WITH  HER  MOTHER  ELSEWHERE  MENTIONED).  AMONG  THE  ATTRACTIONS 
SHE  DESCRIBED  WERE  nTHE  LITTLE  CARRIAGES  WITH  A  SPAN  OF  GOATS  BEFORE  EACH, 
DRAWING  SOMETIMES  TWO  AND  SOMETIMES  FOUR  LITTLE  CHILDREN...  THOSE  TINY 
ESTABLISHMENTS  ARE  KEPT  AND  HIRED  OUT  TO  LITTLE  PEOPLE  AS  THE  LARGE  CAR¬ 
RIAGES  ARE  TO  THE  BIGGER  ONES." 


An  IMPORTANT  TURNING  POINT  FOR  ALL  THE  LOCKWOOD  FAMILY  WAS  DROUGHT  ABOUT 
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DY  A  LECTURE  IN  CLEVELAND  |N  1070,  BY  RALPH  WALDO  EMERSON.  "It  DECAME  A 
REVELATION  TO  ME,"  C.B.  WROTE  IN  LATER  YEARS,  11 A  N  D  PROVED  TO  DE  A  REVOLU¬ 
TION1',  resulting  in  h;s  withdrawal  from  the  Disciple  Church  and  in  his 

DEVOTED  SUPPORT  OF  THE  F I RST  UNITARIAN  CHURCH  OF  CLEVELAND.  UNITARIANS  IN 

Cleveland  had  organized  a  society  in  Cleveland  in  1867,  and  dy  1878  became 

AN  ESTABLISHED  CHURCH,  WITH  REV.  GEORGE  W.  HoSMER  MINISTER  UNTIL  1892. 

AzORA’s  ACCORD  WITH  HIM  THROUGH  THE  CHANGE  IN  HIS  RELIGIOUS  CONVICTIONS  IS 
TOLD  IN  WORDS  SHE  WROTE  TO  A  FRIEND  IN  l872l  "I  CAN  NEVER  BE  HALF  GRATEFUL 
ENOUGH  FOR  THE  HELP  HE  GIVES  ME  JO  VIEW  LIFE  FROM  A  HIGHER  AND  SUNNIER 
PLANE  THAN  I  WAS  EDUCATED  EARLY  IN  LIFE  TO  DO." 

Absence  from  a  Cleveland  winter  became  recommended  for  Zoe's  health,  and 
in  January  1879  she  went  to  Colorado,  taking  with  her  her  younger  daughter, 

BUT  DISTRESSED  TO  BE  SEPARATED  FROM  THE  OTHER  CHILDREN  AND  HER  HUSBAND. 

Relatives  in  Colorado  were  a  comfort,  particularly  the  family  of  Sidney 
and  Alice  Varney  (Family  El).  Julia  Marshall  recalls  that  Jeanne  (or 
Jennie)  spent  her  fifth  birthday  with  them,  (J.V.M.  just  2  years  older). 

ZoE  WROTE  HOME  THAT  PEOPLE  IN  COLORADO  SAID  "JENNIE  WAS  THE  HANDSOMEST 
CHILD  THEY  EVER  SAW,"  AND  REPORTED  ALSO  PROUDLY,  "ONE  OF  THE  MINES  AT 
LEADVILLE  WILL  BE  NAMED  ZoE.  (Don't  YOU  THINK  IT  OUGHT  TO  BE  A  RICH  MINE?)" 
She  returned  to  Cleveland  in  May,  not  quite  soon  enough  for  C.B.'s  fiftieth 

BIRTHDAY.  REGRETTING  HER  ABSENCE  THAT  DAY,  SHE  WROTE  HIM  A  RADIANTLY 
FOND  LETTER,  SAYING  OF  THEIR  MARRIAGE,  "THE  PROMISE  WAS  FAIR,  AND  THE  FUL¬ 
FILLMENT  GLORIOUS." 

In  the  fall  of  1879i  a  literary  club  was  started  in  Cleveland,  called  the 
Conversational  Club.  Mrs.  C.B.  Lockwood’s  name  is  signed  among  the  original 

MEMBERS.  The  CLUB  HAD  a  LONG  HISTORY,  CELEBRATING  ITS  50-  ANNIVERSARY  IN 

1929. 

While  her  continued  illness  kept  her  inactive  through  the  next  years,  she 
was  surely  following  with  keen  interest  all  news  of  her  husband's  work  with 
the  Bethel  Union,  of  which  he  was  President  1880-83*  During  those  years 
the  Cleveland  Associated  Charities  was  being  formed  (since  1945  called  the 
Family  Service  Assoc.)  by  the  merger  of  the  Bethel  Union  with  a  second 

RELIEF  ORGANIZATION.  ThE  CAUSE  OF  HER  PROLONGED  ILLNESS  WAS  TUBERCULOSIS, 

AND  SHE  WAS  JUST  42  WHEN  SHE  DIED.  YEARS  LATER  C.B.  WROTE  TO  A  GRANDCHILD, 

"She  had  the  grace  of  Varney  affection  and  tenderness  that  makes  life 

LOVELY  .  "

NO  MEANS  TO  MARRY  UNTIL  THE  CLOSE  OF  SCHOOL.*.  Be  CAREFUL  NOT  TO  GET  BLOWN 
AWAY  NOR  CAPTURED  IN  ANY  WAY  ON  THE  BROAD  PRAIRIES." 

After  her  father’s  death  in  18/0,  Cele  and  her  mother  became  members  of 
Zoe’s  home  in  Cleveland,  and  all  that  Cele’s  presence  meant  there  became 
ESSENTIAL  AFTER  Zoe's  DEATH  0884). 

A  SOURCE  OF  MUCH  NEW  PLEASURE  IN  THEIR  LIVES  WAS  SETTLED  IN  1890  BY  PURCHASE 
OF  LAND  ON  LAKE  JOSEPH,  ONE  OF  THE  MuSKOKA  LAKES,  IN  CANADA.  ThIS  WAS 
DECIDED  A  NECESSITY  DUE  TO  C.B.'s  SEVERE  ATTACKS  OF  HAY  FEVER  IN  OHIO. 

They  quilt  a  cottage  and  spent  their  summers  there  each  year.  Many  hours 

WHILE  HER  HUSBAND  WAS  READING  OR  FISHING,  CELE  WAS  WORKING  AT  HER  LIFE¬ 
TIME  HOBBY,  WHICH  WAS  PAINTING.  WE  KNOW  THAT  SHE  WAS  STUDYING  OIL  PAINTING 

in  1872  with  Mr.  Beekman,  of  Cleveland,  gut  water-color  seems  to  have 

BEEN  HER  FAVORITE  MEDIUM,  AND  WATER-COLORS  DONE  IN  MuSKOKA  AND  ON  THEIR 
LATER  TRIPS  TO  EUROPE  ARE  STILL  TREASURED  IN  THE  FAMILY. 

From  1892  to  '96  she  was  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Cleveland  School 
of  mrt  (then  located  1001  Willson  Ave.)  and  earlier  was  active  in  its 
FORMATION,  BEGINNING  AS  THE  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL  OF  DESIGN,  IN  1 882 • 

In  1894-95i  A  DISCUSSION  GROUP  MET  EVERY  2nd  WEEK  FOR  AN  EVENING  AT  THE 
Lockwood  home.  This  was  the  Emerson  Class,  organized  through  the  Unitarian 
Church,  with  C.B.  Lockwood  as  instructor.  The  Church  annual  report  of  the 
period,  says,  "To  the  charm  of  hospitality  was  added  an  inspiration  coming 
from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Lockwood  besides  being  an  earnest  student  of  his 

WORK,  HAD  KNOWN  Mr  .  EMERSON  AT  HIS  HOME  AND  AT  THE  CONCORD  SCHOOL  OF 

Philosophy."  C.B.  had  been  the  first  student  to  register  at  the  Concord 
Summer  School  of  Philosophy,  opened  by  Bronson  Alcott  in  1879. 

Mrs.  Lockwood  was  President  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  of  the  Unitarian 
Church  1895-6. 

Their  home  in  1888  or  soon  after  had  become  1729  Euclid  Avenue  at  the 

NORTHWEST  CORNER  OF  E.  79th  STREET.  FROM  THAT  HOME  M|LO  WAS  MARRIED  IN 

I89O,  May  in  1891  and  Jeanne  in  1898.  Grandchildren  became  another  source 

OF  HAPPINESS,  AND  BROUGHT  AT  CERTAIN  POINTS  NEW  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  AN 
EVER  WILLING  GRANDMOTHER.  In  MARCH  1 900 ,  Ma Y  ACCOMPANIED  HER  HUSBAND  ON 
A  3  MONTH  BUSINESS  TRIP  TO  EUROPE,  AND  2  GRANDCHILDREN  WERE  LEFT  WITH 
GRANDMAMA  AND  GRANDPA . 

Cele  wrote  to  May,  "The  children  came  into  our  room  this  morning  as  usual 

AND  WE  ALL  HAD  A  FINE  FROLIC.  It's  THE  SWEETEST  TIME  IN  THE  WHOLE  DAY. 

I  think  Grandpapa  is  as  much  a  child  as  any.  They  chase  chipmunks  in  their 

HOLES,  HUNT  FOR  PIGS*  FEET  AND  THE  LIKE  TILL  OUR  ALARM  GOES  OFF,  AND  THEN 
THEY  RUN." 

In  1907,  Cele  and  C.B.  had  their  first  trip  abroad  and  2  years  later  a 
longer  trip  visiting  Egypt  and  Palestine  after  C.B.’s  retirement  from 

OUSINESS  AT  AGE  80 .  A  TRIP  FROM  OXFORD  TO  LONDON  BY  ROW-BOAT  WAS  A  SPECIAL 
FEATURE  WHICH  WE  CAN  DEL  l  E  V  E  DOTH  OF  THEM  GREATLY  ENJOYED,  C.B.  ROWING  THE 
SIXTY  MILES,  AT  AGE  80 . 
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CeLE's  DEATH  in  1916  WAS  AS  SUDDEN  AS  HER  MOTHER'S  HAD  BEEN,  AND  JUST  AS 
SHE  MIGHT  HAVE  WISHED  IT,  AFTER  A  PEACEFUL  DAY  IN  MuSKOKA.  ThE  VIEW  FROM 
THEIR  COTTAGE  PORCH  AT  MuSKOKA,  LONG  A  JOY  TO  CELE  AND  C.B.,  WAS  TRANSPOSED 
INTO  A  STAINED  GLASS  WINDOW  AFTER  C.B.'s  DEATH,  PLACED  BY  HIS  DAUGHTERS  AS 
A  MEMORIAL  TO  HIM  IN  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  WHICH  IS  NOW  ( 1 9^0 )  OWNED  BY  THE 

Unitarian  Society  of  Cleveland,  on  the  corner  of  82nd  and  Euclid.  The 

BUILDING  AT  THAT  TIME  AND  MANY  YEARS  PREVIOUSLY  BELONGED  TO  THE  F|RST 

Unitarian  Church  of  Cleveland,  of  which  C.B.  Lockwood  was  an  early  member. 

During  each  of  his  happy  marriages,  to  three  granddaughters  of  Silence 
Alden  and  Zephaniah  Hathaway,  C.B.  must  have  thought  of  those  grandparents 

VERY  OFTEN,  AND  IN  HIS  LATE  YEARS  HE  WROTE  TO  ONE  OF  HIS  GRANDSONS,  "ALL 
THAT  IS  BEST  IN  MY  LIFE  HAS  BEEN  |N  INTIMATE  ASSOCIATION  WITH  THE  HATHAWAY 
FAMILY."

May  Lockwood  was  dorn  at  the  home  of  her  grandparents  in  Newburgh.  (Its 

PROXIMITY  TO  THE  STATE  ASYLUMWAS  FREQUENTLY  REFERRED  TO  BY  HER  HUSBAND  TO 
EXPLAIN  ANY  ECCENTRICITIES.)  HER  FATHER  AT  THE  TIME  WAS  IN  COLUMBUS 
SERVING  IN  THE  OHIO  ASSEMBLY  FROM  SOLON.  THE  FAMILY  MOVED  TO  CLEVELAND  IN 
HER  EARLY  YOUTH.  SHE  ATTENDED  OLD  BOLTON  SCHOOL,  CENTRAL  H|GH  SCHOOL  AND 
WAS  GRADUATED  FROM  LAKE  ERIE  SEMINARY,  pAINESVILLE  IN  1890.  It  HAD  BEEN 
HER  INTENTION  TO  GO  ON  TO  SMITH  COLLEGE,  BUT  ACQUAINTANCE  AT  THE  HOME  OF 
OLD  FAMILY  FRIENDS,  Dr .  8c  Mr S .  J.M.  LEWIS,  WITH  THEIR  NEW  BOARDER,  WHOM 
SHE  ALSO  SAW  ON  SUNDAYS  AND  AT  EVENING  SOCIALS  AT  THE  UNITARIAN  CHURCH,

John  Oliver  came  to  Cleveland  immediately  after  his  graduation  from 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  in  1882.  He  was  employed  at  Warner  8c 

SwAZEY  Co.,  AND  WHILE  HEAD  OF  THE  DRAFTING  ROOM  DREW  THE  PLANS  FOR  THE 

Lick  Telescope,  at  that  time  the  largest  in  the  world.  In  1891?  he  oecame 

CO-FOUNDER  OF  BaRDONS  AND  OLIVER.  MAY  ALWAYS  HAD  A  KEEN  INTEREST  IN  THE 
COMPANY,  AND  HER  COUNSEL  AND  SUPPORT  THROUGH  THE  UPS  AND  DOWNS  OF  THE 
MACHINE  TOOL  BUSINESS  WERE  A  SOURCE  OF  STRENGTH  TO  HER  HUSBAND,  AND  AFTER 
HIS  DEATH,  TO  THEIR  SON.

Hezekiah  Dunham  came  to  Bedford,  Ohio  in  1831,  making  the  trip  from 
Arcadia  in  thirteen  days.

Anna  Hillman,  who  married  Captain  Otis  Button  a  year  later  on  the  Fourth 
of  July,  and  probably  her  son,  William  B.  Hillman,  who  later  married 
Thankful  Lamson,  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Alden  Comstock  (Bl).

100  ACRES  OF  LAND  AT  $ 2  AN  ACRE,  MAINLY  I N  LOT  46,  A  PORTION  OF  WHICH  HE 
HAD  SURVEYED  FOR  A  VILLAGE  I  N  1834.  He  GAVE  LAND  FOR  THE  TOWN  SQUARE,  THE 

Township  Hall,  and  lots  to  each  of  the  churches.  He  built  for  himself  a 

FINE  BRICK  HOUSE  FACING  THE  SQUARE,  WHICH  IS  STILL  STANDING  IN  I960.

In  the  fall  Dr.  Robison  married  David's  sister,  Betsey  Dunham,  and  they 

WENT  TO  HOUSEKEEPING  IN  A  HOME  ORIGINALLY  BUILT  BY  HER  FATHER  IN  THE  SOUTH 
PART  OF  THE  VILLAGE.  It  IS  STILL  STANDING  ( 1 9^0 ) .  As  HIS  PRACTICE  GREW, 
HE  ACQUIRED  A  GOOD  DEAL  OF  LAND,  PROBABLY  OFTEN  IN  PAYMENT  OF  FEES.

PACKING  OF  PROVISIONS  ON  AN  EXTENDED  SCALE.  ORDERS  FOR  BEEF  FOR  THE 

Northern  Army  stimulated  his  operations,  and  his  Buckeye  brand  became  well 

KNOWN  THROUGHOUT  THE  COUNTRY. 


Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robison  joined  the  Disciple  Church  in  1837,  and  he  soon  became 

ONE  OF  THE  LEADING  PREACHERS  OF  NORTHERN  OHIO.  He  FREQUENTLY  TRAVELED  WITH 

Alexander  Campbell,  the  founder  of  the  sect.  He  was  a  close  friend  of 
James  A.  Garfield,  whom  he  had  assisted  in  obtaining  his  education.  The 
intimacy  between  the  families  grew  during  the  years  they  were  neighbors  in 
Mentor.  Dr.  Robison  presided  at  the  funeral  services  for  the  President  in 
Cleveland, 

Dr.  Robison  served  in  the  State  Senate,  as  Trustee  of  Bethany  and  Hiram 
Colleges,  as  Director  of  the  Second  National  Bank,  the  People's  Savings 
and  Loan  Association,  and  Lake  View  Cemetary.  He  was  active  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  and  continuing  affairs  of  the  Northern  Ohio.  Fair  Association,  and  was 
in  all  ways  an  outstanding  citizen  of  the  Western  Reserve.

Alice  Lucy  Thompson  Varney,  wife  of  Sidney  Jewett  Varney,  is  ancestress 
to  many  descendants  of  Damar i s  Hathaway  (Family  E),  the  largest  branch  of 
Zephan i ah  Hathaway's  descendants  at  present.  Early  records  of  her 
ancestors  are  available  in  histories  of  New  Haven,  and  Goshen,  Connecticut, 
with  later  records  in  Hudson,  Ohio.  We  give  a  few  of  them  here  with  some 

ADDITIONAL  NOTES  ON  ALICE  LuCY  T.  VARNEY'S  FATHER  AND  H I S  PARENTS,  WHICH 
COME  TO  US  THROUGH  HER  DAUGHTER,  JULIA  MARSHALL. 

ANTHONY  THOMPSON,  born  August  30,  1612  in  England,  came  to  Boston,  July  26, 
1637  on  ship  Hector.  He  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  New  Haven,  Conn. 

His  first  wife  died  early,  and  by  his  second,  Kathern  _ ,  he  had  3 

sons.  This  second  wife  died  and  he  married  a  third  time,  August  4,  1656, 
Ann  Vicars,  and  had  a  son,  SAMUEL. 

Capt .  SAMUEL  THOMPSON  was  born,  May  12,  l669i  and  married  November  14, 

1695i  Rebecca  Bishop,  daughter  of  James.  Their  son  GIDEON  moved  to  Goshen, 
Connecticut.  Capt.  Samuel  was  an  esteemed  merchant  of  New  Haven,  Conn. 

Deacon  GIDEON  THOMPSON  was  born  December  25 j  1704,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and 
married  Lydia  Punderson,  dau.  of  Thomas  and  Lydia  (Bradley)  Punderson. 

Their  children  were  Elisha,  David,  STEPHEN,  Lydia,  James,  Chloe  and  Lois. 
Gideon  moved  his  family  around  1737  to  Goshen,  Connecticut,  when  that  town 
was  first  settled.  Barber's  Historical  Collections  tells  that  the  house 
of  Gideon  Thompson  and  the  house  of  another  early  inhabitant  of  Goshen, 
were  "palisadoed  in,  for  a  defense  against  the  Indians."  Goshen  was 
INCORPORATED  1749?  situated  in  the  most  elevated  part  of  the  state. 

Gideon  was  four  times  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  died  during 
a  session  of  the  Assembly  at  Hartford,  May  21,  1759* 

Deacon  STEPHEN  THOMPSON,  son  of  Gideon  and  Lydia  (Punderson)  Thompson, 
was  born  April  20,  1734,  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and  moved  at  an  early 

AGE  WITH  HIS  PARENTS  TO  GOSHEN.  He  MARRIED  MaRY  WALTER,  DAUGHTER  OF 

William  and  Patience  (Clark)  Walter.  Stephen  and  Mary  had  3  sons  and  2 
daughters:  Stephen,  Jr.,  ABRAHAM,  Moses,  Esther  and  Harriett. 

Deacon  Stephen  (Sr.)  was  with  Washington  at  Valley  Forge.  He  dieo  at 
Hudson,  Ohio,  age  90,  in  1823*  and  he  and  his  wife  Mary  (0.  1821)  are 
both  buried  in  Hudson's  oldest  cemetary,  in  the  center  of  town.  He  came 
to  Hudson  in  1801,  following  his  son  Dr.  Moses  who  came  in  1800  with 
David  Hudson.  The  two  other  sons  also  came  in  l801.  Dr.  Moses  (1776-1858) 
is  particularly  noted  in  Hudson  history.  He  was  the  first  physician,  the 

ONLY  DOCTOR  WITHIN  100  MILES,  AND  WE  ARE  TOLD  THAT  HE  NEVER  REFUSED  A 

call.  Mrs.  Moses  Thompson  (Elizabeth  Mills  before  marriage)  and  Mrs. 

Hudson  are  described  as  "unwearied  in  efforts  at  friendly  relations  with 
the  Indians"  and  used  to  "prescribe  for  them  in  sickness."  The  Indians 
said  of  her  "Good  squaw!  Heap  good  doctor!"  Dr.  Moses  was  organizer  and 
first  President  of  the  Summit  County  Medical  Society,  organized  in  1 342 « 
Deacon  Stephen  and  his  sons  and  their  wives  were  founder  members  of  the 
Hudson  Congregational  Church. 
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Deacon  ABRAHAM  Thompson,  son  of  Stephen  and  Mary  (Walter)  Thompson,  was 
born  October  2b,  1722,,  Goshen,  Connecticut,  and  married  Susannah  Welch. 

They  had  three  c  h i l  d  p  e  n  befope  thev  came  to  Ohio,  and  seven  born  in  Ohio. 
Abraham  fought  in  the  Revolution  and  in  lC02  at  Hudson  was  elected  one  of 

THE  2  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TOWN,  He  DIED  AT  HUDSON  AND  HIS  GRAVE  (wlTH  REV, 
MARKER)  IS  NEAR  THOSE  OF  HIS  PARENTS.

TWO  IN  l827»  AND  IT  SEEMS  THAT  THE  FAMILY  MAY  HAVE  SETTLED  AT  DEERFIELD  OR 

Atwater  (Portage  Co.)  after  Abraham’s  death.  (Hudson  is  in  Summit  Co.)

His  studies  ambitiously  aimed  to 
include  all  descendants  of  William  Varney  by  name  Varney,  only  dropping  the 

MARRIED  DAUGHTERS.  He  CORRESPONDED  WITH  MANY  OF  OUR  RELATIVES  (THOSE  WHO  WERE 
HIS  CONTEMPORARIES)  AND  HIS  INFORMATION  ON  ABEL  VARNEY'S  DESCENDANTS  WAS  IN 
GENERAL  IDENTICAL  WITH  THAT  WHICH  WE  HAVE  RECEIVED  FROM  FAMILY  SOURCES  AND 

OTHER  RECORDS  . 

Where  H.  C.  Varney's  manuscript  is  our  only  authority  for  a  given  statement,  we 

REFER  TO  HIM  AGAIN.  H|S  WORK  GUIDED  US  TO  OTHER  AUTHORITIES  WHICH  ARE  LISTED 
AT  THE  END  OF  THE  BOOK,  AND  WE  GRATEFULLY  HOPE  THAT  HIS  COMPLETED  CHAPTERS  ON 

early  Varney  history  and  all  his  genealogical  notes  will  eventually  become 

AVAILABLE  IN  MANY  LIBRARIES. 


WILLIAM  VARNEY,  born  about  1600,  came  to  Ipswich,  Massachusetts  in  1649.  He  is 

BELIEVED  TO  HAVE  COME  FROM  ENGLAND  BY  WAY  OF  BARBADOS,  SPENDING  PERHAPS  20  YEARS 
THERE.  HlS  MARRIAGE  TO  BRIDGET  PARSONS,  A  YOUNG  WIDOW,  BORN  ABOUT  1 6C>4 ,  P R 0 B A B L * 
TOOK  PLACE  AT  BARBADOS,  ABOUT  1631.  THEIR  THREE  CHILDREN  ARE  B E L  I  E V E D  T  0  H A V E 
BEEN  BORN  THERE.  BRIDGET  HAD  ONE  CHILD  BY  HER  FORMER  HUSBAND,  A  SON,  JEFFREY 

Parsons,  born  about  1630.  The  children  of  William  and  Bridget  Varney  were: 
Rachel  b.  about  1632 

HUMPHREY  b.  about  1636 

Thomas  b.  1639  or  1640 

William  Varney  died  in  late  1653  or  early  1654  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  leaving 
a  widow  Bridget,  3  children  and  a  step-son.  Bridget  died  at  Gloucester,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  October  26,  1672.  The  name  of  the  descendants  has  been  variously 
spelled,  Varney,  Verney  or  Varnie,  and  has  been  found  mis-spelled  in  at  least 

ONE  OFFICIAL  DOCUMENT  AS  BaRNEY.  In  ENGLAND  THE  NAME  HAS  MOST  OFTEN  BEEN 

spelled  Verney,  found  most  often  in  Buckinghamshire,  where  Claydon  House  was 

SEAT  OF  THE  EARLS  VERNEY,  WHO  HAD  EARLY  INVESTMENTS  AT  BARBADOS.  SlR  EDMUND 

Verney  was  a  staunch  loyalist  in  reign  of  Charles  II,  and  was  killed  1642  at 

BATTLE  OF  EdGEHILL,  EARLIER  SENDING  A  SON  THOMAS  TO  BARBADOS  -  A  PROBLEM  SON, 

OR  SO  THE  STORY  GOES,  WHO  DID  NOT  BENEFIT  FAMOUSLY  FROM  THE  TRIP.  It  HAS  BEEN 
THOUGHT  THAT  WlLLIAM  VARNEY  MAY  HAVE  BEEN  A  YOUNG  RELATIVE  ACCOMPANYING  HIM. 

The  first  British  settlement  at  Barbados  was  made  in  1625.  Four  years  later 

EMIGRANTS  FROM  ENGLAND  NUMBERED  BETWEEN  l6  AND  l8  THOUSAND.  TOBACCO  CULTIVATE 
WAS  THE  FIRST  INDUSTRY,  BUT  SUGAR  CANE  SOON  BECAME  THE  LEADING  CROP  AND  THE 
ISLAND  FAMOUS  FOR  EXPORTS  OF  SUGAR,  MOLASSES  AND  RUM, 

Quaker  teachings  may  have  reached  Barbados  soon  after  the  public  ministry  of 
George  Fox  began  in  England  in  1647,  2  years  before  William  Varney  arrived  at„ 
Ipswich.  By  1667,  George  Fox  fondly  called  Barbados  "a  nursery  of  the  truth. 
William  Varney  did  not  become  a  church  member  at  Ipswich,  and  refused  to  take 
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the  Freemen's  Oath  there  in  1649,  and  these  facts  make  us  wonder  whether  he 
had  some  acquaintance  with  Quaker  philosophy  at  that  time.  It  was  a  Quaker 

PRINCIPLE  TO  AVOID  SPEAKING  ANY  OATH,  AND  REFUSAL  TO  TAKE  THE  FREEMEN'S  OaTH 
WAS  TYPICAL  OF  THE  QUAKER  CONVERTS  IN  THE  COLONIES  AFTER  THE  FIRST  MISSIONARIES 
REACHED  THE  MAINLAND  |N  I656.  KNOWING  THAT  OUR  VARNEYS  WERE  QUAKERS  FOR  MANY 
GENERATIONS,  IT  IS  INTERESTING  TO  THINK  THAT  WlLLIAM  VARNEY  WAS  JUST  POSSIBLY 
ONE  OF  THE  VERY  FIRST  QUAKERS  TO  ARRIVE  ON  THIS  CONTINENT.  WE  CANNOT  BE  SURE 
OF  THAT,  BUT  IT  IS  CLEAR  THAT  HE  COULD  HAVE  BEEN  ONE  OF  "THE  TENDER  PEOPLE11  AS 
THE  FIRST  MISSIONARIES  DESCRIBED  THOSE  WHO  WERE  PREDISPOSED  OR  SUSCEPTIBLE 
TOWARD  THEIR  TEACHINGS. 

Non-church  members  were  admitted  to  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  only  by  giving 

PROOF  OF  GOOD  CHARACTER.  ThE  RIGHT  TO  VOTE  WAS  GIVEN  ONLY  TO  THOSE  WHO  HAD 
TAKEN  THE  FREEMEN'S  OATH. 

William's  trade  at  Ipswich  has  been  cited  as  "pin  maker”,  referring  to  a  branch 

OF  THE  SHIP  BUILDING  TRADE.  ASSUMING  THAT  HE  HAD  EARLIER  ACQUIRED  SPECIAL  SKILL 

IN  THIS  LINE,  WE  CAN  UNDERSTAND  WHY  HE  HAD  DECIDED  (ABOUT  AGE  50)  TO  MOVE  HIS 

family  to  Ipswich  where  the  ship  building  industry  was  rapidly  developing. 

He  became  quickly  well  known  and  respected  at  Ipswich.  This  is  shown  by  2 
appointments  he  received  there,  to  take  the  inventories  OF  2  ESTATES,  ONE  on 
September  17»  1650,  the  year  after  his  arrival  in  the  town,  and  the  2nd  on 
September  25,  1653-  The  inventory  of  his  own  estate  (see  below)  shows  that  he 

WAS  NOT  A  MAN  OF  WEALTH,  AND  IT  SEEMS  HE  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  A  MAN  OF  OUTSTANDING 

CHARACTER  TO  WIN  THE  CONFIDENCE  OF  FELLOW  CITIZENS  SO  QUICKLY,  PARTICULARLY 
WHEN  WE  CONSIDER  THAT  HE  HAD  ENTERED  A  NEW  COMMUNITY  WITH  PUBLIC  ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 
OF  CONVICTIONS  DIFFERENT  FROM  THOSE  HELD  BY  THE  MAJORITY  OF  PEOPLE  IN  THE  AREA. 


William's  years  at  Ipswich  were  only  five  before  his  death,  and  his  task  to 

ESTABLISH  HIS  FAMILY  IN  A  NEW  PLACE  WAS  COMPLICATED  BY  SOME  DOMESTIC  WORRIES. 

His  daughter,  Rachel,  had  married  before  they  came  there,  and  she  and  her 
husband,  Thomas  Cooke,  arrived  with  the  Varney  family.  Thomas  was  very  soon 

ARRESTED  AND  ARRAIGNED  WITH  FOUR  OTHER  YOUNG  MEN,  FOR  "GOING  INTO  THE  WOODS 
SHOUTING  AND  SINGING,  TAKING  FIRE  AND  LIQUORS  WITH  THEM,  ALL  BEING  AT  UN¬ 
REASONABLE  TIME  OF  NIGHT  AND  OCCASIONING  THEIR  WIVES  AND  OTHERS  TO  GO  OUT  AND 

SEARCH  THEREIN.”  THE  WORST  OF  THESE  OFFENSES  WERE  JUDGED  TO  BE  THOSE  OF  THOMAS 

Cooke,  whose  song  or  oration  had  specifically  slandered  the  minister,  the 

HIGHLY  RESPECTED  REV.  JOHN  NORTON,  ACCUSING  HIM  OF  TEACHING  "WHAT  WAS  FALSE1', 

AND  CONCERNING  THE  ORDINANCE  OF  BAPTISM  THOMAS  ANNOUNCED  THAT  JF  HE  HAD  CHILDREN, 
HE  WOULD  NOT  HAVE  THEM  "SO  PLAYED  THE  FOOLS  WITHAL."  At  COURT  HELD  AT  IPSWICH 

(November  13?  1649)  he  was  sentenced  on  the  above  accounts  to  be  fined  or 

WHIPPED.  He  WAS  RELEASED  ON  BOND  SIGNED  BY  HIS  FATHER-IN-LAW.  ("WlLLIAM  VARNEY 
BOUND  FOR  HIM.”) 


Probably  sharing  the  young  man's  unorthodox  opinions,  and  perhaps  feeling  him¬ 
self  RESPONSIBLE  TO  SOME  EXTENT  FOR  HIS  SON-|N~LAw's  SCORN  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHED 

church,  William  Varney  must  have  deplored  the  indignity  of  this  publicity  on 

MANY  ACCOUNTS.  We  CAN  GUESS  THE  BAILING  OUT  WAS  FOLLOWED  BY  PARENTAL  BAWLING 
OUT  OF  HISTORICAL  INTEREST,  AND  ESSEX  COUNTY  RECORDS  MENTION  NO  FURTHER  RELIGIOUS 
DISSERTATIONS  BY  THOMAS.  HOWEVER,  HE  WAS  F  I  NED  AGAIN  A  FEW  MONTHS  LATER  FOR 
BEING  "OVERTAKEN  WITH  DRINK1'  AND  IN  THAT  CONDITION  MET  A  SUDDEN  ACCIDENTAL 

death  in  September  I65O  with  a  public  investigation  ensuing.  He  had  been  an 

EMPLOYEE  or  THE  SAUGUS  IRON  WORKS,  ONE  OF  THE  FIRST  IRON  WORKS  IN  AMERICA. 

Worries  about  a  son-in-law  continued  for  William  Varney,  for  Rachel  very  soon 
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Rc~MARR  !  ED  ,  AMO  HER  SECOND  HUSBAND  PROVED  MORE  DANGEROUSLY  TROUBLESOME  "HAN 
THE  F  i  RS  r?  HE  WAS  JOSEPH  LaMGTON,  CHARGED  AT  SALEM,  MASSACHUSETTS,  MARCH  5, 
1652,  WITH  CRUEL  MISTREATMENT  (wHILE  DRINKING)  OF  A  SMALL  CHILD  OF  HiS  WIFE, 

Bv  HER  FIRST  HUSBAND.  ThE  CHILD  WAS  ORDERED  BY  THE  COURT  TO  BE  PLACED  WITH 
THE  GRANDPARENTS,  WlLLI AM  VARNEV  AND  BRIDGET.  ThE  CHILD  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  BETWEEN 
2  AND  SO  THE  FOLLOWING  YEAR  COULD  NOT  HAVE  BEEN  EASY  FOR  BRIDGET,  AND  IT  WAS 

THE  LAST  YEAR  OF  WILLIAM'S  LIFE. 


Rachel  had  2  daughters  by  her  2nd  husband  (Rachel  Langton,  m.  Hugh  Rowe,  l667» 
and  Mary,  m.  Thomas  Day,  1673)  before  obtaining  a  divorce  which  was  a  very  early 
one  in  America,  May  22,  1661  ,  the  General  Court  decreeing  "it  meete  to  declare 

THAT  SHE  IS  FREE  OF  HER  LATE  HUSBAND  JOSEPH  LANGTON." 

Meanwhile,  in  1657*  Jeffrey  Parsons,  William  Varney’s  step-son  and  Rachel’s 

HALF  BROTHER,  HAD  MARRIED  SARAH  V|NSON  (oR  V|NCENt)  WHO  HAD  A  BROTHER  WlLLI AM, 

A  WIDOWER  AT  THE  TIME  OF  RACHEL'S  DIVORCE.  He  BECAME  ON  JUNE  10,  l66l,  RACHEL'S 

THIRD  HUSBAND,  H|S  SECOND  MARRIAGE.  BRIDGET  VARNEY'S  SATISFACTION  WITH  THIS 
SON-IN-LAW  IS  SHOWN  BY  HER  NAMING  HIM  IN  HER  WlLL  OF  1671  AS  EXECUTOR  OF  HER 
ESTATE. 

William  Vinson  died  at  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  September  17>  1690,  and  his 
widow,  Rachel,  on  February  15?  1708.

Vinson,  wife  of  William  Vinson,  and  to  her  son  Thomas  Verney,  "Seaven  Sheepe". 
Executor  to  be  William  Vinson,  her  son-in-law.  Inventory  total  66  pounds  11 
shillings.  Her  lands  included  3  acres  of  marsh  in  Chebacco. 

For  more  than  200  years  now,  all  descendants  of  William  Varney  and  Bridget  who 
have  had  the  name  Varney,  have  been  their  descendants  through  their  older  son 
Humphrey,  since  their  second  son,  Thomas,  had  only  one  son  who  left  no  male 

DESCENDANTS.  THE  HISTORY  OF  THOMAS  VARNEY  IS  NEVERTHELESS  INTERESTING,  AS  HE 
WAS  AN  IMPORTANT  MEMBER  OF  OUR  EARLIEST  VARNEY  FAMILY  IN  AMERICA. 

About  ten  years  old  when  he  came  to  Ipswich  with  his  parents  in  l649»  Thomas 
was  apprenticed  later  that  year  to  William  Bartholomew,  a  prominent  citizen  of 
Ipswich  for  a  period  of  14  years.  The  apprenticeship  was  transferred  to  Henry 
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Bartholomew  and  later  to  John  Hardy  of  Salem.  The  Will  of  John  Hardy, 

PROVED  IN  '1652,  MENTIONS  H|MI  "I  GIVE  UNTO  MY  SON-IN-LAW  ROGER  HoSCALL 

all  my  right  and  interest  in  Thomas  Varney  my  apprentice  unless  his 

PARENTS  BUY  HIS  TIME  BY  PAYING  THE  SUM  OF  7  POUNDS  THAT  I  PAID  FOR  HIS 

TIME,  WHICH  IF  THEY  DO,  1  GIVE  THE  SA|D  SUM  OF  SEVEN  POUNDS  TO  MY  SON-IN- 

LAW. ''  William  Varney  bought  back  his  son’s  time  shortly  thereafter. 

Thomas  Varney  married  Abigail  Proctor,  oaughter  of  John  (Sr.)  and  Martha, 
of  Ipswich,  and  lived  after  his  marriage  at  Chebacco,  near  Ipswich.  His 

HOUSE  THERE  HAS  BEEN  GONE  MANY  YEARS,  BUT  ANOTHER  HOUSE  WAS  BUILT  ON  THE 
SITE  OF  THE  OLD  CELLAR-HOLE,  IN  POSSESSION  OF  DESCENDANTS  AS  LATE  AS  1936. 

Abigail  played  a  leading  part  in  their  community  in  a  famous  incident  of 
1677.  The  inhabitants  of  Chebacco  were  anxlous  to  build  a  meeting-house 
of  their  own,  as  it  was  a  long  way  to  the  church  at  Ipswich.  The  General 

Court  disapproved  their  wishes  and  issued  an  order  forbidding  the  men  of 

Chebacco  to  build  a  meeting-house.  The  women  of  Chebacco  proceeded  to 

BUILD  IT  THEMSELVES,  WITH  THE  HELP  OF  SOME  MEN  FROM  NEIGHBORING  TOWNS.  A 
WARRANT  FOR  THE  ARREST  OF  THESE  WOMEN,  INCLUDING  ABIGAIL  VARNEY,  BROUGHT 
THEM  TO  THE  NEXT  MEETING  OF  THE  COURT,  WHERE  THEY  WERE  PARDONED. 

A  TRAGIC  FAME  BELONGS  TO  ANOTHER  MEMBER  OF  THE  PROCTOR  FAMILY,  WHO  WAS 

Abigail’s  brother,  John  Proctor,  Jr.  With  his  wife  Elizabeth,  John  moved 
to  Salem  shortly  before  witchcraft  trials  were  started  there.  He  expressed 
bold  disapproval  of  those  proceedings,  and  therefore  he  AND  HIS  WIFE  were 
denounced  and  arrested.  Thomas  Varney  proved  himself  a  loyal  and  brave 
brother-in-law,  joining  other  good  friends  of  the  Proctors  at  Ipswich, 
signing  a  petition  defending  the  character  of  John  and  his  wife  and  sending 
the  petition  to  the  General  Court.  Nevertheless,  John  was  executed, 

August  19*  1692,  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  receiving  a  postponement  because  of 
pregnancy.  The  postponement  saved  her  life,  as  the  peak  of  the  storm  of 
fears  and  recriminations  had  passed  before  her  baby  was  born. 

Thomas  Varney  died  the  same  year,  December  4,  1692.  He  left  his  wife, 
Abigail,  with  daughters,  but  only  one  son,  Thomas  (b.  1682),  who  left  no

HER  FIRST  HUSBAND.  SOME  RECORDS  HAVE  CLAIMED  THAT  SHE  WAS  TWICE 
MARRIED  BEFORE  MARRYING  HUMPHREY  VARNEY,  BUT  IT  NOW  APPEARS 
CERTAIN  THAT  SHE  MARRIED  ONLY  JOSEPH  AUSTIN  AND  HUMPHREY  VARNEY. 

Other  records  have  claimed  that  Humphrey  Varney  was  married  twice, 

FIRST  MARRYING  SARAH'S  SISTER  ESTHER  STARBUCK,  NAMING  ESTHER 
MOTHER  OF  HUMPHREY'S  FIRST  2  CHILDREN,  JOHN  AND  PETER.  HOWFVER, 

A  LAW  OF  THOSE  TIMES  FORBAD  MARRIAGE  TO  SISTERS  OF  FORMER  WIVES, 

and  Herbert  Clarkson  Varney  (descendant  of  Humphrey's  son  Pfter)

Massachusetts,  where  he  was  employed  at  the  saw-mills  until  1658.  On 
April  4,  1659*  he  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  of  Dover,  New  Hampshire, 

A  TOWN  FIRST  SETTLED  IN  1623  AND  STILL  MORE  OF  a  LUMBER  CAMP  THAN  A  TOWN 

when  Humphrey  arrived.  He  settled  in  the  part  of  town  known  as  Dover 
Neck  Village,  now  known  as  Dover  Point. 

Just  three  years  after  his  arrival,  Quaker  missionaries  visited  Dover  and 

FOUND  MANY  PEOPLE  RECEPTIVE  TO  THEIR  TEACHINGS.  THAT  WAS  IN  1662,  JUST  A 
YEAR  AFTER  FOUR  QUAKERS  HAD  BEEN  HUNG  ON  BOSTON  COMMON  AND  MANY  YEARS 
BEFORE  THE  TOLERATION  Ac T  WAS  PASSED  IN  ENGLAND  (|N  1689)  TO  PUT  AN  END  TO 

PERSECUTION  OF  QUAKERS  AND  OTHER  DISSENTERS  WHO  REFUSED  TO  ATTEND  CHURCH 

services.  Whittier  and  other  writers  of  Dover  history  tell  of  the  banish¬ 
ing  OF  THE  FIRST  QUAKER  MISSIONARIES  THERE,  BUT  THEY  HAD  THEIR  CONVERTS, 

and  Humphrey  Varney  was  perhaps  one  of  them.  A  New  Hampshire  Court  Record 
of  I663  shows  that  Humphrey  was  drought  to  court  and  admonished  for  not 
ATTENDING  CHURCH  MEETINGS,  AND  LATER,  IN  l679»  A  RECORD  OF  A  TOWN  MEETING 
at  Dover  shows  that  he  and  several  others  refused  to  take  the  oath  of 

ALLEGIANCE.  THIS  WAS  TYPICAL  QUAKER  CONDUCT.  ThE  FIRST  BOOK  OF  RECORDS 

of  the  Friends  of  Dover  was  destroyed  or  lost,  so  perhaps  no  proof  exists 

TODAY  OF  His  MEMBERSHIP  IN  THAT  GROUP.  HOWEVER,  JOHN  SCALES  IN  H|S  H | STORY 

of  Dover  states  that  Humphrey  Varney  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends^ 

AND  THAT  HE  WAS  BURIED  IN  THE  LITTLE  QUAKER  CEMETARY  (WITHOUT  HEADSTONES) 
ALONGSIDE  DOVER'S  ORIGINAL  QUAKER  MEETING  HOUSE,  BUILT  IN  1680,  WHICH 
STOOD  TO  THE  SOUTH  OF  HUMPHREY  VARNEY'S  LAND,  HIS  PROPERTY  ADJOINING. 

Humphrey's  father-in-law  Edward  Starbuck  was  a  prominent  man.  He  received 

A  LAND  GRANT  AT  DOVER  IN  1643,  AND  WAS  APPOINTED  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE 

General  Court  in  1643  and  '46.  He  also  was  appointed  an  Elder  of  the 
Church  at  Dover,  but  soon  had  disagreements  with  the  Church.  Becoming 

OPPOSED  TO  THE  PRACTICE  OF  BAPTISM,  HE  WAS  THREATENED  WITH  BANISHMENT  FROM 
THE  COLONY  AND  ELDER  EDWARD  STARBUCK  MOVED  TO  NANTUCKET  IN  l660,  A  FIRST 
SETTLER  THERE  Wl THTHOMAS  MACY.  HlS  WIFE  DIED  AT  DOVER,  PROBABLY  BEFORE  HIS 
REMOVAL.  HE  RETURNED  TO  DOVER  THE  SPRING  FOLLOWING  HIS  DEPARTURE,  TO 
PERSUADE  SEVERAL  FAMILIES  TO  GO  BACK  TO  NANTUCKET  WITH  HIM.  HUMPHREY 

Varney  may  have  accompanied  him  for  a  brief  period.  Edward  Starbuck  is 

DESCRIBED  AS  A  MAN  OF  "COMMANDING  PRESENCE"  AND  HIS  CALM  AND  FRIENDLY 
INFLUENCE  OVER  THE  INDIANS  AT  NANTUCKET  WAS  CONSIDERED  VERY  HELPFUL  TO 
EARLY  SETTLERS.  HlS  SON  NATHANIEL  AND  WIFE,  MARY  COFFIN,  BECAME  QUAKERS, 
and  Mary  was  a  leading  spirit  in  Quaker  organization  at  Nantucket,  that 

ISLAND  BEING  CONVERTED  TO  QUAKER  SOCIETY  BETWEEN  1693  AND  17^4.  EDWARD 

Starbuck  died  age  86,  in  1690. 

Humphrey  Varney's  Will,  written  July  17*  1713*  "being  weak  in  body",  gave

Otis,  were  both  killed  by  the  Indians  on  June  28,  1689,  in  the  attack  of 

THAT  DATE  AT  DOVER.  STEPHEN’S  CHILDREN  WERE  ALL  TAKEN  CAPTIVE,  AND  ALL 

excepting  Mary,  were  carried  to  Canada.  Mary  was  carried  off  as  far  as 
Conway  and  there  rescued,  and  brought  home.  Her  brothers , Nathan i el  and 
Stephen,  chose  to  remain  in  Canada  after  their  ransom,  and  signed  quit 
claims  to  the  property  at  Dover  which  they  inherited  from  their  grandfather 
Richard,  whereby  Ebenezer  Varney  and  Mary  acquired  possession  of  the  ’’Hill” 
or  Otis  estate,  about  1696,  at  which  time  that  part  of  Dover,  completely 

DESTROYED  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THE  MASSACRE,  WAS  RE-SETTLED.  TlTLE  TO  THE 
PROPERTY  WAS  NEVERTHELESS  IN  DISPUTE  FOR  SOME  YEARS  BECAUSE  EVIDENCE  OF 
TITLE  (iN  THAT  CASE  AS  IN  SEVERAL  OTHERS)  HAD  BEEN  DESTROYED  BY  FIRE  OR 
LOST  DURING  THE  INDIAN  ATTACK.  ThE  HOME  OF  RICHARD  OTIS  HAD  BEEN  ONE  OF 
THE  THREE  GARRISONED  HOUSES  AT  DOVER  IN  l689«  He  WAS  A  BLACKSMITH  AND  WAS 
THE  EMIGRANT  OF  THE  FAMILY,  COMING  TO  AMERICA  FROM  GLASTONBURY  IN  SOMERSET¬ 
SHIRE,  with  wife  Rose  Stoughton,  who  was  the  mother  of  Stephen.  Aft£r  her 
death  Richard  OTis  had  re-married  Shuah  Heard  (widow  of  James)  and  became 
again  a  widower  and  married  a  third  time,  Grizel  Warren,  who  was  another 
captive  at  the  time  of  the  massacre. 
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Stephen  Otis  married  April  16,  1674,  Mary  Pitman,  daughter  of  William 

and  Barbara  (Evans)  Pitman  of  Ouster  River,  Durham,  New  Hampshire  (William 
and  Barbara  had  been  married  at  Boston,  September  29?  1653*)  Stephen 
and  Mary  (Pitman)  Otis  became  Quakers,  and  the  marriage  of  their  daughter 
to  Ebenezer  Varney  was  probably  a  Quaker  w e d d i n g • 

The  property  which  came  into  Ebenezer  Varney's  possession  from  the  Otis 

FAMILY,  REMAINED  IN  THE  VARNEY  FAMILY  UNTIL  l851  WHEN  HOUSE  AND  LANDS  WERE 

sold  to  John  Ham.  The  house  was  built  by  Ebenezer  Varney  about  1700,  on 
the  west  side  of  a  hill  known  as  Garrison  Hill,  which  was  called  Varney 
Hill  for  many  years.  Ebenezer  was  a  Quaker,  we  know,  and  became  a  man  of 
considerable  property,  some  of  his  lands  lycng  in  Rochester,  New  Hampshire, 

AFTER  THE  INCORPORATION  OF  THAT  TOWN  IN  "1722.  He  WAS  CONSTABLE  OF  DOVER 

in  I69O,  and  Grand  Juror  1696.  His  Will  dated  1733  gave  to  his  son, 
Nathaniel  (see  below),  one  seventh  part  of  his  land  in  Rochester,  New 
Hampshire,  also  60  pounds  to  be  paid  him  either  in  cash  or  cattle  or 
"ye  produce  of  ye  Land  at  ye  market  price  when  ye  legacy  shall  become  due".

Another  chapter  of  early  Quaker  history  is  added  to  Varney  history  with 

THE  MARRIAGE  OF  NATHANIEL  VARNEY  TO  CONTENT  GaSKILL.  She  WAS  A  GRAND¬ 
DAUGHTER  OF  Provided  Southwick,  who  married  Samuel  Gaskill,  Sr.,  at  Salem, 
October  30,  1662.  (Gaskill  sp.  also  Gaskin  in  some  records  and  also 
ascoyne.)  Provided’s  father  and  mother,  Lawrence  and  Cassandra  Southwick, 

WERE  AMONG  THE  FIRST  PEOPLE  OF  SALEM,  MASSACHUSETTS,  CONVERTED  TO  THE 

Quaker  faith,  and  were  fined,  whipped,  impr,soned  and  finally  banished 
from  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  for  being  Quakers,  in  1659.  They  departed 
Salem  for  Shelter  Island  where  they  died  in  the  spring  of  1660  "from 

PRIVATION  AND  EXPOSURE".  LAWRENCE  HAD  COME  FROM  ENGLAND  IN  1627,  AND 
RETURNED  TO  ENGLAND  IN  ORDER  TO  BRING  HIS  WIFE  CASSANDRA  (aND  A  SON,  JOHN 
AND  A  DAUGHTER,  Mary)  BACK  TO  AMERICA  WITH  HIM,  ON  A  VOYAGE  OF  THE  MAYFLOWER 
IN  1630,  IN  COMPANY  OF  WlLLIAM  BRADFORD  AND  OTHERS,  TO  SETTLE  AT  SALEM. 

There  he  was  given  2  acres  of  land  by  the  town,  to  manufacture  glass  and 

EARTHENWARE,  AND  HE  is  said  TO  HAVE  BEEN  THE  FIRST  GLASS  MANUFACTURER  IN 

America.  They  were  church  members  until  the  arrival  of  Quaker  missionaries 

THERE  IN  1656.  In  ADDITION  TO  THE  SON  A  NO  DAUGHTER,  WHO  CAME  TO  AMERICA 
WITH  THEM,  THEY  HAD  THREE  OR  MORE  CHILDREN  BORN  IN  AMERICA,  JOSJAH,  DANIEL 

and  Provided,  who  was  born  l64l ,  at  Salem.  A  year  before  her  parents’ 
banishment,  at  age  17,  Provided  was  already  a  determined  Quaker,  and  was 

SENTENCED  (|N  I658)  "T0  SIT  BY  HER  HEELS  IN  THE  STOCKS  AN  HOUR",  AND  WAS 

ALSO  FINED,  FOR  PROFESSING  THE  QUAKER  FAITH.  IMMEDIATELY  FOLLOWING  THE 
EXILE  OF  HER  PARENTS,  SHE  WAS  FINED  AGAIN,  TEN  POUNDS  FOR  NON-ATTENDANCE 
AT  CHURCH,  AND  HER  BROTHER,  DANIEL  WAS  FINED  ALSO.  THEY  WERE  UNABLE  TO 
PAY  THE  FINES,  AND  BOTH  WERE  THEN  SENTENCED  BY  THE  GENERAL  COURT  OF 

Massachusetts  to  be  sold  into  slavery  "to  any  of  the  English  nation  at 
Virginia  or  Barbados."  The  result  of  that  cruel  sentence  became  the 

SUBJECT  OF  A  POEM  BY  WHITTIER,  (wHO  CHOSE  WITH  POETIC  LICENSE  TO  USE  HER 
MOTHER  S  RHYTHMICAL  NAME  RATHER  THAN  THE  DAUGHTER'S,  THEREFORE  THE  POEM 
HAS  THE  TITLE  "CASSANDRA  SOUTHWICK")  FROM  WHICH  WE  QUOTE,  FROM  A  SCENE 
ON  THE  WHARVES  OF  SALEM! 


"Then  to  the  stout  sea-captains,  the  sheriff  turning  said, 

’Which  of  ye,  worthy  seamen,  will  take  this  Quaker  maid? 

In  the  Isle  of  fair  Barbadoes,  or  on  Virginia's  shore, 

You  MAY  HOLD  HER  AT  A  HIGHER  PRICE  THAN  INDIAN  GIRL  OR  MOOR...' 

Grim  and  sil. ent  stood  the  captains,  and  when  again  he  cried 
Speak  out,  my  worthy  seamen!’  -  no  voice,  no  sign  replied..." 

(Then  one  voice  -  fortunately  convincing  to  all  sea-captains  present,  and 

PERMANENTLY  DELAYING  THE  ORDER  OF  THE  COURT  -) 

Tile  my  ship  with  bars  of  silver,  pack  with  coins  of  Spanish  gold 
From  keel-piece  up  to  deck-plank,  the  roomage  of  her  hold, 

By  the  living  God  who  made  me!  I  would  sooner  in  your  bay 
Sink  ship  and  crew  and  cargo,  than  bear  this  child  away!'" 
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Thus  Provided  Southwick  remained  at  Salem,  and  married  Samuel  Gaskill  in 
1662,  who  had  also  been  a  professed  Quaker  since  1658.  Their  first  child, 
Samuel,  Jr.,  born  November  23»  1663*  was  the  father  of  Nathaniel  Varney’s 

WIFE,  AND  FATHER  OF  SAMUEL  GaSKILL  THE  THIRD  WHO  MARRIED  NATHANIEL’S  OLDER 

sister,  Sarah.  (Since  Sarah  was  eleven  years  older  than  her  brother, 
Nathaniel,  we  assume  her  marriage  was  earlier  than  his.) 

Nathaniel  Varney  of  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  December  15,  1729*  was  signer 
(with  his  father  and  other  Varneys)  of  a  petition  to  the  Governor  regarding 

ALLEGED  FALSITIES  in  TOWN  RECORDS,  DEEDS*  ETC.*  AND  AGAIN  WAS  SIGNER  OF  A 

petition  on  February  6,  1732-3*  requesting  incorporation  of  the  township 
of  Dover.  1  he  marriage  record  of  his  son,  Hezekiah  in  1757*  as  recorded 
at  Newbury,  Massachusetts  (only  one  of  the  several  recordings  of  said 
marriage)  refer  to  the  father*  Nathaniel*  as  being  then  of  Rochester, 

New  Hampshire,  which  was  probably  due  to  re-arrangement  of  town  boundaries 
rather  than  to  change  of  residence.  He  was  a  member  of  Dover  Monthly 
Meeting  of  Friends  throughout  his  life,  and  the  births  of  his  children 

ARE  ALL  LISTED  |N  THE  RECORDS  OF  THAT  SOCIETY.  The  EARLIEST  BOOK  NOW  IN 
EXISTENCE  OF  THOSE  RECORDS  OF  QUAKERS  OF  DOVER,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  BEGINS 

March,  1701,  and  therefore  Nathaniel  is  the  first  of  our  line  of  Varneys 

WHOSE  HISTORY  IS  COVERED  BY  THOSE  RECORDS.

OF  STURGEON,  ABOUNDING  IN  THE  RIVER  MeRRJMAC  12  TO  l8  FT.  LONG,  AND  A 
COURT  ORDER  OF  1680  LICENSED  THOMAS  ROGERS  TO  MAKE  STURGEON  "PROVIDED  HE 
SHALL  PRESENT  THE  COURT  WITH  A  BOWLE  OF  GOOD  STURGEON  EVERY  MlCHAELMAS 

court.."  The  wife  of  Thomas  Rogers  was  Ruth  Brown,  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Rebecca  (Bailey)  Brown.  She  was  grand-daughter  of  Thomas  Brown,  a  weaver 
of  Newbury  in  1635* 

The  earliest  connection  we  find  of  our  Hannah  Rogers'  family  with  Quaker 

HISTORY  IS  THE  CONVICTION  OF  HER  GREAT-GREAT  GRANDFATHER  JOHN  EMERY  IN 
1663  FOR  HOSPITALITY  TO  QUAKER  MISSIONARIES  AT  NEWBURY.  He  WAS  FINED  FOUR 
POUNDS,  A  WITNESS  TESTIFYING  THAT  HE  WAS  SEEN  TAKING  THE  QUAKER  MISSIONARIES 
BY  THE  HAND  AND  BIDDING  THEM  WELCOME.  JOHN  EMERY'S  DAUGHTER,  ELEANOR, 
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married  John  Bailey  and  their  daughter  Rebecca  married  Isaac  Brown. 

Rebecca  and  Isaac  were  grandparents  not  only  of  our  Hannah  Roger’s  mother , 

BUT  ALSO  OF  HER  FATHER,  HER  PARENTS  BEING  COUSINS. 

There  were  many  Quakers  around  Newbury  at  an  early  date,  but  their  records 
as  a  Society  were  not  kept  regularly  until  1701,  when  the  Friends  at 
Amesbury  put  up  their  meeting  house.  The  Quakers  of  Newbury,  Salisbury 
and  Amesbury,  and  those  of  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  held  their  meetings  at 
Amesbury  and  Hampton  on  alternate  months.  Thus  the  wedding  of  Hezekiah 
Varney  and  Hannah  Rogers  happened  to  take  place  at  Hampton,  New  Hampshire. 

The  wedding  date  of  Hezekiah  and  Hannah  has  special  significance  as  the 
parents  of  Hezekiah  had  been  married  on  the  -  same  day  of  August  thirty 

YEARS  BEFORE*  THE  WEDDING  MUST  ALSO  HAVE  BEEN  A  PARTICULARLY  HAPPY 
OCCASION  FOR  ALL  BECAUSE  THE  VARNEY  AND  ROGERS  FAMILIES  HAD  PREVIOUSLY 
BEEN  UNITED  BY  THE  MARRIAGE  SIX  YEARS  EARLIER  OF  HEZEKIAh’s  OLDER  SISTER 

Lydia  to  Isaac  Rogers,  brother  of  Hannah.

The  ch  ILDREN  WERE  ALL  BORN  AT  BERWICK,  MAINE,  ACCORDING  TO  DOVER  RECORDS, 

BUT  IT  IS  CLEAR  THAT  THE  FAMILY  WERE  RESIDENTS  OF  ROCHESTER,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

in  1762,  when  Hezekiah  was  signer  of  a  petition  (February  8)  requesting 

RIGHT  TO  SEND  A  REPRESENTATIVE  FROM  ROCHESTER  TOWNSHIP  TO  THE  GENERAL 

Assemblies.  Right  to  appoint  and  send  same  was  granted. 

In  1769  Hezekiah  is  listed  as  a  resident  of  Middleton  (or  Middle  Town) 

New  Hampshire,  on  Lot  N,  "3  acres  cleared  and  two  Fell  House  and  no  Barn." 

(Isaac  Watson  therein  named  as  original  owner  of  said  property.) 

They  moved  about  1775,  we  think,  to  Berwick,  where  Hannah's  parents  may 

HAVE  BEEN  LIVING  (THEY  DID  NOT  DIE  AT  NEWBURY)  OR  WHERE  SHE  HAD  OTHER 
RELATIVES. 

HeLFK : AH  WAS  AGE  60  OR  6l  WHEN  HIS  WIFE  HANNAH  DIED  AT  BERWICK  IN  1795,  AND 
ALTHOUGH  FAMILY  TRADITION  HAS  TOLD  THAT  HE  MOVED  HIS  FAMILY  TO  VERMONT, 

IT  SEEMS  MORE  LIKELY  THAT  HIS  SONS  DECIDED  TO  MOVE  THERE,  AND  HE  FOLLOWED.

Monkton  and  Starksboro  are  about  60  miles  north  of  Dandy,  Vermont, (Rutland

MEETINGS  AND  WAS  LONG  THE  HEADQUARTERS  FOR  QUAKER  COMMUNITIES  SCATTERED 
THROUGHOUT  THE  AREA.  FORMAL  REQUEST  FOR  ORGANIZATION  OF  MONTHLY  MEETINGS 
AT  FERR I SDURGH  WAS  MADE  IN  1792  (THAT  TOWN  ONLY  10  MILES  FROM  STARKSBORO 
AND  LESS  FROM  MONKTON)  BUT  THE  FERR | SBURG  MM  WAS  NOT  ORGANIZED  UNTIL  JUNE 

30,  1801.  Monkton  and  Starksboro  had  their  own  Quaker  meeting  houses,  but 

FOR  PURPOSES  OF  RECORD  KEEPING  (BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  MARRIAGES)  DANDY  FIRST 
AND  LATER  FERRISBURGH  WERE  THEIR  CENTERS  OF  ADMINISTRATION.  FERR  1SBURGH 
RECORDS  LIST  THE  DATES  OF  BIRTH  OF  ALL  ITS  MEMBERS  (WHEREVER  BORn)  AND 

Hezekiah  Varney  and  all  his  children  (excepting  the  3  sons  who  died  young 

BEFORE  THE  MOVE  TO  VERMONT )  WERE  AT  SOME  TIME  MEMBERS  OF  THE  F  ERR  I SDURGH 

Quaker  group,  including  those  listed  as  "disowned"  earlier  by  the  Quakers 
at  Dover.  The  early  record  books  of  Ferrisburgh  MM  have  fortunately  been 
preserved . 

We  have  not  been  able  to  locate  date  of  death  of  Hezekiah  Sr.,  but  it  can

only  one  Hezekiah  Varney  and  we  know  that  Hezekiah  Jr.  was  then  living  in

Hezekiah  may  have  been  buried  at  Ferrisburgh  by  the  old  meeting  house,  but 

MORE  PROBABLY  IN  THE  OLD  CEMETARY  OF  THE  FRIENDS  AT  MONKTON.  If  ANY  STONE 
WAS  PUT  UP  TO  MARK  HIS  GRAVE,  IT  HAS  LONG  SINCE  DISAPPEARED.

Readers  seeking  further  history  of  Varneys  in  Vermont  will  note  that  there 

WERE  2  OTHER  EARLY  SETTLERS  IN  ADDISON  COUNTY  BY  NAME  VARNEY,  OTHER  THAN 
HEZEKIAH  AND  HIS  CHILDREN.  THEY  WERE  BOTH  DISTANT  COUSINS  OF  OUR  VARNEYS, 
AND  THE  WIVES  OF  BOTH  WERE  CLOSELY  RELATED  TO  WIVES  OF  OUR  VARNEYS. 

Joshua  Varney,  b.  Dec.  10,  1767,  was  of  Monkton,  Vt.  in  1795*  His  first 
wife  was  Anna  Austin,  d.  1801  in  Vt.,  and  his  2nd  wife  was  Mercy  Morrill 
sister  of  Content  Morrill  who  married  Nathaniel  Varney  (see  above).  Joshua 
died  July  25,  1855  at  Hamburg,  Erie  Co.,  N.Y.,  and  may  have  left  no 
descendants  in  Vermont.

THAT  HE  MARRIED  HANNAH  JEWETT,  BUT  OUR  DISTANT  COUSIN  RALPH  KNOWLES  (wHO 
IS  A  DESCENDANT  OF  HEZEKIAH  VARNEY,  Jr.)  HAS  LONG  BEEN  A  STUDENT  OF  FAMILY 
HISTORY,  AND  HAS  ALWAYS  CLAIMED  THAT  ABEL  VARNEY  MARRIED  HANNAH  WlLLAND, 

A  SISTER  OF  Ralph  Knowles’  great-grandmother  Anne  or  Anna  Willand.  Hannah 
and  Anna  Willand  had  5  other  sisters,  Ralph  Knowles  says,  who  lived  near 
Concord,  New  Hampshire,  none  of  the  5  married. 

A  William  Willand,  possibly  their  grandfather,  married  at  Dover,  New 
Hampshire,  March  22,  1719-20,  Hannah  Heard  (or  Hurd)  daughter  of  Nathaniel. 
William  Willand's  Will,  written  1752  "being  very  sick",  mentions  4  sons, 
Nathaniel,  William,  George  and  Paul,  whose  names  are  on  Rev.  War  lists  as 

ACTIVE  SOLD  |  ER,S.  We  ASSUME  THEREFORE  THAT  THE  WlLLAND  FAMILY  WERE  NOT 

Quakers,  which  would  account  for  the  "disowned"  record  of  Abel  Varney  in 
the  Dover  books.  A  small  lake  near  Dover  or  in  the  township  is  still  called 
Willand  Pond.  Anna  Willand,  Hannah’s  sister,  married  John  Austin,  as  his 
2nd  wife.  They  had  11  children  (including  Nathaniel  H.  whose  daughter, 
Annette  married  John  S.  Knowles)  and  John  Austin  died  at  Monkton,  Vermont 
in  1820.  His  widow  Anna  re-married,  on  June  4,  1823,  a  Quaker  wedding  at 
Ferr i sburgh,  William  Higby  or  Higbeej  a  fact  of  particular  interest  here 

BECAUSE  WE  FIND  SAMUEL  JEWETT  VaRNEY  (HATHAWAY  FAMILY  E)  LISTED  AS  A 
WITNESS  AT  THAT  WEDDING  (FERR  ISBURGH  MM  RECORD).  SAMUEL  J.,  Abel's  OLDEST 
SON,  WAS  THE  ONLY  MEMBER  OF  ABEL'S  FAMILY  THEN  IN  VERMONT,  AND  HIS  PRESENCE 
AT  THE  WEDDING  SHOWS  THAT  ABEL'S  FIRST  WIFE'S  SISTER  HAD  REMAINED  A  CLOSE 
FAMILY  FRIEND. 


On  January  21,  1798,  Abel  and  wife  deeded  land  at  Blackwater,  Dover,  New 
Hampshire,  to  Amasa  Varney  "joiner".  Abel  and  his  wife  Hannah  Jewett 

PROBABLY  HAD  THEIR  HOME  THERE  OR  AT  B E R W I  C K,  M A  I  N E  UNTIL  1796  (BERWICK, 

Maine  adjoining  Dover,  New  Hampshire)  since  records  of  the  birth  of  their 

OLDEST  SON  REFER  TO  HIM  AS  "NATIVE  OF  MAINE".  HOWEVER,  ABEL  MAY  HAVE  DONE 
SOME  EARLIER  TRAVELLING  IN  VERMONT,  BEFORE  HIS  LEASE  OF  LANDS  AT  MONKTON 
IN  1796,  AND  IT  IS  POSSIBLE  THAT  HE  MET  AND  MARRIED  HANNAH  JEWETT  IN 

Vermont.  The  1790  Vermont  Census  shows  many  Jewetts  in  various  parts  of 

THE  STATE,.  AND  WE  ARE  INCLINED  TO  THINK  THAT  HANNAH  MAY  HAVE  BEEN  A  DAUGHTER 
OR  SISTER  OF  A  SAMUEL  JEWETT  LOCATED  IN  1790  AT  WEYBRIDGE,  VERMONT,  WITHIN 

30  miles  of  Monkton  where  Abel  &  Hannah  later  settled.  That  Samuel  Jewett, 
IN  1790  HEAD  OF  a  FAMILY  OF  7  INCLUDING  HIMSELF,  WAS  Tow N  CLERK  OF  WEYBRIDGE 
THE  YEAR  THE  TOWN  WAS  ORGANIZED  (1789)  AND  FOR  26  YEARS  AFTER.  (An  EARLIER 
SETTLEMENT  AT  WEYBRIDGE  HAD  BEEN  DESTROYED  BY  THE  INDIANS.)  LOCAL  HISTORY 
TELLS  THAT  SAMUEL  JEWETT  CAME  THERE  FROM  BENNINGTON,  TO  RUTLAND,  TO  PlTTS— 
FORD  BY  OX  SLED,  AND  BY  RAFT  FROM  PlTTSFORD  DOWN  THE  CREEK.  If  THIS  STORY 
DOES  NOT  APPLY  TO  OUR  HANNAH  JEWETT'S  FAMILY,  IT  DOES  GIVE  US  AT  LEAST  A 
VIEW  OF  TRANSPORTATION  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  AREA,  NOT  MUCH  ALTERED  BEFORE  OUR 

Varneys  moved  there.  In  1797  an  act  was  passed  in  the  General  Assembly 

TO  PUT  THROUGH  a  STAGE  ROAD  BETWEEN  VERGENNES  TO  BURLINGTON. 

"Abel  Verney  of  Monkton"  on  Feb.  1st,  1796,  leased  from  the  Selectmen  of 
Monkton  66  and  two-thirds  acres  of  land,  which  were  one-third  part  of  the 

"FIRST  DIVISION",  BEGINNING  AT  SW  CORNER  OF  "JONATHON  VARNEY'S  LAND." 

(Book  2,  p.  518-9,  Monkton  Records.)  Jonathon,  Abel’s  brother,  acquired 

HIS  LEASE  SAME  DAY,  FOR  SAME  NUMBER  ACRES,  AS  DID  HEZEKIAH,  Jr.  ("Jr." 

BARELY  LEGIBLE,  AND  MIGHT  READ  "Sr.")  EACH  OF  THE  3  LEASES  TO  PAY  ELEVEN 
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DOLLARS  AND  ELEVEN  GENTS  YEARLY,  FIRST  YEAR  RENT  FREE. 

The  year  after  the  3  leases  were  drawn  up,  the  township  of  Starksboro 

ANNEXED  OVER  2000  ACRES  CF  Mo  NX  TON'S  LANDS,  INCLUDING  THOSE  LEASED  BY 
HEZEK i AH  Jr,,  AND  PERHAPS  INCLUDING  PART  OF  ABEL'S  ACREAGE.  THIS  FACT  MAY 
EXPLAIN  THE  OMSSiON  OF  ABELfS  NAME  AS  HEAD  OF  A  HOUSEHOLD  IN  THE  VERMONT 

Census  of  1800,  if  census  takers  of  each  township  supposed  him  listed  in 

THE  OTHER,  JONATHON4S  NAME  ALSO  IS  OMITTED  IN  THAT  CENSUS;  HEZEK ! AH  Sr., 

and  Jr.,  and  Isaac  each  listed  as  head  of  a  household  at  Starksboro. 

Monkton  Quakers  were  an  organized  meeting  group  in  1798,  under  authority 
of  Dan by  MM  until  1801,  when  Ferrjsburgh  MM  became  the  administrative 
center  for  Friends  of  NW  Vermont.  Ferr  isbu'rgh  Book  no.  1  of  Friends' 
Records  contain  the  following  message  addressed  to  Monkton  Friends:  "On 
reviewing  your  communication  of  the  fourth  month  last,  respecting  Abel 
Varney,  and  duly  considering  its  contents,  have  accepted  his  acknowledge¬ 
ment  and  restored  him  to  membership,  and  as  such  do  recommend  him  to  your 
Christian  care  and  oversight,  there  appearing  nothing  on  inspection  of  his 
outward  affairs  to  prevent  the  same.  Signed  in  &  on  behalf  a  monthly 
meeting  of  Friends  held  here  at  Dover,  N.H."  This  entry  in  the  books  at 
Ferr isburgh  was  dated  June  29,  1807.  There  were  often  many  delays  in  the 
completion  of  such  formalities,  and  we  can  be  sure  that  Abel  had  received 
earlier  welcome  into  the  group  at  Monkton.  We  think  that  Hannah  Jewett 
became  a  Quaker  "by  conv incement",  after  marriage  to  Abel,  for  family 
tradition  has  told  us  that  her  father  and  brothers  were  active  in  the 
Revolution.  We  now  know  for  a  fact  that  she  was  a  Quaker  during  their 
Vermont  years,  (and  later  in  Ohio)  and  the  children  of  Abel  and  Hannah  are 
listed  in  Ferr i sburgh  records  (all  except  Abel  Jr.,  born  later  in  Ohio)  - 
Hannah's  birthdate  and  Abel's  at  the  head  of  the  page,  her  age  and  his 
re-stated  at  the  time  of  each  child's  birth.  Regardless  of  place  of 
birth,  birth-dates  of  all  children  were  recorded,  by  custom,  for  member 
FAMILIES. 

In  1808,  Abel  "of  Monkton"  purchased  land  in  Charlotte,  Vermont,  just 
north  of  Monkton,  but  in  the  next  county,  Chittenden;  he  continued  to  hold 

his  earlier  lease  lands,  but  is  called  Abel  Varney  of  Charlotte  in  later 

records.  His  purchase  there  was  about  60  acres  of  lot  no.  63,  slightly 

SOUTH  OF  CENTRAL  PART  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP.  He  APPEARED  ON  THE  GRAND  LlST 

1809  of  Charlotte,  taxed  on  just  30  acres  of  above  purchase,  value  $32.30, 

OTHER  PROPERTY  $46.50,  FACULTY  ASSESSMENT  $25»  AND  TWO  FOLDS  OF  SHEEP, 
$119.  His  TOTAL  TAX  $263  WAS  FAIRLY  HIGH  FOR  THE  TIME.  ACCORDING  TO  THAT 

TAX  LIST,  HE  DID  NOT  HAVE  A  HOUSE  AT  CHARLOTTE. 

In  ADDITION  TO  SHEEP  RAISING,  THEN  A  PROFITABLE  INDUSTRY,  PROBABLY  HE  DID 
A  GOOD  BUSINESS  IN  LUMBERING  AND  SALE  OF  POTASH.  ALTHOUGH  MONKTON  IS  SET 
BACK  IN  THE  FOOTHILLS  OF  THE  MOUNTAINS  TO  THE  EAST,  CHARLOTTE  AND  FERRIS- 
BURGH  BORDER  ON  LAKE  CHAMPLAIN,  AND  BEFORE  THERE  WERE  ANY  MILLS  IN  THE 
REGION  FOR  DRESSING  LUMBER,  PIONEERS  TOOK  MILLIONS  OF  FEET  TO  QUEBEC  BY 
RAFT,  FOR  THE  King's  NaVY. 

The  story  that  Abel  "skated  the  whole  length  of  Lake  Champlain"  has  been 

TOLD  BY  HIS  GRANDCHILDREN  TO  THEIR  GRANDCHILDREN,  AND  PRACTICAL  REASONS 
FOR  THIS  FEAT  MAY  BE  FOUND  IN  THE  ABOVE  FACTS.  THINKING  THAT  HE  WOULD 
HAVE  BEEN  OVER  THIRTY  YEARS  OF  AGE  WHEN  HE  TOOK  SUCH  EXERCISE,  VERY  WELL 
WEIGHTED  WITH  FAMILY  RESPONSIBILITIES,  IT  IS  INTERESTING  TO  DECIDE  THAT  HE 
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DID  IT  IN  LINE  WITH  NECESSARY  BUSINESS,  THE  BETTER  TO  BELIEVE  THE  STORY* 

Perhaps  he  also  found  time  to  teach  his  children  to  skate  on  an  attractive 

LITTLE  LAKE  AT  MONKTON  RlDGE,  CALLED  MoNKTON  POND. 

The  1810  Vermont  Census  lists  Abel,  and  his  brothers  Hezekiah  and  Nathaniel 

EACH  AS  HEADS  OF  HOUSEHOLDS  AT  CHARLOTTE.  The  STATISTICS  OF  Abel's  FAMILY 
ARE  |N  EXACT  AGREEMENT  WITH  OUR  INFORMATION  FROM  OTHER  SOURCES:  HIMSELF 
"45  OR  OVER",  HIS  WIFE  BETWEEN  26  AND  45?  2  BOYS  UNDER  10,  ONE  SON  BETWEEN 
16  AND  26;  2  DAUGHTERS  UNDER  l6  AND  ONE  UNDER  10* 

In  1813,  Abel  sold  his  land  at  Charlotte  for  $700,  and  on  June  7,  1816  he 

SOLD  FOR  $350  THE  LANDS  LEASED  20  YEARS  BEFORE  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN  OF 
MoNKTON*  We  CAN  THUS  ACCOUNT  FOR  ONE  THIRD  OF  THE  SUM  OF  CASH  WHICH  FAMILY 
LEGEND  REPORTS  ABEL  BROUGHT  WITH  HIM  FROM  VERMONT  TO  OHIO  IN  1 8l 7 .  SALE 
OF  HIS  SHEEP  AND  SAVINGS  FROM  LUMBER  BUSINESS  COULD  ACCOUNT  FOR  ANOTHER 
THOUSAND  OR  TWO.  WHILE  MIGRATION  WESTWARD  FROM  VERMONT  HAD  BEEN  LARGE  FOR 
SEVERAL  YEARS,  IT  WAS  SPEEDED  DURING  THE  YEAR  1 8 1 6  BY  AN  EXTREMELY  COLD 
SUMMER  THROUGH  NEW  ENGLAND,  RUINOUS  TO  CROPS,  CREATING  FAMINE  CONDITIONS; 
BUT  WE  CAN  DOUBT  WHETHER  Abel's  FAMILY  SUFFERED  FROM  THE  HARDSHIPS  OF  THAT 
YEAR,  SINCE  HIS  SALE  IN  l8l3  INDICATES  SOME  INTENTION  OF  A  CHANGE  FOR  HIS 

FAMILY,  AND  THE  SUMMER  OF  l8l6  HAD  JUST  BEGUN  WHEN  HE  MADE  HIS  FINAL  SALE 

of  Vermont  lands.  The  family  may  have  started  west  before  the  end  of  June. 

On  June  24,  l8l7»  "Abel  Varney  and  wife  Hannah  and  children  Anna,  Mary, 

William  and  Isaac"  were  received  as  members  of  the  Ohio  Short  Creek  MM  of 

Friends,  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Jefferson  County.  The  letter  from  Ferr  isburgh 
MM  recommending  them  for  membership  was  dated  April  2,  1817,  but  transfer 

OF  MEMBERSHIP  LETTERS  WERE  OFTEN  DELAYED  IN  EXECUTION,  AND  WE  CAN  SUPPOSE 

Abel's  family  in  Ohio  before  that  date. 

The  eldest  son  and  eldest  daughter  were  not  mentioned  in  Ohio  records  then 

NOR  AT  ANY  LATER  DATE,  SO  IT  SEEMS  THAT  JUDITH  ( OR  JuLIa)  MAY  HAVE  MARRIED 

George  Marsh  in  Vermont  before  the  family  departed,  or  en  route  to  Ohio; 
and  Samuel  Jewett  Varney,  age  21  in  I8l6,  may  have  remained  temporarily 

in  Vermont,  as  we  know  he  was  present  at  a  wedding  at  Ferrisburgh,  in  June 

^1823*  and  we  doubt  whether  he  came  west  until  after  that  date. 

Abel  and  his  family  arrived  in  Ohio  at  a  well  established  community  of 
Quakers,  a  settlement  begun  1799  by  N.  Carolina  Friends  moving  into  Ohio 

FOR  ECONOMIC  REASONS  AND  BECAUSE  OF  THEIR  OPPOSITION  TO  SLAVERY.  THEY 
BROUGHT  NOT  ONLY  THEIR  BELIEFS  AND  CUSTOMS  BUT  ALSO  THE  SEEDS  OF  Ohio's 
FIRST  APPLE  ORCHARDS.  FRIENDS  FROM  VIRGINIA,  New  JERSEY,  MARYLAND  AND 
Pennsylvania  followed  them,  and  their  large  yearly  meeting  house,  built 
IN  1815  on  a  hilltop,  is  still  standing,  a  very  impressive  brick  building 
of  simple  design.  It  is  now  owned  by  the  Ohio  Historical  Society. 

Settlers  there  from  New  England  were  few,  and  perhaps  the  community  was  not 
entirely  congenial  to  Abel  and  Hannah.  They  must  have  felt  some  dis¬ 
appointment  about  the  place,  for  Abel  did  not  buy  land  there.  The  best 
farming  land  was  probably  already  settled,  and  our  family  legend  tells 
that  Abel  wanted  a  "level  piece  of  land  for  a  farm."  That  part  of  the 
state  near  the  Ohio  River  is  all  hilly  and  the  slopes  of  the  hills  are 

PECULIARLY  STEEP.  THE  MAN  WHO  HAD  SKATED  THE  WHOLE  LENGTH  OF  LAKE  CHAMPLAIN 
WAS  NOW  53  OR  54,  AND  VIGOROUS  ENOUGH  TO  PLAN  TO  BEGIN  A  PIONEER  LIFE  ALL 
OVER  AGAIN,  BUT  TALES  OF  OHIO  MUST  HAVE  LED  HIM  TO  HOPE  TO  CLEAR  A  LEVEL 
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PIECE  OF  LAND  ,  FOR  EASY  FARMING  FOR  HIS  LATER  YEARS 


Perhaps  his  family  were  placed  temporarily  with  friends  or  relatives. 
Leaving  them  in  any  case  safe  in  a  Quaker  society,  Abel  set  forth  one  day 
"with  $3000" to  find  and  buy  "a  level  piece  of  land  for  a  farm",  and  he 

WAS  NEVER  SEEN  NOR  HEARD  FROM  AGAIN  BY  ANY  MEMBER  OF  HIS  FAMILY  NOR  BY 
AN  ('ONE  ACQUAINTED  WITH  THEM.  "KILLED  FOR  HIS  MONEY"  ARE  THE  WORDS  REPEATED 
IN  EACH  GENERATION  OF  HIS  MANY  DESCENDANTS,  BUT  IT  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  A  LONG 
ABSENCE  BEFORE  THOSE  WORDS  BECAME  FACT  TO  HI S  WIFE  AND  CHILDREN,  HOWEVER 
SOON  THE  POSSIBILITY  BEGAN  TO  BE  FEARED.  If  ANY  HAPPY  MEMORIES  OF  THE 
YEARS  AROUND  M  T  .  PLEASANT  WERE  TOLD  TO  ANY  G-R  ANDCHILDREN,  NO  DESCENDANTS 
REMEMBER  ANY  WORD  ABOUT  IT  AND  OUR  PRESENT  KNOWLEDGE  AS  TO  WHERE  THE  FAMILY 
SPENT  THEIR  FIRST  YEARS  IN  OHIO  HAS  COME  TO  US  ONLY  SINCE  THE  PUBLICATION 
IN  RECENT  YEARS  OF  QUAKER  RECORDS  OF  0  H  I  0 . 

We  ESTIMATE  THE  TIME  OF  ABEL'S  DISAPPEARANCE  AND  DEATH  AS  THE  SPRING  OF 
l8l8,  BECAUSE  OF  THE  BIRTH  OF  ABEL,  Jr.,  IN  NOVEMBER  OF  THAT  YEAR.  FOUR 
YEARS  LATER  HANNAH  MOVED  NORTH  TO  SALEM,  OHIO,  (COLUMBIANA  Co.)  WITH  HER 
CHILDREN,  EXCEPTING  MARY  WHO  MAY  HAVE  MARRIED  JACOB  BEYERS  BEFORE  THAT 

time.  Transfer  of  their  Quaker  membership  to  Salem  MM  was  recorded  May 
21,  1822,  AND  THE  NEXT  RECORD  OF  FAMILY  NEWS  IS  THAT  OF  "ANNA  HATHAWAY 

FORMERLY  VARNEY"  DISOWNED  FOR  MARRYING  "CONTRARY  TO  DISCIPLINE"  IN  1824. 

That  marriage  was  the  first  of  our  three  Varney-Hathaway  marriages,  and 

AS  FAR  AS  WE  KNOW,  ANNA  WAS  THE  FIRST  OF  OUR  VARNEYS  TO  MOVE  TO  CUYAHOGA 

County,  when  she  married  Silas  Alden  Hathaway. 

The  eldest  son,  Samuel  Jewett  Varney,  was  in  Ohio  by  1826,  and  in  June 

OF  THAT  YEAR  BOUGHT  LAND  WITH  HIS  BROTHER  WlLLJAM  IN  CUYAHOGA  COUNTY,  AT 
BrECKSV I LLE ,  A  FEW  MILES  SOUTH  OF  THE  HATHAWAY  HOMESTEAD  AT  INDEPENDENCE, 
WHERE  THEIR  SISTER  ANNA  WAS  LOCATED.  SAMUEL  MARRIED  DAMAR | S  HATHAWAY  IN 

1828,  and  the  I83O  Ohio  Census  lists  both  Samuel  and  William  as  head  of  a 

HOUSEHOLD  AT  0RECKSV I LLE .  THEIR  HOUSES  STOOD,  WE  KNOW,  JUST  ACROSS  THE 
ROAD  FROM  EACH  OTHER.  It  IS  CLEAR  THAT  HANNAH  WAS  THEN  A  MEMBER  OF  HER 

son  William's  household,  and  Abel,  Jr.  with  them.  Isaac  was  24  in  1830 

AND  EVIDENTLY  EMPLOYED  ELSEWHERE. 

Hannah  Varney's  record  of  Quaker  membership  was  terminated  in  the  books 
at  Salem,  Ohio,  with  a  note  dated  February  7,  1833  stating  that  she  was 
disowned  for  joining  "the  Camelites".  The  Hjcksite  movement  was  a 

SERIOUS  DISSENSION  IN  THE  SOCIETY  OF  FRIENDS  AROUND  1 823 ,  IN  OHIO  AND 
ELSEWHERE,  AND  WHILE  MANY  FrJENDS  WERE  BREAKING  AWAY  FROM  THEIR  COMMUNITIES, 
MANY  IN  OHIO  BECAME  FOLLOWERS  OF  ALEXANDER  CAMPBELL,  FOUNDER  OF  THE  DlSCIPLE 

Church.  Whether  Hannah's  decision  was  made  before  or  after  her  move  from 
Salem  to  Brecksville,  we  do  not  know,  but  she  was  surely  living  at  Brecks- 

VI  LLE  WHEN  THE  ABOVE  NOTICE  WAS  WRITTEN  IN  THE  SALEM  MM. 

Her  son  William  married  Harty  Hathaway  in  1838,  and  we  think  that  Hannah 

MOVED  WEST  AFTERWARD  WITH  ABEL  Jr.  OR  WITH  ISAAC.  FOR  THE  THIRD  OR  FOURTH 
TIME  IN  HER  LIFE,  SHE  WAS  JOINING  A  PIONEER  MOVEMENT.  FAMILY  RECOLLECTION 
HAS  DEEN  THAT  SHE  LIVED  TO  A  VERY  OLD  AGE,  AND  THE  MSS.  OF  H.C.  VARNEY 
STATES  THAT  SHE  DIED  AT  THE  HOME  OF  HER  SON  ISAAC,  AT  RICHMOND,  IOWA,  |N 
1862. 
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Additional  notes  on  children  of  Adel  and  Hannah  (Jewett)  Varney:

1 81 6  or  '17,  possibly  in  Vermont  or  en  route 
to  Ohio.  She  is  not  listed  w'th  the  family  at  Mt .  Pleasant,  Ohio,  but  we 
know  that  she  and  her  husband  moved  to  Ohio,  possibly  to  Brecksville  where 
a  Marsh  family  were  early  settlers.

WITH  HIM  OR  LATER)  AND  SOON  TO  IOWA,  WHERE  HE  BOUGHT  LAND  AT  RICHMOND, 
WASHINGTON  Co.,  MAY  27,  1849,  LOTS  NO.  1  AND. 2  ,N  BLOCK  NO.  6.  That  COUNTY 

WAS  FIRST  SETTLED  IN  1836,  THE  TOWN  OF  RICHMOND  FIRST  BEING  PART  OF  ENGLISH 

River  Township.  An  Atlas  of  Washington  Co.,  published  1 906 ,  by  Wh,liam 
Billingsley,  says,  "In  1847  or  '48,  Isaac  Varney  located  in  the  town  and 

BUILT  A  LOG  CABIN  JUST  EAST  OF  THE  NE  CORNER  OF  THE  PUBLIC  SQUARE.  Mr . 

Varney  was  the  first  postmaster  in  the  town,  holding  the  office  until  the 
YEAR  1832." 

Isaac  is  buried  in  the  Prot.  Cem.  a  Vz  mile  east  of  Richmond.  His  widow 
re-married,  Feb.  24,  1863,  Michael  Ween.  The  above  quoted  Atlas,  pub. 

1906,  MENTIONS  HER  THEN  LIVING  WITH  HER  SON  (PROBABLY  AGAIN  A  WIDOw)  AGE 
86  "AND  ENJOYS  GOOD  HEALTH."  SHE  DIED  FEBRUARY  1 6 ,  1 908 ,  AND  WAS  BURIED 

BESIDE  HER  FIRST  HUSBAND.

500  CHOPPING  AXES,  PLANNING  TO  SELL  THEM  TO  THE  INDIANS.  A  NEIGHBOR  MADE 
THE  REMARK  THAT  ABEL  VARNEY  WAS  ' AXE  POOR1.  He  FINALLY  HAD  TO  GIVE  AWAY 
THE  AXES  AS  THE  INDIANS  HAD  FOUND  AN  EASIER  WAY  TO  MAKE  A  LIVING.  ABEL  Jr. 
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LATER  ENLISTED  IN  THE  C|VIL  WAR  AND  WAS  IN  ACTIVE  DUTY  SEVERAL  MONTHS.  He 
RECEIVED  A  HEAD  INJURY  DURING  THE  WAR,  WHICH  MADE  HIS  GENERAL  HEALTH  RATHER 
FRAIL  IN  LATER  LIFE."
